We  conclude  our  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  giving  the  discussion 
which  followed  the  President's  address  (p.  44). 

In  an  address  to  the  C.A.A.,  Mr.  James  Grier  put  for- 
ward some  new  ideas  as  to  an  Assistants'  examination,  based 
on  changes  in  the  Board  of  Education's  Science  examina- 
tions (p.  56). 

The  obituary  columns  contain  references  to  Professor 
Schaer  (Strasbourg),  Mr.  William  Smith  (Elgin),  Sir  John 
Batty  Tuke  (Edinburgh),  and  others  who  have  died  since 
our  last  issue  (pp.  42-43). 

The  Law  Court  sittings  have  been  resumed.  The  King's 
Bench  Division  has  ruled  that  "  Canine  Surgery  "  is  not  a 
description  that  infringes  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act  when 
used  by  an  unregistered  person.  This  decision  follows  the 
principle  laid  down  by  the  House  of  Lords  under  the  Dentists 
Act  (p.  40). 

Trade  and  Market  Matters. 

The  numerous  market  changes  this  week  favour  buyers, 
reductions  having  taken  place  in  acetyl-salicylic  acid,  strych- 
nine, clove  oil,  valerian,  shellac,  and  lemon  oil.  Cod-liver 
oil,  quinine  (second-hands),  and  ammonia  sulphate  are 
easier;  Calabar  beans,  euonymus-bark,  linaloe  oil,  and  tur- 
pentine are  dearer  (p.  57). 
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New  Norwegian  Pharmacopoeia. 

(Den  Norslee  Farmakopj  1913.) 


rpHE  fourth  edition  of  the  Norwegian  Pharmacopoeia 
A.  has  now  been  issued,  and,  from  January  1,  1914,  it 
will  replace  the  work  published  in  1895,  so  that,  with  the 
exception  of  Portugal,  Great  Britain  now  possesses  the 
oldest  Pharmacopoeia  in  force. 

The  new  Pharmacopoeia  is  in  Norwegian,  the  titles  being 
in  Latin,  in  such  forms  as  :  Aqva,  bicarbonas  natricus, 
bitartras  kalicus,  brometum  ammonicum,  carbonas 
lithicus,  chloretum  cocaicum,  chloretum  morphicum, 
hydras  chloralicus,  jodetum  kalicum,  nitras  argenticus, 
oxydum  hydrargyricum,  sulfas  ferrosus,  and  tartras 
stibico-kalicus. 

In  many  respects  the  new  edition  resembles  the  German 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  it  has  been  brought  thoroughly  up 
to  date  by  the  inclusion  of  definite  standards  of  purity, 
or'  of  content  of  active  principles,  and  of  the  optical 
rotation  in  the  case  of  essential  oils;  while  formulas  and 
molecular  weights  for  chemicals  are  given.  In  all,  forty- 
one  preparations  have  been  deleted,  and  eighty-five  new 
products  officialised.  Among  the  former  figure  cajuput 
oil,  reduced  iron,  musk,  squill  oxymel,  bitter  almonds, 
morphine  sulphate,  tincture  of  lobelia,  and  ipecacuanha 
wine.  The  newer  remedies  include  acetyl-salicylic  acid, 
diethylbarbituric  acid,  suprarenin  bitartrate,  creosote  car- 
bonate, hexamethylenetetramine,  novocaine,  silver  pro- 
teinate,  and  antipyrine  salicylate.  The  more  important 
and  interesting  changes  are  briefly  dealt  with  in  the 
following  remarks  : 

Dilute  hydrochloric  acid  and  dilute  sulphuric  acid  con- 
tain 10  per  cent,  acid,  and  phosphoric  acid  is  10  per  cent. 

The  essential  oils  are  designated  as  "  .ffitheroleum,"  and 
the  following  physical  standards  are  established: 

Oil  of  Bitter  Almond:  'Sp.  >gr.  1.05. 

Oil  of  Anise:  Sp.  gr.  at  25°  C.  0.980  to  0.990;  optical  rotation 
at  25°  C— 29°.  [Doubtless  a  printer's  error  for  2°.J 

Oil  of  Caraway:  Sp.  gr.  0.907  to  0.915;  optical  rotation  +  70° 
to  80°. 

Oil  of  Lemon:  S?.  gr.  0.857  to  0.861;  optical  rotation  +  58° 
to  65°. 

Oil  of  Coriander:  Sp.  gr.  O.870  to  0.885;  optical  rotation  +  8° 
to  13°. 

Oil  of  Fennel :  .Sp.  .gr.  0.965  to  0.975 ;  optical  rotation  -i-  12° 
to  24°. 

Oil  of  Juniper  :  Sp.  gr.  0.860  to  0.885. 

Oil  of  Lavender:  Sp.  gr.  0.882  to  0.895;  optical  rotation  +  3° 
to  9°.  Required  to  contain  at  least  30.4  p.c.  of  ester,  cal- 
culated as  linalyl  acetate;  1  c.c.  of  3  normal  volumetric  alcoholic 
solution  of  potassium  hydroxide  =  O.09808  gram  of  linalyl  acetate. 

Oil  K»f  Peppermint:  "Sp.  gr.  0.900  to  0.920;  optical  rotation 
-  25°  <to  30°.  No  violent  reaction  should  occur  on  adding  a  few 
drops  of  oil  of  peppermint  to  0.2  gram  of  powdered  iodine  on  a 
watch  filasss  (absence  of  oil  of  turpentine). 

Oil  of  Parsley  :  Sp.  gr.  1.050  to  1.100.    Is  la?vogvrate. 

Oil  of  Rose:  Sp.  gr.  at  25°  O.  0.855  to  0.865. 

Oil  of  Rosemary :  Sip.  gr.  0.900  to  0.920  ;  optical  rotation  +  15°. 

Oil  of  Sandal  Wood:   Sp.  gr.   0.975  to  0.985;   optical  rotation 
-16°  to  20°.    Required  to  contain  at  least  90  p.c.  of  eantalol. 
•  Oil  of  Turpentine  (rectified)  :   Sp.  gr.  0.860  to  0.870.  Boiling- 
point  155°  ito  162°  >0. 

Oil  of  Thyme:  Sp.  gr.  0.9C0  to  0.935.  Is  slightly  lsevogyrate, 
rarely  dextrogyrate.    Contains  at  least  20  p.c.  phenol'. 

The  formula  for  Bitter-almond  Water  is  a  departure  from 
the  usual  method,  being  a  mixture  of: 

Oil  of  bitter  almond    4 

Hydrocyanic  acid   (2  per  cent.)  50 

Alcohol  (90  per  cent.)    146 

Distilled  water    800 

Solution  of  Zinc  Chloride  is  prepared  by  a  new  method. 
Thirty  grams  of  zinc  are  added  to  100  grains  of  hydrochloric 
acid  (25  per  cent*,),  then  warming  on  the  water-bath  to  com- 
plete the  reaction.  The  solution  is  filtered  through  asbestos, 
and  the  filtrate  is  heated  on  the  water-bath,  with  the  addition 
of  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide  until  a  portion  no  longer 
turns  blue  on  the  addition  of  solution  of  potassium  ferri- 
cyanide.  The  solution  is  then  digested  with  a  little  zinc 
oxide,  previously  rubbed  down  with  water,  until  a  filtered 
portion  is  not  altered  by  the  addition  of  solution  of 
ammonium  sulphocyanide  (1  in  20).  The  solution  is  then 
filtered  through  powdered  glass,  and  the  filtrate  evaporated 
to  93  parts  or  until  it  has  a  specific  gravity  of  1.55  to  1.58. 
It  contains  50  per  cent,  of  zinc  chloride. 

For  the  extempore  preparation  of  aromatic  waters,  it 
is  directed  that  1  part  of  essential  oil    be  mixed  with 


10  parts  of  talc,  adding  1,000  parts  of  distilled  water  and 
filtering. 

Balsam  of  Peru.  Required  to  contain  at  least  55  per 
cent,  of  cinnamein. 

Suprarenin  Bitartrate 

(OHJ.OoHjCH.OH.CH^NH.CHa.aH^e. 
Melting-point    149.      One    gram    contains    0.55    gram  of 
suprarenin.     The  naturaP  as  well  as  synthetic  product  is 
allowed. 

Extract  of  Belladonna.  To  contain  1  to  1.2  per  cent,  of 
alkaloids.  No  formula  for  the  latter  is  given,  but,  as  in 
the  Ph.G.,  V.,  1  c.c.  of  decinormal  solution  of  hydrochloric 
acid  =  0.0289  gram  of  alkaloid  (the  Ph.G.  uses  centinormal 
hydrochloric  acid). 

In  the  case  of  liquid  extracts,  in  addition  to  the  specific 
gravity,  the  residue  obtained  on  evaporating  to  dryness  is 
given.  For  this  test  1  gram  of  liquid  extract  is  evaporated 
to  dryness  on  the  water-bath  on  a  watch-glass  of  6  cm. 
diameter,  and  the  residue  dried  for  two  hours  at  100°  to 
102°  C.  Thus  liquid  extract  of  hydrastis  has  a  specific 
gravity  0.098  to  1.02;  residue  on  evaporation  at  least  17  per 
cent. ;  hydrastine-content  at  least  2  per  cent. 

Extract  of  Hyoscyamus  is  not  standardised,  a  test  for 
the  presence  of  alkaloids  being  included. 

Extract  of  Nux  Vomica  is  required  to  contain  15  to  17  per 
cent,  of  alkaloids.  If  over  17.1  per  cent,  it  is  to  be  diluted 
with  milk-sugar ;  if  under  14.92  per  cent,  it  is  to  be  mixed 
with  an  extract  richer  in  alkaloids.  The  same  procedure 
is  required  in  the  case  of  extract  of  opium,  which  is  stan- 
dardised to  a  content  of  18  to  20  per  cent,  of  morphine. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  Norwegian  Pharmacopoeia  thus 
establishes  a  minimum  as  well  as  a  maximum  content  of 
active  principle  in  the  case  of  potent  preparations  of  this 
class. 

Belladonna-leaves :  A  method  for  the  determination  of 
the  content  of  alkaloids  is  given,  but  no  standard  is  fixed. 

Digitalis-leaves  "  from  the  wild-growing  plant  found  in 
Western  Norway  "  from  the  flowering  plant,  to  be  dried 
for  five  hours  at  about  80°  C,  and  filled  into  well-closed 
containers  of  not  more  than  50  grams.  The  same  rule 
applies  to  powdered  digitalis.  This  procedure  is  interest- 
ing in  the  light  of  modern  enzyme  research. 

Glycerin  is  required  to  contain  87  parts  of  CaHsfOH),. 
Sp.  gr.  1.225  to  1.235. 

Concentrated  infusions  of  condurango,  ipecacuanha,  senega, 
and  valerian  are  to  be  made  by  percolation,  and  from  theso 
the  infusion  to  be  dispensed  is  prepared,  unless  instructions 
to  the  contrary  are  contained  in  the  prescription. 

The  specific  gravity  of  every  syrup  is  stated,  and  the 
same  applies  to  the  official  tinctures.  With  the  latter  the 
residue  on  evaporating  and  drying  at  100°  to  102°  C.  is 
given,  with  the  amount  to  be  used  for  this  test.  Thus 
tincture  of  opium  is  required  to  have  a  content  of  1  per  cent, 
of  morphine  (determined  by  the  titrimetric  method) ;  sp. 
gr.  0.905  to  0.920;  residue  on  evaporating  and  drying, 
5  grams  of  tincture  to  amount  to  at  least  4.5  per  cent. 

Somewhat  striking  is  the  relatively  small  number  of 
galenical  preparations  included — 196  in  all;  thus  there  are 
only  twenty-nine  tinctures  in  the  Norwegian  Pharma- 
copoeia, as  compared  with  sixty-seven  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  and  forty-one  in  the  German  Pharma- 
copoeia. 

The  appendices  include  a  table  of  atomic  weights,  a 
list  of  volumetric  solutions  and  reagents  employed  in 
testing,  and  a  list  of  the  reagents  used  in  the  analysis 
of  urine,  blood,  stomach  contents,  and  of  stains  for 
bacteriological  work.  Further,  tables  showing  the  specific 
gravities  and  contents  of  solutions  of  alcohol,  hydro- 
chloric, nitric,  acetic,  and  sulphuric  acids,  ammonia, 
potassium,  and  sodium  hydroxides  ;  a  table  of  the  number 
of  drops  to  1  igram  of  specified  liquids,  using  the  inter- 
national dropping  pipette ;  a  table  of  maximum  doses 
of  potent  drugs ;  a  list  of  poisons  to  be  kept  in  the  poison 
cupboard  ;  a  list  of  potent  drugs  to  be  kept  apart  from 
other  preparations;  tables  showing  the  substances  added, 
and  those  deleted,  in  the  present  edition.  The  require- 
ments of  the  Brussels  Conference  are  also  reproduced  in 
tabular  form,  those  corresponding  to  these  standards 
agreed  upon  being  marked  in  the  book  by  the  addition 
of  the  letters  "  P.I."  to  the  sub-title.  In  a  list  of  Latin 
titles  the  preparations  into  which  the  article  enters  are 
given  as  well ;  thus  :

An  original  and  effective  bit  of  window-dressing  is  to  be 
6een  at  present  in  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  P.  E.  Underwood, 
English  and  Continental  chemist,  23a  Walbrook,  London, 
E.C.  Among  a  varied  and  tasteful  display  of  "  pharmaceuti- 
cals "  are  placed  in  the  front  six  graduated  wine-glasses  of 
the  dock-sampling  type,  each  containing  a  fourpenny  draught 
for  a  minor  ailment  which  City  men  suffer  from  at  one 
time  or  another.  There  is  the  "  Mascot "  pick-me-up,  a 
draught  for  indigestion,  one  for  headache,  others  for  the 
liver  and  the  stomach,  and  the  sixth  is  a  backache  and 
kidney  draught.  These  are  arranged  in  groups  of  three, 
one  standing  on  a  midget  Corinthian  pillar,  and  other 
two  at  either  side.  A  neatly-printed  showcard  with  a  catch- 
ing sentence  stands  beside  each,  and  this,  with  the  tempting 
appearance  of  the  draught,  takes  many  a  customer  into  the 
shop  before  attending  a  board-meeting  or  keeping  a  business 
appointment.

A  fire  at  Albert  Buildings,  Horton  Lane,  Bradford, 
early  on  October  12,  caused  damage  estimated  at  between 
4.000?.  and  5,000?.  The  pharmacy  of  Messrs.  J.  Savage 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  in  the  building  suffered  some 
damage  to  stock  by  water. 

Men  attached  to  a  van  which  was  delivering  Mason's 
O.K.  sauce  were  thrown  out  and  injured  near  Earl's 
Court  on  Monday,  October  13,  owing  to  the  back  axle  of 
the  van  breaking.  Sir  Francis  Laking,  surgeon-apothe- 
cary to  the  King,  happened  to  be  passing  at  the  time  and 
rendered  assistance  to  the  men. 

The  following  chemists  in  the  central  area  are  partaking 
in  the  competitions  in  connection  with  the  Blackburn 
shopping  week,  which  opens  on  October  20  :  Boots,  Ltd., 
Church  Street;  Booth  &  Openshaw,  Darwen  Street;  C.  A. 
Critchley.  King  William  Street;  W.  H.  Grimshaw,  Darwen 
Street;  and  Taylor's  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  Thwaite's  Arcade. 

The  Barnstaple  Town  Council,  on  October  13,  granted 
a  poison-licence  to  Mr.  W.  E.  Dart,  seedsman.  A  letter 
objecting  to  the  application  was  received  from  the  town 
chemists,  but  a  resolution  proposed  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Hopper, 
"that  the  needs  of  the  borough  for  the  supply  of  these 
poisons  are  now  sufficiently  provided  for,"  failed  to  find 
a  seconder. 

The  Local  Government  Board  has  again  declined  the 
application  of  the  Camberwell  Guardians  to  increase  the 
salary  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Clarke,  dispenser  at  the  infirmary, 
from  120/.  to  140/.  per  annum,  instead  of  delaying  the 
increase  until  1915.  The  Board  state  that  having  regard 
to  the  salaries  paid  to  similar  officers  in  the  Metropolitan 
area  they  would  not  feel  justified  in  assenting  to  a  de- 
parture from  the  scale  fixed. 

Training  of  Chemists. 

The  Institute  of  Chemistry  is  holding  a  conference  of 
Professors  of  Chemistry  on  Friday,  October  17,  to  con- 
sider the  following  topics  : 

(1)  The  relation  of  the  qualifications  of  the  Institute  to 
those  of  other  educational  institutions. 

(2)  The  general  question  of  the  training  of  professional 
chemists  with  reference  to  general  training,  to  special  train- 
ing either  fa)  for  private  practice  or  Government  service, 
(6)  for  works  practice,  or  (c)  for  teaching  practice,  and  to 
the  place  of  research  in  training  and  practice. 

(3)  The  work  of  the  Institute  in  matters  of  professional 
interest  in  all  branches. 

Medicated  Wines. 
Professor  G.  Sims-Woodhead  (Cambridge),  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  United  Kingdom  Alliance, 
held  in  Manchester  on  October  14,  moved  the  follov.'ing 
resolution  : 

"  That  this  Council  regards  with  serious  alarm  the  rapid 
development  in  recent  years  of  a  peculiarly  dangerous  form 
of  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors,  which  are  being  sold  by 
means  of  grossly  .misleading  advertisements  under  the  guise 
of  '  medicated  wines '  by  chemists  holding  off  wine-licences, 
and  calls  upon  the  friends  of  temperance  everywhere  to 
enlighten  the  public  as  to  the  insidious  and  perilous  character 
of  these  drinks;  and  especially  urges  licensing  magistrates 
to  refuse  facilities  for  their  sale." 

Dr.  Harburn  (Buxton)  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 
The  Hull  analyst  (Mr.  A.  R.  Tankard,  F.I.C.)  reports 
that  he  examined  during  the  year  49  drug-samples  (only 
five  of  which  were  formal).  Of  these,  four  were  adul- 
terated. Two  were  tincture-of -iodine  samples  10  and 
12.5  per  cent,  deficient  in  alcohol,  and  another  sample  of 
the  same  drug  was  25  per  cent,  deficient  in  iodine.  A 
sample  of  grey   powder  was  50  per  cent,  deficient  in 
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mercury.  Two  samples  of  baking-powder  (informal  and 
formal  sample  from  the  same  vendor)  were  "grossly 
adulterated  "  with  crude  acid  calcium  phosphate  (30.9  per 
cent.)  and  sulphate  of  soda  (17.7  per  cent.). 

Anglo-American  Exposition,  1914. 

The  four  thousand  miles  of  frontier  between  Canada 
and  the  United  States  have  in  them  immense  potentiali- 
ties for  war,  but  to-day  there  is  not  a  soldier  nor  a  fort 
in  the  frontier  land,  nor  an  armed  vessel  in  any  of  the 
frontier  lakes.  For  a  hundred  years  the  United  States  of 
America  and  the  British  Empire  have  been  at  peace,  and 
energies  and  money  that  otherwise  might  have  been 
dissipated  in  war  have  been  devoted  to  progress  in  the 
arts,  science,  and  industry.  To  celebrate  this  centenary 
an  Anglo-American  Exposition  is  to  be  held  in  the  White 
City,  Shepherd's  Bush,  from  May  to  October  next  year. 
By  the  invitation  of  Sir  David  Burnett,  Bart.,  Lord 
Mayor  of  London,  a  meeting  of  the  General  Committee 
of  the  Exposition  was  held  in  the  Mansion  House  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  October  14,  when  Sir  David  presided 
and  addressed  the  meeting  on  the  prospects  of  the 
Exposition.  1  he  Earl  of  Kintore,  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  gave  a  general  report  in  regard 
to  the  progress  of  the  preliminary  arrangements,  after 
which  a  number  of  men  distinguished  in  science  and 
industry  submitted  reports  from  the  Sectional  Committees, 
and  several  American  citizens  who  are  resident  in  London, 
including  Mr.  Fairbanks  (President  of  the  American 
Society)  and  Mr.  Frederick  Van  Duzer,  spoke  favourably 
in  respect  to  the  participation  of  American  manufacturers 
in  the  Exposition.  Mr.  Van  Duzer  stated  that  he  is  the 
third  oldest  American  citizen  in  London,  having  been 
resident  here  for  forty  vears.  Among  those  present 
were  Mr.  Edward  Bevan,  Mr.  T.  J.  Barratt,  Dr.  M.  0. 
Foister,  Mr.  Otto  Hehner,  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  and  Mr. 
T.  A.  Morson.  The  proceedings  indicated  that  the 
Exposition  piomises  well.  In  connection  with  it  a  number 
of  congresses  are  to  be  arranged,  these  being  chiefly 
industrial  and  technical  in  character.  The  Chemical 
Industries  Committee  is  constituted  as  follows  :

We  briefly  reported  in  our  issue  of  October  11  that  the 
Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society  has 
appointed  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Antcliffe, 
Appleton,  Eardley,  and  J.  Gilbert  Jackson,  to  take  charge 
of  the  arrangements  for  the  presentation  to  Mr.  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme,  J. P.,  F.C.S.,  with  a  testimonial  at  the  dinner 
of  the  Society  in  November.

"Electric  tincture"  made  with  methylated  spirit  was 
the  cause  of  Arthur  Lacy,  Warwick,  being  summoned  by 
the  Excise  Authorities,  but  as  he  paid  a  mitigated  fine  of 
21.  the  summons  was  withdrawn. 

The  Birmingham  Business  Exhibition,  which  opened  on 
October  15,  contains  an  interesting  display  of  labour-saving 
devices.  Insurance  dispensers  can  pick  up  various  useful 
wrinkles.    It  remains  open  until  October  25. 

On  Monday  night,  about  eight  o'clock,  a  fire  broke  out 
in  the  chemical  storeroom  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Muni- 
cipal School,  Suffolk  Street,  Birmingham.  There  was  no 
serious  damage.    The  origin  is  at  present  unknown. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  City  Magistrates  on  Tuesday  last, 
Sir  Thomas  Barclay  complained  of  the  inconvenience  to 
traders  who  desired  to  get  their  goods  from  the  railway 
stations  during  the  recent  strike,  and  suggested  the  desir- 
ability of  an  inquiry  being  made  to  avoid  such  trouble  in 
the  future. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion Council  held  last  week,  it  is  rumoured  that  new  rules 
for  presentation  at  the  annual  meeting  were  drawn  up, 
and  two  grades  of  subscribers  approved  (members  5s., 
associates  2?.  6d.),  and  a  few  minor  alterations  also  made. 
These  are  the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  a  small  sub- 
committee appointed  for  the  purpose. 

The  Public  Weal. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Cope,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Leek,  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Urban  Council  a  representative 
elementary  school  manager. 

Mr.  D.  T.  Evans,  J.P.,  pharmacist,  13  Canterbury 
Road,  Margate,  has  been  appointed  a  visitor  of  licensed 
houses  in  the  borough  under  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Barnes,  J. P.,  chemist  and  druggist,  Dover, 
has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Judicial  Authority  to 
exercise  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890, 
within  the  borough  of  Dover. 

Manchester  Notes. 

A  chemist  on  the  east  side  of  Manchester  has  closed  his 
branch  pharmacy  as  he  is  unable  to  obtain  a  suitable 
manager.  Good  men  are  very  scarce  according  to  some 
chemists,  the  increased  salaries  demanded  no  doubt  having 
something  to  do  with  this.  The  Insurance  Act  is  respon- 
sible for  most  of  the  increase  in  work  and  hours  of  duty. 

The  correspondence  relating  to  the  shortcomings  of 
doctors  and  chemists  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  medicines 
under  the  Insurance  Act  has  been  the  great  topic  of  con- 
versation in  Manchester,  the  general  consensus  of  opinion 
being  that  Messrs.  Bates,  Mallinson,  and  Kemp  have  done 
well. 

Manchester  chemists,  and  especially  those  who  were 
present  at  the  smoking-concert  last  Wednesday,  were 
very  pleased  to  see  such  a  representative  gathering,  and 
also  appreciated  the  honour  in  so  many  Liverpool  phar- 
macists accepting  the  invitation  extended  by  the  Council 
of  the  Manchester  Pharmacists'  Association.  If  rumour 
be  correct,  there  is  sure  to  be  a  similar  number  of  Man- 
chester pharmacists  going  to  the  Liverpool  Association 
smoking-concert,  which  is  to  be  held  shortly,  to  return  the 
compliment.  The  Benevolent  Fund  will  benefit  consider- 
ably as  a  result  of  the  appeal  by  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry. 
Although  s-omewhat  of  a  novelty,  the  concertina  solo 
by  Mr.  W.  Griffiths  (of  Messrs.  J.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.) 
was  a  revelation  to  many  of  what  fine  music  may  be 
extracted  from  this  instrument.

During  the  week's  interval  the  announcement  of  four 
deaths  from  poison  is  made. 

Carbolic  Acid. — Henry  Jones  (28),  labourer,  Middles- 
iiough.  died  from  drinking  carbolic  acid  from  a  lemonade- 
luttle  in  mistake  for  lemonade. 
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Potassium  Cyanide  was  taken  for  suicidal  purposes  by  the 
Rev.  Godfrey  John  Biddulph,  vicar  of  Strctton  Grandison, 
Herefordshire. 

Spirit  of  Salt,  drank  as  whisky,  killed  Frederick  Wm. 
Staniland,  plumber,  Kensington. 

Veronal. — Annie  Potter  (47),  teacher,  Balham,  died  from 
%-eronal-poisoning. 

From  Various  Courts. 

Thomas  William  Stewart,  alias  Dr.  Knoekoli,  an 
analyst  and  a  travelling  lecturer,  of  Sheffield,  has  at 
Wolverhampton  been  committed  for  trial  at  Stafford 
Assizes  on  a  charge  of  sending  an  indecent  postal  package 
to  Sergeant  Murphy,  of  the  Wolverhampton  police. 

At  Manchester  on  October  10,  Harry  Cooper  Ford, 
Carlton  Road,  Ashton-on-Mersey,  was  remanded  on  a 
charge  of  falsifying  the  books  of  Messrs.  Joseph  Brooks  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  Shude  Hill,  Manchester,  by 
whom  he  had  been  employed  as  cashier  for  seventeen 
years. 

At  the  Lancaster  Quarter  Sessions  on  October  13,  Kate 
Almond,  domestic  servant,  was  charged  with  stealing  a 
diamond  ring,  value  111.,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Cole, 
wife  of  Mr.  H.  G.  Cole,  chemist  and  druggist,  Blundell- 
sands,  Liverpool,  from  87  Marine  Parade,  Heysham, 
where  Mrs.  Cole's  mother  resides  (C.  db  D.,  July  19. 
index  folio  73).  The  jury  found  the  prisoner  not  guilty, 
and  she  was  discharged. 

At  the  Portsmouth  Quarter  Sessions  on  October  9,  James 
Lewis  Futcher  (35),  described  as  a  chemist's  assistant,  of 
Collins  Road,  Eastney,  was  charged  on  an  indictment  of 
twelve  counts  with  a  number  of  frauds  upon  various 
tradesmen.  It  was  pointed  out  that  accused  had  merely 
written  for  goods  and  got  them;  there  was  no  fraud.  The 
Recorder  advised  the  jury  to  return  a  formal  verdict  of  not 
guilty.    This  was  done,  and  the  prisoner  was  acquitted. 

At  a  Bethnal  Green  inquest  on  October  9,  George  Parker, 
labourer,  complained  that  the  medicine  the  doctor  had 
supplied  to  deceased,  his  wife,  was  "nothing  but  burnt 
sugar  and  coloured  water."  He  had  once  been  employed  by 
a  chemist,  he  said,  and  he  knew  how  to  colour  water  by 
means  of  burnt  sugar.  The  Coroner,  after  tasting  the 
medicine,  said  there  was  absolutely  no  taste  of  burnt 
sugar  about  it.  Death  from  natural  causes  was  the 
verdict. 

At  Lancaster  on  October  11,  Mr.  Harry  Oldham,  chemist, 
Winterdyne  Terrace,  Morecambe,  gave  evidence  in  a  case 
in  which,  a  domestic  servant,  Hannah  Greatbatch,  was 
charged  with  attempted  suicide  by  taking  laudanum. 
Mr.  Oldham  stated  that  he  refused  to  supply  accused  with 
sixpennyworth  of  laudanum,  as  he  thought  it  rather  a 
large  quantity.  Prisoner  said  she  wanted  it  to  make  a 
large  quantity  of  cough-mixture.  He  asked  if  a  smaller 
quantity  would  do,  and  threepennyworth  of  the  drug  was 
supplied.  Prisoner  was  committed  for  trial  at  Lancaster 
Quarter  Sessions,  where  she  pleaded  guilty,  and  was 
■handed  over  to  her  parents.

Mangan,  81  net ;  and  (3)  Mr.  A.  Land-ale  Rankine,  83 
net.  Mr.  G.  W.  Mangan  is  the  winner  of  the  Gibson 
aggregate  medal.  In  the  final  of  the  hole-and-hole  com- 
petition Mr.  William  Gibb  beat  Mr.  A.  J.  Clark,  thus 
becoming  the  holder  of  the  T.  and  H.  Smith  Cup  for  this 
year. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

Messrs.  Frazer  &  Green  have  given  spate  in  their 
Great  Western  Road  and  Hillhead  branches  for  a  fine-arfc 
advertisement  of  Apollinaris-water. 
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St.  George's  Co-operative  Society  have  now  opened  th°ir 
drug-department  at  274  St.  George's  Road,  St.  George's 
Cross.  The  shop  is  nice  and  bright  and  in  a  good 
situation. 

Mr.  Alex.  Maesween,  chemist  and  druggist,  St.  George's 
Road,  has  an  effective  window  display  of  Black  Currant 
Balsam,  a  large  show-card  bearing  a  cluster  of  black 
currants  forming  the  centre. 

The  members  of  the  Glasgow  Chemists'  Association 
have  arranged  to  open  the  new  session  early  in  Novem- 
ber. The  inaugural  meeting  will  take  the  form  of  a 
social  gathering  in  the  Grand  Hotel,  Charing  Cross. 

The  strike  of  workers  in  the  chemical  works  of  Messrs. 
J.  &  J.  White,  Rutherglen,  has  now  been  settled.  The 
workers  demanded  a  10  per  cent,  increase,  but  after  four 
weeks'  idleness  they  have  returned  at  the  old  figure. 

Mr.  Balfour  Reekie,  Secretary  of  the  Mid-Lanark 
Chemists'  Association,  has  notified  members  that  it  is 
proposed  to  alter  the  name  of  the  Association  to  the 
Lanarkshire  Pharmacists'  Association,  also  that  the  meet- 
ings should  be  held  in  Glasgow. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Alchemical  Society  on  October  10, 
Professor  John  Ferguson,  of  Glasgow  University,  de- 
livered an  address  on  English  alchemical  literature,  in 
the  course  of  which  he  strongly  recommended  research  of 
the  MSS.  and  other  literature  in  this  department  which 
exists  in  the  British  Museum.  This  is  opportune,  in  view 
of  recent  observations  on  the  influence  of  radio-activity 
in  the  transmutation  of  metals. 

Even  at  such  a  late  date  as  this  a  stroll  round  the  beds 
in  the  Glasgow  Botanic  Gardens  is  to  the  lover  of  botany 
a  source  of  pleasure  and  profit.  The  exceptional  weather 
lias  enabled  the  plants  to  survive  longer  than  usual,  and 
there  still  flourish  Gochlcaria  Armoracia,  Althwa  officinalis, 
and  A.  rosea,  with  their  gorgeous  petals  and  pollen- 
laden  stamens,  Potentillas  of  deep  crimson  velvet, 
Antliemis  nobilis,  Calendula  officinalis,  Hyssop,  Mentha 
viridis,  and  Daphne  Mezereon,  all  still  look  healthy, 
while  Autumn  Crocus  [Colchicum  officinale)  are  ex- 
ceedingly pretty.  Ranunculacere  are  well  represented. 
Solanum  dulcamara  with  its  scarlet  fruits,  Datura 
Stramonium,  Atropa  Belladonna,  and  Nicotiana  Tabacwn 
may  all  be  seen  in  perfection.  Students  will  find  the 
present  time  excellent  for  seeing  the  various  forms  of 
fruits  and  for  the  study  of  the  dispersion  of  seed. 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Analyses  under  the  Adulteration  Act. — The  idea, 
excellent  in  its  way,  of  centralising  all  analyses  effected 
under  the  1905  Adulteration  Act  at  the  Paris  School  of 
Pharmacy  is  resented  by  the  provincial  schools  and 
faculties,  and  seems  likely,  for  this  reason,  to  fall  through. 
The  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  formally  objects  to 
the  centralising  proposal  supported  by  the  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association  and  other  Parisian  bodies. 

French  Customs  and  Perfumery.. — A  private  Bill, 
No.  2,752,  proposes  to  tax  essential  oils  and  essences  of 
neroli  and  petit  grain  at  10,000f.  and  2.500f.  per  100 
kilos,  respectively,  50  per  cent,  being  added  to  these 
duties  for  the  general  tariff.  A  Customs  order  notifies 
that  during  the  period  from  May  2  to  October  31  flowers 
from  Italy  for  perfumery  or "  distillery  use  must  be 
shipped  for  import  into,  or  transit  through,  France  in 
sealed  sacks,  addressed  directly  to  the  manufactory. 
For  the  remainder  of  the  year,  November  1  to  May  1, 
these  formalities  are  not  necessary. 

Pharmacy  before  Parliament. — The  art  of  introducing 
a  Bill  into  Parliament  formed  the  subject  of  the  dis- 
course of  M.  Schmidt,  ex-pharmacist  and  M.P.,  at  the 
last  Wholesale  Druggists'  banquet.  His  idea  is  that  no 
great  divergence  of  views  exists  among  the  various  trade 
associations  as  to  the  general  lines  on  which  a  new 
Pharmacy  Act  should  run.  First  they  should  lay  a  pro- 
vsional  report  to  the  Committee  of  Hygiene  of  the 
Chamber    of    Deputies,    and,    if    accepted,    a  more 


definite  report  on  the  subject  shonld  be  jorepared  as  a 
basis  of  discussion  after  the  next  General  Election.  It, 
is  hopeless  to  expect  that  the  present  Parliament  will, 
find  time  to  deal  with  the  matter. 

Paris  Military  Pharmacy. — On  Thursday,  October  9,. 
M.  Etienne,  Minister  of  War,  inspected  the  Central 
Military  Pharmacy,  where  most  of  the  administrative- 
details  of  military  organisation  at  Paris  are  now  cen- 
tralised at  the  Invalides,  the  entrance  to  the  pharmacy 
being  in  the  Avenue  de  Tourville,  near  Napoleon's  tomb.. 
The  Minister's  visit  was  divested  of  all  formality.. 
Accompanied  by  Surgeon-Inspector  Toussaint,  he  arrived 
at  3  p.m.  in  a  motor-car.  Inspector-General  Fevrier, 
Pharmacist-Inspector  Roeser,  and  Pharmacist-Majors. 
Pellerin,  Cordier,  Froment,  Fetel  and  Thierry,  headed, 
by  M.  Wagner  (first-class  principal  pharmacist  and  direc- 
tor of  the  Central  Pharmacy),  met  him  at  the  entrance.. 
MM.  Fevrier  and  Wagner  took  M.  Etienne  over  the- 
establishment,  which  has  recently  been  reorganised  and 
brought  up  to  date  by  these  two  officials,  directed  by 
M.  Toussaint  and  aided  by  M.  Pellerin,  and  the- 
object  of  the  Minister's  visit  was  to  examine  and  approve 
the  measures  taken.  The  chief  purpose  of  the  reorganisa- 
tion has  been  to  extend  the  facilities  for  making  prepara- 
tions which  have  hitherto  been  bought  from  wholesale 
houses.  The  crude-drugs  store  was  first  visited.  Here 
a  "field  laboratory"  for  microbiology  and  sterilisation, 
(contained  in  four  cases  2  ft.  by  1  ft.  8  by  1  ft.  4)  was 
presented  to  the  Minister.  The  preparation  of  tablets, 
the  filling  of  ampoules,  and  purifying  of  River  Seine 
water  were  shown  and  explained,  as  well  as  M.  Pellerin's- 
portable  knapsack  laboratory  for  the  examination  of 
drinking-water.  The  reserve  store  of  medicaments  was 
next  inspected,  and  after  an  hour  and  a  half's  visit  the- 
Minister  took  leave  with  a  cordial  handshake  and  the- 
rein ark,  "  I  knew,  gentlemen,  that  the  Military  Phar- 
maceutical Corps  is  a  hardworking  one,  but  I  see  youi 
are  even  more  hardworking  than  I  thought.  I  thank 
you  for  your  persevering  and  intelligent  efforts.  The- 
results  you  have  obtained  are  to  the  honour  of  you  alL"' 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


A  Morphine  Case. — A  well-dressed  Japanese,  named' 
Otamee,  was  fined  $500,  or  one  month's  imprisonment, 
at  Singapore,  for  being  in  possession  of  and  selling: 
morphine.  The  accused  was  caught  by  a  ruse  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Government  Monopolies. 

Cocaine  Smuggling. — What  a  Reuter's  telegram  de- 
scribes as  a  "  record  "  seizure  of  cocaine  has  just  taken' 
place  in  Bombay,  a  case  containing  eighteen  tins,  each- 
of  16,000  grains,  of  a  total  value  of  2,666Z.,  having  been 
confiscated.  Two  persons  concerned  have  been  prose- 
cuted, and  one  defendant,  a  P.  &  O.  steward,  and  the- 
other,  a  P.  &  O.  shore  employe,  have  been  sentenced  to  a* 
year's  rigorous  imprisonment  and  a  fine  of  Rs.  1,000  (66'-). 

Cocaine  and  Morphine  Smuggling. — Mr.  George  L. 
Duncan,  managing  partner  of  the  firm  of  McEwen,  Frickel 
&  Co.,  has  been  fined  $4,000  at  the  Hong  Kong  Court 
for  the  illicit  possession  of  cocaine  and  morphine. 
According  to  the  prosecution,  the  facts  were  that  on 
August  23  two  cases  were  brought  out  of  McE\»m,  Frickel 
&  CJo.'s  office  about  11  a.m.  in  the  morning.  These- 
were  traced  to  a  boarding-house  in  Hong  Kong,  where- 
they  were  seized  by  the  police,  and  found  to  contain  a 
large  quantity  of  morphine.  At  the  firm's  offices  were 
found,  stacked  on  the  floor,  379  empty  sardine-tins;, 
close  to  these  were  another  lot  of  sardine-tins  containing 
sardines,  and  about  24  of  the  tins  contained  six  bottles 
of  cocaine  each.  Another  two  cases  were  marked  "  sar- 
dines," the  first  containing  69  tins,  each  containing  six 
bottles  of  cocaine ;  the  remaining  tins  were  filled  with 
sardines.  Sixty-six  tins  purporting '  to  be  sardines  each- 
had  six  bottles'  of  cocaine  in  them.  Further  searches  re- 
vealed four  1-lb.  tins  of  morphine  packed  in  "white 
starch."  For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  Mr.  Duncan- 
knew  nothing  whatever  about  this  consignment,  and  that 
the  goods  had  nothing  to  do  with  his  firm.

The  Union. 

Invoices  fob.  Imports. — With  further  reference  to  the 
motice  which  appeared  in  the  0.  &  D.  of  September  6 
.(index  folio  383)  respecting  invoices  required  for  goods 
imported  into  the  Union  in  accordance  with  the  Regula- 
tions (No.  103)  issued  under  the  "  Customs  Management 
Act,  1913,"  the  Board  of  Trade  have  now  received  iii- 
.formation  from  the  office  of  the  Trade  Commissioner  in 
South  Africa  (published  in  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ") 
to  the  effect  that  the  Union  Customs  Department  recom- 
mends that  suppliers  should  adopt  the  Canadian  practice 
■of  having  the  values  referred  to  in  the  above-mentioned 
Regulation  placed  side  by  side  in  the  invoice  with  the 
•  export  prices  to  the  importer  or  receiver. 

Natal. 

The  South  African  Railway  Sick  Fund  has  now  been 
-extended  to  Natal,  and  will  eventually  take  the  place  of 
■the  Mutual  Benefit  Society  which  now  operates  in  the 
Province.  For  the  present;  ho'wever,  it  is  intended  to  run 
both  the  societies.  Membership  of  the  Fund  is  com- 
pulsory to  servants  who  have  joined  the  service  since  the 
■date  of  Union;  but  servants  who  were  in  the  service  on 
the  date  of  Union  have  the  option  of  retaining  their  old 
N.G.R.  conditions  or  of  coming  into'  line  with  the  new 
.fund  on  special  terms,  as  follows1  : 

Until  December  31,  1913,  they  will  have  the  opportunity 
■of  joining  the  Fund  (a)  without  medical  examination, 
(b)  at  two-thirds  of  the  tariff  of  contribution.  (The  monthly 
-contribution  ranges  from  2s.  to  10s.  for  married  men  with 
salaries  of  from  37/.  to  547/.  per  annum,  and  Is.  6</.  to  9s. 
.for  single  men.) 

After  December  31  and  up  to  April  1,  1914,  they  will  have 
the  option  of  joining  the  Fund ;  but  they  will  have  to 
f(a)  pass  the  necessary  medical  examination,  (b)  pay  full 
tariff  contribution. 

After  April  1,  1914,  the  option  of  joining  the  Fund  will  be 
withdrawn. 

'The  benefits  include  medical  and  dental  aid,  as  to  which 
particulars  will  be  given  later. 

As  far  as  chemists  are  concerned,  the  Board  has  not  called 
:for  tenders  for  the  Sick  Fund  but  will  probably  do  so. 
Tenders  for  the  renewal  of  the  dispensing  to  the  Mutual 
Benefit  Society  have,  however,  been  asked  for,  and  in  this 
connection  the  chemists  held  a  meeting  in  September  to 
■consider  the  situation.  It  was  finally  agreed  that  any 
■  chemist  who  wished  to  tender  should  base  his  prices 
■on  the  existing  dispensing  schedule,  which  operates1  among 
Durban  chemists,  less  10  per  cent,  discount.  It  is  doubt- 
ful whether  the  Administration  will  accept  these  terms, 
and  in  that  case  they  may  attempt  to  establish  a  central 
dispensary  of  their  own.  At  the  present  time  the  contract 
is  held  by  the  Seaforth  Pharmacy,  which  receives  4rf.  per 
head  for  each  member  on  the  Mutual  Benefit  Society.  At 
the  same  time  there  are  two  sub-contractors  in  Greyville 
and  Berea  districts.  This  is1  a  very  unsatisfactory  state  of 
affairs,  as  medical  men  occasionally  prescribe  proprietary 
and  patent  medicines,  and  the  chemist  has  no  way  of 
•recovering  the  cost. 

Transvaal. 

Shop  Hours  Ordinance. — A  circular  has  been  sent  by 
"the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Transvaal  Provincial  Council  relating  to 
the  Shop  Hours  Draft  Ordinance.  In  this  it  is  pointed 
out  that  the  hour  suggested  for  opening  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing (9.30  to  10.30  a.m.)  is  "  totally  unsuitable  to  public, 
doctors,  and  chemists  alike."  Also  that  the  opening  from 
1  to  8  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  will  lead  to  confusion,  as  the 
hour  of  closing  on  other  nights  (except  Saturdays)  will 
"be  7  p.m.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Committee  ac- 
cordingly recommend  that  the  draft  ordinance  be 
amended  to  allow  chemists    to  open   on    Sundays  from 


11  a.m.  to  12  noon,  and  on  Wednesdays  from  6  p.m.  to 
7  p.m.  Regarding  the  suggested  general  closing  of  stores 
at  6  p.m.,  it  is  stated  that  the  Society  on  July  28  decided 
to  recommend  7  p.m.  (instead  of  8  p.m.  as  at  present)  as 
the  closing  hour  in  the  evening  so  that  uniformity  with 
other  businesses  would  be  established.  The  adoption  of 
6  p.m.  as  the  general  hour  of  closing  would  defeat  the 
object  of  this  decision  made  because  during  the  last  hour 
of  the  day's  business  chemists'  cannot  sell  many  articles  of 
their  recognised  stock.  Also  between  G  p.m.  and  7  p.m.  is 
an  important  business  hour  with  smaller  and  suburban 
tradesmen.  The  Committee  accordingly  fail  to  see  any 
argument  in  favour  of  general  closing  at  6  p.m.,  assistants 
being  protected  by  the  fifty-two  hours  a  week  clause.  The 
Society  therefore  protests  against  a  general  closing  hour 
of  6  p.m.

NETHERLANDS  NOTES. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D." 


Sunday  Closing1.— Holidays  in  pharmacies  have  been  up 
till  now  quite  unknown  in  Holland.  The  law  claimed  that 
every  pharmacy  should  always  be  accessible  to  the  public  by 
day  and  night.  But.  within  the  last  few  months  this  has 
been  changed,  and  when  sufficient  pharmaceutical  service  is 
to  be  obtained  in  the  neighbourhood  the  law  of  March  19, 
1913.  permits  pharmacies  to  be  closed  alternately  on  Sun- 
clays.  This  is  only  permitted,  however,  when  the  Inspector  cf 
Public  Health,  charged  with  controlling  the  maintenance 
of  pharmaceutical  laws,  approves  of  the  arrangement.  This 
is  only  possible  when  all  pharmacists  unite  to  make  such  an 
arrangement  possible.  In  some  places — e.g.,  The  Hague — 
this  regulation  has  already  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory ; 
there  only  eight  pharmacies  are  open  to  the  public,  and  all 
others  are  closed  during  the  whole  of  Sunday.  In  small 
towns  there  has  generally  been  no  great  difficulty  in  making 
the  arrangements,  but  in  larger  towns  many  obstacles  have 
had  to  be  removed.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  in 
Amsterdam  it  has  only  been  within  the  last  two  weeks  that 
one  has  seen  closed  pharmacies  on  Sundays  after  one  o'clock, 
with  a  notice  in  the  window  stating  where  pharmaceutical 
service  can  be  obtained  that  day. 

Pharmaceutical  Education. -On  October  16  Professor 
P.  van  der  Wielen  reopened  the  session  at  Amsterdam 
University  with  an  address  on  the  International  Con- 
gress of  Pharmacy,  Treating  especially  the  papers  on 
pharmaceutical  education.  In  Holland  university  students 
are  quite  free  in  their  movements;  they  are  not  obliged  to 
attend  lectures  or  to  work  in  the  laboratories,  and  at  the 
examinations  no  notice  is  taken  of  their  having  been  pre- 
sent at  lectures  or  not  It  does  not  matter  where  the  can- 
didate has  obtained  his  knowledge  when  it  is  satis- 
factory. As  to  the  laboratory  work,  this  depends  very  much 
upon  the  professors,  and  there  are  differences  in  the  way 
the  w-ork  is  arranged  at  the  various  universities.  Mr.  W.  C 
de  Graaff  (Leyden)  prefers  a  scholastic  training  with  general 
rules  and  a  uniform  syllabus;  whereas  Professor  Dr.  G. 
Honduis  Boldingh  (Amsterdam)  desires  a  great  deal  of  free- 
dom, both  for  the  student  and  the  teacher.  Professor  van 
der  Wielen  also  rejects  the  idea  of  a  pharmaceutical  insti- 
tute, and  shares  Professor  Boldingh's  opinions  as  to  the 
desirability  of  allowing  the  student  to  devote  himself 
especially  to  those  branches  of  study  which  interest  him 
most,  without,  however,  quite  neglecting  other  subjects.  At 
the  same  time  Professor  van  der  Wielen  expresses  the  hope 
that  most  of  the  students  will  choose  special  pharmaceutical 
subjects,  such  as  the  preparation  and  analysis  of  galenicals 
and  compound  medicaments,  as  there  is  great  need  for  trust- 
worthy pharmacists  who  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
properties  of  drugs  and  galenical  preparations.  These, 
he  holds,  are  the  real  pharmacists,  who  feel  the  great  respon- 
sibility which  rests  upon  them  as  to  the  controlling  of  the 
medicines  they  deliver  to  the  sick — a  responsibility  which 
is  much  greater  than  that  of  those  persons  who  apply  them- 
selves to  those  of  the  curriculum,  which  are  generally  re- 
garded as  the  more  '"'scientific  "  ones.  The  pharmaceutical 
education  must  be  such  as  to  awaken  the  students'  sense  of 
duty  and  excite  their  feeling  of  responsibility,  and  if  this 
can  be  obtained  the  results  will  be  much  more  effective  than 
cramming  into  their  heads  a  certain  amount  of  knowledge 
for  the  purpose  of  passing  examinations.  Professor  van  der 
Wielen  also  gave  a  short  review  cf  the  other  papers  at  the 
Congress,  and  finished  by  asking  his  pupils  to  choose  the 
same  watch-word  that  Professor  van  Itallie  uttered  in 
his  opening  speech  of  the  Congress — "  Laboremus." 
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LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Boric  Acid  in  Milk— The  word  "grams"  was  used  in 
our  report  of  the  case  at  Birmingham  instead  of  "  grains." 
Mr.  Liverseege  certified  the  two  samples  as  containing  6  and 
7  grains  per  gal.  respectively.  In  one  the  Government 
analyst  found  0.8  grain,  and  in  another  0.4  grain  per  gal. 

Extracting-  Abscessed  Teeth.— At  Blackburn  County 
Court  on  October  13,  Mary  E.  Mather  sued  James  Ireland, 
Eanam  Bridge  Dental  Surgery,  to  recover  15/.  damages  due 
to  alleged  negligence  in  the  extraction  of  teeth,  i'or  the 
plaintiff  it  was  stated  that  she  consulted  defendant  about 
her  mouth,  and  he  recommended  two  front  teeth  to  bo 
extracted.  She  told  him  she  did  not  want  that  done,  but 
ho  injected  something  and  took  out  the  teeth.  She  suffered 
as  a  result,  and  was  off  work  three  weeks.  Medical  evidence 
was  called  to  prove  that  the  two  teeth  were  quite  sound, 
and  ought  not  to  have  been  taken  out.  Defendant  said  he 
suggested  the  extraction  of  the  two  teeth  in  order  to  draw 
the  matter  from  each  side  of  the  gum,  and  so  relieve  the 
pain.  Plaintiff  replied:  "  Very  well,  then,  I  will  have  them 
out  before  I  suffer  all  this  pain."  The  anaesthetic  which 
he  used  was  from  a  Halifax  firm  of  chemists,  and  he  had 
always  found  it  to  be  perfectly  safe.  Dr.  Jamison  said  the 
teeth  showed  evidence  of  inflammation  in  the  socket,  and 
their  extraction  would  make  a  drainage  for  the  abscess,  and 
this  is  a  regular  thing  to  do.  The  Judge,  in  finding  for 
the  plaintiff,  said  it  would  have  been  more  sensible  if 
defendant  had  sent  the  woman  to  a  doctor  or  to  a  qualified 
dentist.  The  damage  asked  for  was  not  excessive,  and 
he  made  an  order  for  the  amount  claimed. 

An  Assistant's  Notice.— In  the  City  of  London  Court 
on  October  10,  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  had  before 
him  a  case  (Finston  v.  Wicklesgren)  in  which  a  shop- 
assistant  sued  a  City  tradesman  to  recover  two  weeks'  wages. 
Plaintiff  had  been  in  the  service  of  the  defendant  for  some 
months  at  24s.  a  week.  He  was  dismissed  on  a  Wednesday, 
and  now  claimed  to  be  paid  wages  for  that  week  and  a  week's 
wages  in  lieu  of  notice,  contending  that  notice  could  only 
be  given  at  the  end  of  a  week,  and  not  on  any  day  during 
the  week.  Defendant  said  that  was  not  so,  and  that  notice 
could  be  given  on  any  day  in  the  week.  Mr.  Holland, 
solicitor  for  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union,  who  appeared  for 
the  plaintiff,  said  that  the  case  was  of  great  importance, 
and  he  urged  that  grocers,  drapers,  and  all  sorts  of  shop- 
assistants  are  continually  being  discharged  at  varying  times 
by  employers.  An  established  rule  is  sadly  wanted.  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  said,  in  his  view,  with  a  weekly  assis- 
tant he  can  be  given  notice  on  any  day  in  the  week,  and 
that  the  notice  must  date  from  then.  An  employer  need 
not  wait  until  the  end  of  the  week  before  he  gives  notice. 
As  defendant  had  paid  one  week's  wages  into  Court,  24s., 
judgment  would  be  given  for  him.  Mr.  Holland  asked  for 
leave  to  appeal,  so  that  the  point  might  be  settled  once 
and  for  all.  Judge  Lumley  Smith  refused  leave,  as  he  said 
he  had  no  doubt  about  his  decision. 

Grinding  Shellac. —In  the  Bow  County  Court,  before 
Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  on  October  13,  Thos.  H.  Jones.  Invicta 
Works,  Bow  Common  Lane.  Limehouse,  drug-grinder  ^ued 
Messrs.  Albert  J.  Taylor  &  Co.,  30  Great  Tower  Street.  E.C 
gum-merchants,  to  recover  21.  17s.  Id.  due  for  grinding 
shellac  There  was  a  counter-claim  for  3/.  4s.  Id.,  being 
the  value  of  87  lb.  of  shellac  which,  it  was  alleged,  was 
wasted  in  the  grinding.  The  claim  was  admitted.  As  to 
the  counter-claim,  it  was  explained  that  .29^  cwt.  of  shellac 
was  sent  to  be  ground  ;  it  loses  1  per  cent,  in  the  grinding, 

Q7  u3S  2"  this  bafis  that  the  Powdered  shellac  sent  back 
was  87  lb.  short.  In  the  course  of  the  hearing  it  was  stated 
that  nails  in  the  shellac  caused  a  fire  during  the  grinding, 
and  this  accounted  for  part  of  the  loss;  also  that  2  to  4  per 
cent,  is  the  loss  in  grinding  shellac,  and  in  the  present 
instance  3  per  cent,  was  the  total  loss,  including  what  the 
fire  destroyed.  With  reference  to  the  nails  and  the  ensuing 
fire,  his  Honour  said,  in  giving  judgment:  Unless  the  nails 
were  mixed  negligently,  I  do  not  see  how  you  can  make 
the  grinders  liable.  Those  who  send  goods' to  be  ground 
must  stand  on  their  luck  as  to  what  happens,  otherwise  than 
with  negligence,  and  if  they  want  to  insure  against  fire 
they  can  do  so;  certainly  the  grinders  would  not,  as  all 
they  have  to  do  is  to  see  that  they  do  their  work  properly. 
INo  negligence  has  been  proved  here,  and  my  verdict  must 
be  tor  the  plaintiff  on  both  the  claim  and  *  counter-claim  : 
with  costs. 

Verbal  Agreements  Condemned—  At  the  Pontypridd  ] 
County  Court,  before  Judge  J.  Brvn  Roberts,  on  October  8  1 
Mr.  P.  J.  Griffiths,  Barry,  sued  Mr.  William  Howard  Thomas' 
chemist  and  druggist,  Treforcst.  for  26/.  9s.  5(7.,  being  two-  1 


thirds  the  value  of  fixtures  sold  and  delivered  to  defendant — 
viz.  :  Sunblinds,  9/.  ;  arc  and  other  lamps  and  fittings, 
13/.  9s.  5c/.  ;  shelves,  4/.  An  equitable  defence  wa6  set  up 
to  the  effect  that  by  a  verbal  agreement  made  between 
plaintiff  and  defendant  it  was  agreed  that,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  plaintiff  granting  the  defendant  a  lease  of  the- 
shop  and  premises  now  occupied  by  him  at  Treforest  for 
seven  years,  with  the  option  for  the  renewal  thereof,  the 
defendant  would  pay  to  plaintiff  the  amount  of  his  claim 
in  the  action.  In  pursuance  of  this  verbal  agreement,  the 
defendant  on  December  2,  1912,  was  let  into  possession  of 
the  premises,  but  the  plaintiff  refused  to  grant  to  him  the 
lease,  and  until  this  is  done  defendant  contended  that  he 
is  not  liable  for  the  amount  claimed.  After  hearing  the 
defendant's  case  (which  was  taken  first)  and  the  plaintiff's, 
his  Honour  remarked  that  there  was  a  direct  conflict  of 
evidence  between  the  parties.  The  strong  point  for  defen- 
dant was  the  improbability  of  his  entering  into  premises  with- 
out some  understanding  as  to  tenure,  rather  than  entering  as. 
a  yearly  tenant.  He  was  inclined  to  think  he  must  hold 
for  defendant.  At  the  same  time,  his  Honour  observed,  the 
methods  of  arrangement  had  been  of  a  loose  character  in 
so  important  a  matter.  Things  ought  to  be  put  down  in 
black  and  white.  On  that  account  he  would  disallow  defen- 
dant costs.  Judgment  was  entered  for  defendant  accord- 
ingly. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London, 

Advertising  a  Gout-specific. 
The  Celmo  Co.,  Carlton  Street,  Regent  Street,  W.,  were/ 
defendants  in  an  action  rai,sed  by  the  Dorland  Agency, 
Ltd.,  3  Regent  Street,  before  Mr.  H.  W.  Verey,  one  of 
the  High  Court  official  referees,  on  October  14.  The 
plaintiffs  are  advertising  contractors,  and  the  claim  against 
the  Celmo  Co.  was  for  55/.  16s.  4c/.,  an  amount  alleged, 
to  have  been  incurred  by  defendants  in  respect  of  adver- 
tisements inserted  by  plaintiffs  in  various  newspapers  on 
their  behalf. 

Mr.  Neilson,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  the  Celmo  Co. 
have  a  very  large  trade  in  a  specific  for  gout  and  rheuma- 
tism, and  it  was  in  regard  to  that  specific  that  these- 
advertisements  were  issued.  The  manager  of  the  defen- 
dant company  was  a  Mr.  Post,  and  the  wife  succeeded 
him  in  the  business  after  his  death.  The  Referee  had  to- 
decide  certain  preliminary  j>oints  raised  by  the  defen 
dants  concerning  prices'. 

Mr.  Barrington  Ward,  for  the  defendants,  said  the- 
agreement  relied  upon  was  that  the  plaintiffs  should  place 
the  advertisements  for  the  defendants  at  the  lowest 
possible  trade  prices.  Mr.  Ward  said  his  case  was  that 
these  arrangements  were  made  in  the  lifetime  of  Mr.  Post, 
and  that  after  his  death  they  were  continued  between  Mrs- 
Post  and  a  Mr.  Loarridge,  of  the  plaintiff  company. 
Counsel  submitted  that,  from  what  passed  between  Mrs-. 
Post  and  the  plaintiffs,  there  was  an  understanding  that 
the  original  agreement  should  be  adhered  to. 

After  hearing  evidence  on  both  sides,  Mr.  Verey  de- 
cided these  preliminary  points  raised  by  the  defendants 
in  favour  of  the  Dorland  Agency,  although  he  wished, 
he  said,  to  cast  no  reflection  on  Mrs.  Post,  who,  he 
thought,  had  given  her  evidence  quite  in  good  faith.  HeP. 
however,  thought  she  had  failed  to  prove  her  agreement. 

Mr.  Neilson  said  that  that  meant  that  certain  para- 
graphs of  the  defence  and  counterclaim  would  be  struck 
out,  and  that  the  action  would  continue. 

Mr.  Verey  advised  the  parties  to  put  themselves  in, 
the  hands  of  their  learned  counsel. 

Mr.  Ward  said  his  client  had  had  her  case  ventilated, 
and  the  Referee  had  been  good  enough  to  say  she  had 
not  tried  to  deceive  the  Court.  Personally,  he  (counsel); 
thought  the  case  might  very  well  be  settled. 

Veterinary  Surgeons  Act. 

"  Canine  Surgery." 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  October  14,  before  Mr.. 
Justice  Ridley,  Mr.  Justice  Scrutton,  and  Mr.  Justice 
Bailhache,  the  case  of  Royal  College  of  Veterinary  Sur- 
geons- r.  Kennard  was  heard.  It  was  an  appeal  against 
a  decision  by  Justices  of  Glamorganshire,  and  on  a  case 
stated  by  them.  The  respondent  is  not  qualified  under 
the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act,  and  the  appellant  alleged 
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that  he  had  unlawfully  held  himself  out  as  a  canine 
surgeon  by  carrying  on  business  on  certain  premises,  out- 
side which  he  had  a  red  lamp  with  the  words  "  Canine 
■Surgery"  on  it,  and  a  brass  plate  bearing  his  name  and 
-also  the  words  "  Canine  Surgery."  It  was  contended  that 
these  words  implied  a  special  qualification  to  practise, 
while  the  respondent  contended  that  the  words  merely 
meant  that  surgical  treatment  would  be  rendered  on  the 
premises,  but  gave  no  representation  as  to  any  particular 
person's  qualification.  The  Justices  had  dismissed  the 
case.  After  hearing  counsel  on  both  sides,  Mr.  Thomas, 
for  the  respondent,  relying  specially  upon  the  Bellerby  v. 
Heyworth  and  Bro'wn  decision  under  the  Dentists  Act,  the 
■Court  dismissed  the  appeal,  with  costs.  Mr.  Justice 
Ridley,  in  delivering  judgment,  said  that  he  was  inclined 
•to  hold  that  the  distinction  between  the  description  of  a 
place  and  description  of  a  person  is  a  good  one,  as  was 
-suggested  by  Lord  Justice  Buckley  in  Bellerby  v.  Heyworth 
and  Brown.  In  this  case  the  respondent  had  not  de- 
scribed himself  as  a  canine  specialist,  as  was  done  in  the 
case  of  R.C.V.S.  v.  Collinson,  and  though  the  point  is 
a  nice  one,  he  felt  that  the  decision  of  the  Justices  was 
right. — Mr.  Justice  Scrutton  said  that  after  some  hesita- 
tion he  had  come  to  the  same  conclusion. — Mr.  Justice 
Bailhache  concurred. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

White  Pepper. 

Before  a  full  attendance  of  the  Blackburn  Borough 
Bench,  on  Friday,  October  10,  a  case  was  called  in  which 
the  Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  headquarters  at  Burley 
Hill,  Le«ds,  and  who  have  branches  in  Blackburn  and 
other  parts  of  the  country,  were  proceeded  against  by 
Dr.  Hibbert,  the  Blackburn  medical  officer  of  health,  for 
"selling  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  white  pepper  not  of 
•the  substance  and  quality  demanded." 

The  Deputy  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  P.  Wolf)  said  he  repre- 
sented the  Corporation,  and  the  case  was  regarded  as  one 
of  some  importance  by  the  defendants.  It  was  now 
desired  that  there  shoidd  be  an  adjournment,  and  he  had 
notified  the  solicitors  acting  on  behalf  of  the  firm,  in 
London,  that  he  intended  to  make  that  application. 

The  Clerk  :  How  long  will  you  require  ? 

Mr.  Wolf  :  That  I  cannot  exactly  say.  It  depends  on 
getting  the  attendance  of  certain  witnesses  which  defen- 
dants themselves  require. 

Further  answering  the  Clerk,  Mr.  Wolf  said  that  they 
had  been  requested  to  call  the  analyst  who  had  dealt 
with  the  pepper.  He  added  that  the  Bench  might  grant 
a  week's  adjournment,  and  if  it  was  then  desired  that 
there  should  be  another  postponement  (and  he  regarded 
this  as  very  likely)  the  proceedings  could  be  stayed 
for  a  further  period. 

The  Bench  granted  the  application. 

Shops  Act,  1912. 

Exemption  of  Travellers'  Accessories. 

The  Sussex  Justices  decided  in  Williams  v.  Gosden, 
-ivhere  a  saddler  was  summoned  for  infringement  of  the 
Act,  that  he  was  exempt  from  half-holiday  closing  as 
his  business  was  covered  by  the  Schedule  II.  exemption 
as  to  "  the  sale  of  motor,  cycle,  and  air-craft  supplies 
and  accessories  to  travellers."  The  Justices  held  that 
the  exemption  applies  to  all  supplies  and  accessories  to 
travellers,  whether  by  motor,  cycle,  and  air-craft  or  not. 
Their  decision  was  reversed  on  October  15  by  a  divisional 
Court  of  King's  Bench  consisting  of  Mr.  Justice  Ridley, 
Mr.  Justice  Scrutton,  and  Mr.  Justice  Bailhache.

He  had  been  confined  to  his  house  for  the  past  three- 
months.  He  served  an  apprenticeship  with  Messrs. 
Earle,  chemists,  Hull,  becoming  later  assistant  with  the- 
late  Mr.  W.  Smeeton,  Leeds,  whom  he  left  to  take  up 
the  representation  of  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co. 

Faber. — At  25  Jermyn  Street,  London,  W.,  Mr.  Robert 
Faber,  formerly  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Messrs.  August 
Faber  &  Co.,  produce  merchants,  60  Mark  Lane,  E.C, 
aged  seventy-six.  The  late  Mr.  Robert  Faber  was  the- 
second  son  of  Mr.  August  Faber,  the  founder  of  the 
business.

Schaer. — At  Erlenbach,  near  Zurich,  on  October  3,  Dr, 
Edward  Schaer,  Professor  at  the  University  of  Strassburg, 
aged  seventy.  Professor  Schaer  was  born  at  Berne  in 
December  1842,  and  after  his  education  in  the  Gymnasium 
and  University  of  that  city  decided  to  enter  pharmacy, 
and  went  to  Basle,  where  he  had  the  advantage  of  study- 
ing under  Schonbein.  He  continued  his  studies  at  Geneva 
and  at  Berlin,  and  in  1867  returned  to  Berne,  there  pass- 
ing the  State  examination.  In  the  two  years  following 
he  directed  the  Pharmacy  at  Langenthal,  and  it  was  from 
there  that  the  results  of  his  first  researches  were  issued— 
viz.,  "  Active  Oxygen  and  its  Physiological  Importance," 

Hydrogen  Peroxide  and  its  Relations  to  the  Ferments," 
.and  "  On  Various  Reactions  of  Cupric  Salts  in  Presence 
■of  Cyanogen  Combinations."  These  investigations 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  Swiss  authorities,  and 
.an  opportunity  was  afforded  to  Schaer  of  completing  his 
studies  in  Berlin,  London,  and  Paris.  Owing  to  the  out- 
break of  the  war  he  was  obliged  to  leave  Paris,  and  he 
took  over  the  pharmacy  of  Herr  Vogel,  his  father-in-law, 
in  Zurich.  A  year  later  he  was  appointed  lecturer  at 
■the  Zurich  Polytechnic.  There  he  remained  teaching  and 
trading  until  1886,  when  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute  of 
the  Zurich  Polytechnic  (which  he  had  proposed)  was  com- 
pleted, and  he  gave  up  his  business  in  order  to  devote  him- 
self solely  to  directing  the  Institute  and  acting  as  one 
of  the  professors.  Thus  at  forty  Schaer  was  known  to  the 
pharmaceutical  world  as  one  of  the  best  men  of  his  time. 
He  had  by  then  been  President  of  the  Swiss  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  had  done  much  service  to  his  country 
as  an  examiner,  legislator,  and  Pharmacopoeia  compiler, 
"while  his  extraordinary  linguistic  powers  enabled  him  to 
keep  in  touch  with  leading  pharmacists  of  Europe  and 
America.  In  1888  he  was  elected  (at  the  same  time  as 
Mendeleeff  and  Sachs)  an  honorary  member  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain.  When  Fliickiger 
retired  in  1892  from  his  professorship  in  Strassburg  Uni- 
versity, Schaer  succeeded  him,  and  what  his  famous  com- 
patriot had  begun  in  Strassburg  Schaer  was  able  to 
continue,  and  after  ceaseless  efforts  the  new  Pharma- 
ceutical Institute  was  erected.  Of  that  he  was  the  first 
director.  He  continued  his  work  in  research,  subjects 
relating  to  oxidation  having  a  special  interest  for  him,  as 
was  testified  by  his  last  communication  in  1912  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  on  "  The  Chemical 
Detection  of  Blood  and  Blood-stains,"  this  being  a  return 
to  an  earlier  investigation. 

Smith. — At  Inverlochty,  Morayshire,  on  October  14, 
Mr.  William  Smith,  Ph.C.  Mr.  Smith,  who  was  approach- 
ing his  eightieth  year,  had  been  in  business  in  High  Street, 
Elgin,  for  fifty-six  years.  He  served  his  apprenticeship 
-with  Messrs.  George  Reid  &  Son,  of  Aberdeen,  and  started 
in  business  in  the  Morayshire  capital  immediately  on 
-taking  the  Major  qualification.  The  date  of  his  certificate 
is  "  April  23,  1857,"  so  that  Mr.  Smith  was  one  of  the 
first  Scots  assistants  to  pass  after  the  foundation  of  the 
North  British  Branch.  For  some  years  Mr.  Smith  took 
an  active  part  in  public  affairs,  being  a  member  of  the 
Elgin  Town  Council,  on  which  for  some  time  he  acted 
as  Treasurer.  But  it  was  principally  for  his  interest  in 
agriculture  that  Mr.  Smith  was  known,  outside  his  repute 
as  a  pharmacist.  His  father  was  tenant  of  the  farm  of 
Woodlands,  near  Elgin,  and  when  he  retired  his  son 
William  took  over  the  farm.  He  took  the  keenest  interest 
in  farming  in  all  its  phases,  and  on  Friday  (market  day) 
his  pharmacy  was  thronged  continuously,  with  lairds, 
•gentlemen-farmers,  and  tenant-farmers,  their  wives  and 
daughters — the  men  talking  crops  and  cattle  and  buying 
sheep-dip  and  other  agricultural  necessities,  while  the 
ladies  ordered  stocks  of  household  medicines.  Mr.  Smith 
had  gained  the  complete  confidence  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion of  th©  town  and  district  as  well,  for  pharmacy  was 
hy  no  means  neglected  for  the  farm.  He  was  a  man 
universally  respected  and  known  not  only  in  Elgin,  but  all 


over  Morayshire.  He  is  survived  by  his  son,  Mr. 
Frederick  Smith  (who  has  been  associated  with  his  father 
in  the  High  Street  business  for  some  years),  and  three 
daughters. 

Tuke. — At  Edinburgh,  on  October  12,  Sir  John  Batty 
Tuke,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.E.,  etc.,  aged  seventy-eight.  Sir 
John  Batty  Tuke  was  a  member  of  the  General  Medical 
Council  for  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  as  the 
representative  of  the  Edinburgh 
and  St.  Andrews  Universities, 
from  1900  until  1910,  when  he  was 
succeeded  by  Sir  Robert  B.  Finlay. 
Sir  John  was  a  native  of  Beverley, 
Yorkshire,  and  was  educated  at  the 
Edinburgh  Academy  and  the  Edin- 
burgh University,  where  he  gradu- 
ated as  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  1856. 
The  same  year  he  became  a  Licen- 
tiate of  the  Royal  College  of  Sur- 
geons, Edinburgh,  and  from  1857 
until  1863  he  had  medical  charge  of 
troops  in  New  Zealand.  Coming 
home,  he  was  appointed  medical 
superintendent  of  the  Fife  and  Kin- 
ross Asylum  in  1865,  and  held  this  appointment,  until 
1873,  when  he  started  in  practice  in  Edinburgh  as  a  spe- 
cialist in  brain  and  mental  diseases,  in  which  matters  he 
was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  men  of  his  time.  He 
was  also  associated  in  the  direction  of  the  Saughton  Hall 
Asylum,  Edinburgh.  While  President  of  the  Royal  Col- 
lege of  Physicians,  Edinburgh,  in  1898,  he  was  knighted, 
and  two  years  later  succeeded  Sir  William  Priestley  as 
member  for  Edinburgh  and  St.  Andrews  Universities.  It 
was  as  representative  of  the  Royal  College  that  Re  6at 
on  the  General  Medical  Council  from  May  3,  1887,  until 
May  4,  1912.  While  in  Parliament  Sir  John  was  fre- 
quently of  service  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

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Annual  Meeting. 

WE  gave  in  our  issue  last  week  (index  folio  570)  a 
brief  report  of  the  annual  meeting  held  on  Octo- 
her  6.  In  addition  to  the  candidates  named  who 
passed  with  honour  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence 
examination  should  be  mentioned  Thomas  Veale,  who  ob- 
tained 217  marks.  The  number  of  candidates  for  that 
examination  during  the  year  was  ninety-five,  of  whom 
forty-two  passed.  There  were  thirty-one  candidates  for 
the  Registered  Druggist  examination,  of  whom,  as  men- 
tioned last  week,  fourteen  passed.  The  President 
referred  also  to  the  new  course  in  theoretical  chemistry 
which  was  inaugurated  last  January  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  George  Brownlee,  B.Sc,  to  comply  with  the 
new  regulation  requiring  the  completion  of  the  course  in 
theoretical  chemistry  before  that  on  practical  chemistry  is 
commenced.  There  were  only  four  students  at  the  first 
session,  but  the  new  session  opens  with  at  least  twelve 
students.  The  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
desirability  of  extending  medical  benefit  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act  sat  in  Dublin  on  March  27,  when 
Mr.  D.  M.  Watson,  Vice-President,  as  representing  the 
Society,  appeared  before  the  Committee  and  pressed 
strongly  upon  their  notice  the  claims  of  the  qualified  phar- 
macist. The  President's  reference  to  Mr.  Ferrall,  the 
Registrar,  was  particularly  cordial.  He  said  :  "I  know 
no  more  faithful  permanent  official  than  he;  faithful  and 
courteous  alike  to  the  Council,  the  students,  and  the 
members  generally." 

Mr.  Watson  said  they  were  all  glad  to  see  the  President 
among  them  that  evening  restored  to  health.  There  was 
nothing  left  by  the  President  for  him  to  say,  except  to 
refer  to  what  they  had  done  m  regard  to  the  extension 
of  medical  benefit  to  Ireland  under  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Insurance  Act.  They  had  made  as  good  a  case 
as  they  could  for  presentation  to  the  Committee  to  which 
the  President  had  referred.  They  all  knew  that  the  in- 
tention of  the  Committee  was  that  the  medical  benefit 
sections  should  be  extended  to  Ireland  in  a  modified 
form — viz.,  to  the  six  principal  towns.  That  intention, 
however,  had  not  been  carried  out.  Whether  it  would 
or  not  they  could  not  say  at  present.  They  had  been 
criticised  for  appearing  to  agree  to  the  extension  to  Ireland 
of  the  medical  benefit.  Anybody  who  looks  at  the 
evidence  would  see  that  they  neither  agreed  nor  disagreed. 
Taking  all  the  circumstances  into  consideration  he  thought 
they  were  well  advised  in  not  agreeing  or  disagreeing  at 
that  stage  as  to  the  extension  of  the  medical  benefit 
section  to  Ireland.  It  is  conceivable  that  in  certain  cir- 
cumstances pharmacists  may  benefit  if  the  Act  is  extended 
to  the  six  principal  towns.  But  there  are  other  considera- 
tions. If  the  extension  to  the  six  principal  towns  brought 
about  the  abolition  of  the  Poor  Law  dispensaries  (as  was 
suggested  to  the  Committee),  several  of  this  Society's 
licentiates  would  be  deprived  of  their  situations.  Of 
course,  they  would  be  entitled  to  compensation  in  some 
form  or  another.  That  would  be  one  of  the  difficulties 
of  the  extension  of  medical  benefit.  They  had  also  been 
criticised  for  thinking  that  their  licentiates  throughout 
the  country  would  endorse  the  demand  they  had  made. 
The  mam  point  they  made  was  a  claim  for  recognition  of 
their  licentiates  alone  to  do  dispensing  under  the  Act, 
provided  it  was  extended  to  Ireland.  At  present  there 
is  no  certainty  as  to  whether  it  will  be  extended  or  not; 
but  their  licentiates  may  rest  assured  that  the  Council  are 
not  losing  sight  of  the  question,  and  that  they  will  take 
such  action  as  they  think  advisable  in  the  interests  of  the 
licentiates.  (Hear,  hear.)  As  to  the  reduction  of  fines 
on  persons  who  are  convicted  of  breaches  of  the  law,  the 
Council  are  determined  to  do  what  they  can  to  prevent 
such  reductions  in  future.  (Hear,  hear.)  They  will  make 
representations  to  the  Privy  Council  on  the  subject. 
Before  sitting  down  Mr.  Watson  endorsed  the  remarks  of 
the  President  in  reference  to  Mr.  Ferrall,  the  Registrar. 
But  for  Mr.  FerraU's  great  experience,  knowledge,  dili- 


gence, and  care  the  Society  might  find  it  difficult  to  carry 
on  its  business.  (Applause.) 

The  Treasurer's  Report. 

Mr.  Beggs  submitted  the  balance-sheet  for  the  year. 
It  showed  that  the  law  expenses  amounted  to  69/.  19s.  2d. 
Out  of  that  all  the  Society  got  back  was  11?.  19.s.  He 
said  that  he  had  always  held  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Government  to  carry  out  these  prosecutions  and  to  pay  the 
cost  of  them.  For  the  rest  the  Society  is  in  a  sound 
financial  condition. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  seconded  by  Mr.  Smith, 
the  balance-sheet  was  adopted. 

The  Silver  Medal 
of  the  Society  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Michael  Kennedy,  of 
Castlemahon,  co.  Limerick,  for  the  highest  marks  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Licence  examination  19i2-13. 

Mr.  R.  S.  Conyngham  drew  attention  to  the  lack  of  a 
record  of  attendances  at  meetings  of  the  Council.  He 
thought  such  a  record  ought  to  be  presented  when  the 
annual  elections  are  being  held.  He  said  this  because 
some  of  the  members  who  took  the  honour  upon  them- 
selves did  not  afterwards  attend  to  the  business,  and  left 
it  all  to  be  done  by  a  few  members. 

The  Registrar  pointed  to  Rule  11  of  the  regulations, 
which  states  that  when  there  are  no  new  candidates  the 
names  are  not  sent  out. 

Mr.  Watson  said  the  attendance  at  the  Council-meet 
ings  is,  speaking  generally,  exceptionally  good,  taking 
everything  into  consideration. 

Mr.  Beggs  said  that  some  members  of  the  Council 
cannot  attend  on  Wednesday,  it  being  the  half-holiday 
under  the  Shops  Act,  for  they  have  to  stay  in  their  shops 
while  their  assistants  are  out.  He  was  hoping  that  the 
meeting-day  would  be  changed  to  Tuesday. 

Mr.  Conyngham  :  How  many  meetings  failed  this  year  ? 

Mr.  Beggs  :  Only  the  August  meeting  lapsed,  and  that 
was  by  common  understanding. 

The  President  :  And  the  September  meeting  fell 
through  owing  to  a  mistake  of  mine ;  that  was  the  only 
meeting  that  lapsed  for  several  years. 

Mr.  Conyngham  said  he  was  not  alluding  to  anyone 
present,  but  he  thought  that  out  of  a  Council  of  twenty- 
one  the  attendances  were  small. 

Mr.  Wells  thought  the  country  members  attended  very 
well.  They  paid  last  year  44Z.  17s.  for  travelling  expenses 
to  country  members.  It  is  not  the  fault  of  the  Council 
that  there  are  not  more  nominations  for  councillors.  It 
took  the  President  two  days  of  his  time  to  attend  a  meet- 
ing here.  Mr.  Tait,  of  Belfast,  although  he  did  not 
frequently  attend,  did  a  great  deal  of  work  for  the  Society 
during  the  year,  and  it  is  a  thankless  job  sometimes. 

Mr.  Watson  said  he  saw  no  point  in  Mr.  Conyngham's 
complaint.  There  is  no  serious  delinquency  on  the  part 
of  members  of  the  Council  in  the  way  of  attendance.  He 
thought  a  statement  like  that  should  not  be  made  and  not 
substantiated. 

Mr.  Conyngham  said  he  was  alluding  to  two  country 
members — one  this  year  and  one  last  year.  He  would  not 
mention  names. 

The  President  said  that  if  a  country  member  attended 
once  every  three  months  he  considered  it  would  be  good 
attendance.  The  country  members  paid  a  compliment  to 
the  Dublin  members  in  leaving  them  to  do  the  work  of 
the  Society — and  it  was  done  well.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  subject  dropped,  Mr.  Conyngham  having  with- 
drawn his  statement. 

This  concluded  the  business  of  the  meeting.

The  Baby's  Comforter 

may  possibly  be  an  invention  of  the 
devil,  and  it  may  also  be  true  that  a  comforter'  has  been 
found  to  contain  seven  million  germs,  which  is  quite  con- 
ceivable wherr  we  consider  that  a  single  drop  of  fluid 
may  contain  twenty  million  bacilli,  but  Mrs.  Dale's  idea 
of  buying  up  all  the  comforters  in  Bermondsey  is  more 
likely  to  lend  a  stimulus  to  the  trade  than  to  be  a  means 
of  suppressing  the  use  of  these  pernicious  (?)  articles. 
Chemists  are  not  going  to  stop  the  sale  of  these  goods  as 
long  as  there  is  a  demand  for  them,  and  Mrs.  Dale's 
wholesale  purchases  will  not  tend  to  discourage  the  busi- 
ness. Nor  is  it  at  all  likely  that  His.  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment is  going  to  take  up  a  subject  of  this  character.  We 
sometimes  hear  of  grandmotherly  legislation,  and  this 
would  surely  be  an  example  of  it.  Nevertheless,  if  it  be 
true  that  the  comforter  is  one  of  the  causes  of  adenoids, 
and  all  the  troubles  that  arise  therefrom,  there  might 
well  be  some  attempts  at  educating  the  female  community 
on  the  subject.  But  do  not  let  anyone  run  away  with 
the  idea  that  the  abolition  of  the  comforter  will  mean  the 
prevention  of  adenoids,  for  I  have  known  young  people 
who  have  had  to  be  operated  on,  and  who  never  once 
had  a  comforter  in  their  mouth. 

The  Revised  Tariff 

on  American  imports  which  has  just  been 
put  in  force  will  almost  certainly  lead  to  a  great  accession 
of  business,  and  from  the  nature  of  the  case  this  country 
will  benefit  considerably,  at  least  for  a  time.  Whether 
the  increase  of  business  will  be  permanent  is  another 
matter,  for  many  shrewd  thinkers  believe  that  once 
America  is  placed  on  a  level  with  Great  Britain  in  regard 
to  imports  of  raw  materials  she  will  soon  be  in  a  position 
not  only  to  manufacture  as  cheaply  as  we  can  do  but  also 
to  build  her  ships  as  economically,  and  thus  be  in  the 
running  for  competing  in  the  carrying  trade  of  the  "world, 
which  is  now  largely  in  British  hands.  If  ever  there 
should  come  an  era  of  universal  free  trade  our  little 
island,  according  to  this  theory,  will  fare  badly  compared 
with  those  huge  countries  such  as  Australia,  Canada,  and 
the  United  States,  whose  natural  products  are  so  varied. 
I  am  interested  to  observe  that  Sir  Edward  Evans  does 
not  anticipate  that  manufacturing  chemists  will  benefit 
much  from  the  new  tariff.  Perhaps  it  may  even  be  the 
other  way.  With  crude  drugs  admitted  free,  or  nearly 
so,  the  American  manufacturer  will  be  in  a  still  better 
position  to  compete  with  the  home  product,  and  I  should 
not  wonder  to  see  still  further  developments  along  this 
line. 

The  Dispensing  of  Proprietaries 

to  insured  patients  is  not 
so  simple  a  matter  as  is  sometimes  supposed.  Ideally  tne 
doctor  should  prescribe  exactly  what  he  thinks  to  be 
best,  and  the  pharmacist  should  feel  himself  in  honour 
bound  to  dispense  whatever  is  prescribed.  But  the  condi- 
tions of  Insurance  dispensing  are  not  ideal,  the  economic 
equation  having  to  be  reckoned  with.  The  doctor  indeed 
is,  so  far  as  his  own  pocket  is  concerned,  free  to  ignore  ' 
this,  but  the  pharmacist  is  not,  and  the  doctor  ought  in 
equity  to  remember  that  it  is  so.  Suppose  he  does  not 
remember  ?  What  is  the  pharmacist  to  do  then  ?  The 
only  honourable  course  consistent  with  his  own  interest 
is  to  refuse  the  prescription.  The  Committees  have  noti- 
fied him  that  certain  proprietaries  will  not  be  paid  for ; 
he  is  also  informed  that  he  will  not  be  paid  anything 
beyond  two  shillings  per  head  of  insurees,  and  he  is  not 
only  not  bound  to  dispense  at  a  loss,  but  it  would  be 
absurd  of  him  to  do  so.  We  are  not  in  business  as 
philanthropists.  A  case  was  brought  under  my  own 
notice  last  week  in  which  a  proprietary  costing  five  or 
six  shillings  had  been  ordered  by  a  panel  doctor,  and 
had  been  declined  by  all  the  chemists  in  the  neighbour- 
hood.

I  suppose  that  having  had  a  taste  of 
the  value  of  really  practical  work  in  inducing  an  in- 
telligent interest  in  the  work  of  the  Conference,  the 
men  in  charge  of  affairs  have  come  to  see  that  it .  is 
worth  while  catering  for  the  greatest  number.  Whether 
the  new  departure  is  to  be  still  further  extended  I  do 
not  know,  but  I  think  I  have  before  now  made  the 
suggestion  in  this  column  that  we  might  take  a  leaf  out 
of  the  book  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
This  organisation  has  a  number  of  sections,  and,  judging 
from  the  reports  of  the  meetings  in  the  trade  press,  a 
lively  interest  is  taken  in  all  of  these,  and  the  attend- 
ance at  the  annual  gatherings  is  very  large  even  for 
America.  Were  we  to  attempt  anything  of  this  kind  it 
would  in  all  probability  mean  adding  at  least  one  more 
day  to  the  work  of  the  Conference,  but  this  would  be 
no  hardship,  since  most  of  those  who  attend  give  up  a 
whole  week  to  the  proceedings  and  the  social  outings 
that  follow,  and  if  the  Utility  Committee  can  hit  on 
something  novel  and  attractive  I  hope  they  will  not  be 
backward  in  bringing  it  before  the  Conference. 
Hyoscyamus 

is  one  of  the  plants  which  our  cautious  fore- 
fathers held  in  particular  dread.  Though  in  use 
externally  from  very  early  times  it  was  not  at  first  ad- 
mitted into  our  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  most  fearful 
tales  of  its  effects  when  taken  inwardly  have  been  told. 
It  was  said  to  cause  madness  and  epilepsy,  and  even  when 
used  only  for  toothache  in  the  popular  manner  its  seeds 
are  recorded  by  Pena  to  have  driven  a  young  woman  of 
his  acquaintance  out  of  her  mind  for  three  whole  days. 
Mayerne,  however,  who  seems  in  this  to  have  partly 
anticipated  Hahnemann,  recommended  doses  of  six  grains 
of  the  seeds,  gradually  increased  to  twenty  grains,  to  be 
taken  daily  for  six  days  in  cases  of  epilepsy.  The  seeds 
were  also  prescribed  occasionally  for  spitting  of  blood, 
but  this  was  discouraged  by  the  more  conservative 
physicians  of  the  early  eighteenth  century.  Our  herbalists 
enumerate  three  kinds  of  hyoscyamus — the  black,  the 
yellow,  and  the  white,  of  which  the  first  was  thought 
the  most,  and  the  last  the  least  dangerous.  The  seeds 
of  the  white  and  the  leaves  of  the  black  kind  were  in- 
cluded in  the  simples  of  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia 
of  1735,  but  neither  hyoscyamus  itself  nor  any  preparation 
of  it  occurs  in  our  P.L.  of  1788.  In  1809  both  the  seeds 
and  the  leaves  were  admitted,  and,  for  the  first  time,  the 
extract  was  made  official  in  this  country,  the  inspissated 
juice  having  already  appeared  in  the  Edinburgh  and 
Dublin  books.  The  first  use  of  these  internal  remedies 
seems  to  have  been  in  puerperal  mania.  The  name 
hyoscyamus  is  now  authoritatively  said  to  mean  hog's 
bean.  The  earliest  English  name  was  henbell,  from  the 
bell-shaped  calyx,  but  why  "hen"  does  not  appear. 

Yew  Leaves 

chopped  up  in  mistake  for  rue  and  taken  in 
jam  are  reported  to  have  caused  the  death  of  a  young 
woman  at  Gloucester.  The  poisonous  character  of  yew 
is  well  known,  but  it  is  perhaps  not  so  well  known  that 
various  and  conflicting  opinions  have  been  held  on  the 
subject.  Cattle  are  said  to  have  been  frequently  known 
to  feed  on  the  young  shoots  without  hurt,  though  Bentley 
denies  that  it  can  be  true.  Gerard  says  that  according 
to  Theophrastus  it  is  only  non-ruminating  beasts  that  are 
injured  by  it,  and  for  himself  declares  that  the  tree  is  . 
harmless,  but  he  may  be  speaking  only  of  the  berries 
and  the  alleged  danger  in  its  shadow.  Many  writers 
have  thought  the  poisonous  property  of  the  tree  varies 
with  its  habitat ;  thus  Dodoens  says  it  is  most  deadly  in 
Gascony,  and  Lobel  and  Pena  (with  whom  Gerard's 
editor,  Johnson,  agrees)  that  it  is  altogether  harmless  in 
England,  and  only  dangerous  in  hot  countries.

Editorial  Articles. 

Poor-law  Pharmacy. 

Few  people  realise  the  enormous  extent  of  the  expendi- 
ture by  Poor-Law  authorities  on  drugs  and  druggists' 
sundries  any  more  than  they  realise  the  host  of  sick  people 
who  are  treated  as  outdoor  patients  and  as  inmates  of 
Union  hospitals  by  Poor-Law  medical  officers.  We  have 
on  more  than  one  occasion  urged  that  an  attempt  should 
be  made  to  place  on  a  proper  basis  the  dispensing  for 
the  thousands  of  people  whose  medicines  are  provided  out 
of  the  Poor  rate,  and  have  pointed  out  the  facilities  for 
improvement  which  are  available  in  the  large  majority  of 
Unions  throughout  the  country.  The  working  of  the 
Insurance  Act  has  emphasised  the  possibility,  and  proved 
the  advantages  of  insisting  on  the  dispensing  of  medicines 
being  placed  in  the  hands  of  qualified  dispensers.  The 
antiquated  system  which  still  prevails  in  Poor-Law  medical 
circles  cannot  survive  long  beside  the  more  modern 
method  ;  indeed,  the  present  moment  offers  a  unique  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  take  action ;  but 
to  be  effective  it  will  have  to  be  very  prompt  to  secure  to 
pharmacy  generally  a  proper  share  of  the  business  which 
is  running  to  waste  in  connection  with  the  Poor  Law. 
The  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  has  before 
him  the  Eeport  of  a  Departmental  Committee  appointed 
to  report  on  the  existing  Poor-Law  Orders,  with  a  view 
to  their  consolidation  and  amendment,  the  Report  includ- 
ing a  draft  Institutions  Order  for  the  government  of  all 
Poor-Law  institutions,  with  the  exception  of  a  restricted 
few  in  respect  of  which  special  Orders  have  already  been 
issued.  The  draft  Order  sets  out  in  full  the  duties  of  the 
medical  officer  of  the  institution,  which  term  includes, 
inter  alia,  the  workhouse,  the  Poor-Law  hospital,  and 
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special  institutions  provided  by  a  combination  of  two  or 
more  Boards  of  Guardians.    Whilst  many  of  the  regula- 
tions affecting  the  medical  officer  are  practically  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  existing  provisions,  the  Committee  recommend 
that  the  officer  shall  in  future  be  required  to  carry  out 
certain  additional  duties  in  the  direction  of  record  papers, 
records  of  examination  and  treatment,  etc.,  which  will 
throw  upon  him  a  very  considerable  increase  of  work. 
The  Order  does  not  refer  directly  or  indirectly  to  the 
vexed  question  of  dispensing,  but  leaves  this  entirely  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Guardians,  as  at  present,  the  result 
of  which  will  be  that  the  existing  arrangements  will  be 
continued.    These  arrangements  in  most  Unions  provide 
for  the  whole  of  the  dispensing  to  be  done  by  the  medical 
officer,  for  while  proper  arrangements  have  already  been 
made  in  a  number  of  the  larger  Unions  by  the  appointment 
of  dispensers,  etc.,  the   requirement  that  the  medical 
officer   must   do  his   own   dispensing   applies    in  some 
hundreds  of  Unions,  where  the  sick  in  hospital  range  from 
a  few  to  three  hundred  patients.    The  present  is  the  most 
favourable  opportunity   for  pharmaceutical  intervention 
that  has  arisen  so  far,  or  is  likely  to  arise  for  many  years 
to  come.      The  medical  officer  will  find  himself  over- 
burdened with  work,  and  will  undoubtedly  be  compelled 
to  ask  the  Guardians  to  lighten  his  load.    It  will  not  be 
possible  in  many  places    (even  if  the  Guardians  were 
willing)  to  ease  him  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
officer,  this  course  not  being  justified  by  the  extent  of  the 
work,  but  almost  without  exception  the  officers  would  be 
only  too  glad  to  jump  at  the  opportunity  of  being  relieved 
of  the  onerous  task  of  dispensing  after  an  arduous  round 
of  the  wards.      The  Order  could  be  easily  amended  to 
provide  that  the  Guardians  should  make  arrangements  for 
the  dispensing  of  all  medicines  by  a  qualified  dispenser 
(except  in  case  of  emergency),  and  this  would  then  apply 
in  all  Unions,  except  those  isolated  few  where  it  is  not 
practicable.    In  those  cases  it  would  be  necessary  for  the 
Guardians  to  obtain  sanction  to  the  necessary  departure 
from  the  Order  to  enable  the  existing  arrangements  to 
continue.    Where  the  work  is  not  sufficient  to  justify  the 
appointment  of  a  whole-time  dispenser,  a  contract  could 
be  secured  with  a  local  pharmacist  to  dispense  in  his  own 
place  of  business,  or  to  supply  an  assistant  for  the  required 
time  each  day.     The  working  of  the  Insurance  Act  has 
proved  the  practicability  of  these  proposals.    The  scheme 
could  be  applied  to  all  Unions,  large  and  small,  with  very 
few  exceptions.      It  would   be  to  the  benefit  of  the 
patients ;   it  would    undoubtedly  be   welcomed  by  the 
medical  officers,  and  it  would  ensure  that  a  considerable 
volume  of  business  would  be  diverted  into  the  proper 
channel — i.e.,  that  of  legitimate  pharmacy. 


Insurance  Dispensing. 

I. —  Retrospect  and  Prospect. 

The  chemists  of  Great  Britain  have  now  entered  upon 
the  fourth  quarter  of  the  first  year  of  dispensing  under 
the  National  Insurance  Act.  That  Statute  made  a  new 
epoch  in  the  practice  of  British  pharmacy,  in  so  far 
as  it  transferred  from  the  greater  number  of  medical 
practitioners  to  pharmacists  the  dispensing  of  medicines. 
A  new  epoch,  new  conditions,  and  new  machinery;  many 
difficulties,  many  doubts,  and  many  forebodings,  but  the 
machinery,  new  though  it  be,  has  worked  on  the  whole 
so  smoothly  that  it  seems  as  if  Insurance  dispensing  had 
always  been  with  us.  Difficult  also  is  it  to  realise  that 
when  the  year  opened  a  cloud  of  uncertainty  still  hung 
over  the  trade.    The  Act  had  become  law  on  Decem- 


ber 16,  1911,  it  came  into  force  on  July  15,  1912,  and 
Medical  Benefit  became  available  on  January  15,  1913. 
Although  the  Act  provides  that  no  arrangement  shall  be 
made  with  a  medical  practitioner  under  which  he  is 
bound  or  agrees  to  supply  drugs  or  medicines  to  insured 
persons,  this  is  accompanied  by  the  qualification  "  except 
as  may  be  provided  by  regulations  made  by  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners."    As  late  as  December  21,  1912, 
the    British   Medical    Association    passed    a  resolution 
declaring  that  the  basis  of  remuneration  for  medical  men 
serving  under  the  Act  should  be  8s.  6d.,  inclusive  of 
drugs.    This  was  the  last  feint  in  a  long  and  stubborn 
fight  by  medical  men  against  service  under  the  Act  upon 
the  original  terms — 4-s.  6d.  per  head  to  the  doctors.  So 
long  as  they  held  out  the  chemists'  position  was  un- 
certain, particularly  as  the  Government  was  in  the  mood 
to  placate  the  doctors,  and  it  was  not  until  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  addressed  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
January  2,  1913,  that  chemists  knew  they  could  go  ahead 
on  the  payment  basis  of  Is.   6d.   per  insured  person, 
plus  6d.  which  was  set  aside  for  the  doctors  to  nibble 
or  gobble  according  to  the  manner  in  which  they  pre- 
scribe.     The  remarkably  successful  manner  in  which  the 
dispensing    arrangements    have    been    carried    out  by 
chemists  generally  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the 
spirit  of  fairplay  which  they  have  brought  into  the 
business  (irrespective  of  their  political  views),  to  their 
professional  qualifications,  and  to  their  well-established 
reputation  in  the  service  of  the  public.    These,  in  fact, 
are  the  powers  which  had  to  be  reckoned  with  by  those 
who  constructed  the  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  machinery. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Act  treated  pharmacists 
rather  scurvily  in  the  matter  of  administration.    A  place 
among  the  Commissioners,  seats  on  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittees, and  the  creation  of  local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees were  not  given  by  Parliament,  but  the  Commis- 
sioners received  authority  to  appoint  pharmacists  on  the 
Advisory  Committees  and  to  recognise  local  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees  set  up  by  chemists  on  the  panel.  Long 
before  these  concessions  were  known,  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  (December  1911)  appointed 
a  Private  Standing  Committee  to  consider  details  of  the 
administration  of  the  Act,  and  a  month  later  a  General 
Provisional  Committee  was  set  up.    The  initial  expenses 
of  this  Committee  and  its  independence  "  to  a  certain 
extent  "  were  guaranteed.    The  Committee  represented 
all  Insurance  dispensing  interests,  including  some  that 
had  not  hitherto  been  consulted  in  regard  to  pharmaceu- 
tical administration  in  this  country,  and  which,  strictly 
speaking,   cannot  participate  in  the  administration  of 
matters  entrusted  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    At  the 
first  meeting  of  the  General  Provisional  Committee  the 
ultimate  formation  of  national  Pharmaceutical  Insurance 
Committees  was  foreshadowed,  and  immediate  steps  were 
taken  to  obtain  money  for  organisation  and  administrative 
expenses.    The  national  Committees  were  in  due  course, 
formed  for  England,  Scotland,  and  Wales,  the  General 
Committee  meanwhile  proceeding  with  consideration  of 
such  matters  as  the  formation  of  local  Pharmaceutical 
Committees,   County  and  Town  Chemists'  Associations 
providing  the  nuclei,  and  other  associations  being  estab- 
lished where  required  as  the  initial  step  for  such  Com- 
mittees. 

The  Insurance  Commissioners  appointed  four  phar- 
macists as  members  of  the  Advisory  Committees,  and 
these  gentlemen,  being  members  of  the  General  Pro- 
visional Committee,  were  able  to  act  as  the  go-betweens  of 
the  Committees  and  the  Commissioners.      Many  and.

varied  questions  and  subjects  had  to  be  discussed  and 
settled,  the  most  important  being  the  decision  of  the 
principle  on  which  chemists  would  be  paid,  and  perhaps 
next  in  importance  the  terms  of  the  contracts  between 
chemists  and  local  Insurance   Committees.    The  latter 
operation  meant  for  the  G.  P.  C.  the  bringing  together 
of  thousands  of  chemists  in  nearly  two  hundred  different 
centres,  and  getting  them  to  act  as  one  man  in  regard 
to  terms  and  contracts.    When,   in  knowledge  of  the 
history  of  the  retail  drug-trade,  we  say  that  this  was 
done,  we  say  what  could  be  expanded  into  pages  of 
praise.    The  tariff  was,  and  probably  will  ever  be,  a 
subject  of  difference  of  opinion,  which  was  inevitable 
once  chemists  had  decided  that  they  could  not  accept 
payment  per  capita.    No  business  man  likes  to  have  his 
prices  fixed  for  him  by  his  customers,  and  it  was  in 
face  of  that  universal  human  feeling  that  the  drug-tariff 
was  framed.    It  was  severely,  even  violently,  criticised  : 
but  chemists  who  intended  to  undertake  Insurance  dis- 
pensing submerged  antagonism,  so  that  by  December  31, 
1912,   dispensing  panels  were  complete  throughout  the 
three  countries,  and  all  on  the  panels  agreed  to  give  the 
new  work  a  trial  for  the  first  quarter,  which  was  pro- 
.  visional.    The  contracts  were  renewed  at  the  end  of  the 
quarter  with  few  exceptions,  others  being  added.  Now 
we  are  on  the  eve  of  negotiations  for  new  contracts  to 
cover  1914.    By  regulation  October  15  was  the  last  day 
for  submitting  to  local  Insurance  Committees  changes 
in    the    terms    of    the    contracts,    but    the  Commis- 
sioners have  extended  the  time  to  November  1,  or  later, 
as  necessities  may  require.    The  Pharmaceutical  Insur- 
ance Committees'  suggestions  are  now  under  consideration 
locally.    It  is  at  such  a  juncture  that  broad  principles 
come  uppermost,  and  it  is  with  these  that  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Standing  Committees  are  .concerned.      The  final 
settlement  as  to  details  lies  with  chemists  locally  and  their 
Insurance    Committees.      It    may    be    that    the  new 
provisions    in    this    year's    amending    Act    will  be 
of    service    here;    but    for    the    present    what  panel 
chemists  have  to  bear  in  mind  is  that  their  national 
Pharmaceutical   Insurance   Committees  have   done  well 
for  them,  and  that  the  safe  course  now  is  to  adopt  their 
suggestions   for  the   1914  contracts,   getting  the  most 
diplomatic  and  wise  men  among  those  on  the  panel 
to  negotiate  with  the  local  Insurance  Committees.  The 
prospect  is  not  altogether  bright.    When  the  first  tariff 
was  negotiated  the  doctors  were  busy  extracting  the  last 
they  could  get  from  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  and  that  in- 
cluded a  dangling  "  tanner,"  which  has  so  fixed  itself  on 
the  medical  vision  as  to  obscure  the  panel  chemists' 
share  of  it.    The  coin  will  now  be  the  object  on  which 
will  be  concentrated  all  the  energy  that  the  Chancellor 
felt  and  yielded  to;  so  the  prospect  calls  for  consummate 
tact  on  the  part  of  panel  chemists'  representatives  in 
counties  and  county  boroughs  and  burghs   if  they  want 
to  avoid  telling  their  cojifreres  "Bang  went  saxpence." 


Labels  for  Insect-bite  Lotions. 

In  our  issue  of  September  13  (index  folio  439)  we 
printed  a  label  for  an  insect-bite  lotion  which  embodied 
the  following  directions'  : 

'•  Shake  the  bottle  tnd  dab  the  lotion  on  the  exposed 
parts  frequently.  To  relieve  the  pain  and  swelling  of 
stings  soak  soft  rag  in  the  lotion  and  apply  constantly 
wet." 

Mr.  C.  S.  Addison,  of  Southgate,  submitted  the  label 
to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  in  1908  and  it  was  marked 


"  Not  liable  to  duty."  We  remarked  on  September  13  in 
regard  to  this  decision  : 

"  Since  pain  and  swelling  produced  in  the  manner  indi- 
cated were  not  regarded  by  the  Board  as  'distemper, 
malady,  ailment,  disorder,  or  complaint  incident  to  or  in 
any  wise  affecting  the  human  body,'  presumably  malaria 
induced  by  mosquito-bites  is  also  in  the  same  category.  We 
doubt  it." 

The  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  now 
writes  (No.  24,787,  1913)  that  "while  the  Board  are  pre- 
pared to  treat  the  label  in  question  as  not  involving 
liability  to  duty,  they  could  not  regard  as  non-Uable  a 
recommendation  for  malaria,  from  whatever  cause 
arising."

Our  Supplement  Depart- 
ment receives  replies  for  advertisers  who  prefer  to  get 
them  addressed  to  42  Cannon  Street,  and  during  this 
week — viz.,  from  October  10  to  the  first  post  on  Octo- 
ber 16 — the  replies  received  by  the  Department  for  the 
latter  class  of  advertisements  in  last  week's  Supplement 
numbered  582.  This  is  a  solid  proof  of  efficient  service, 
and  although  it  is  just  what  is  expected  of  the  0,  <L-  D.

Dispensing  Methylated  Preparations. 

The  subjoined  letters  clear  up  a  point  of  difficulty  which 
has  been  accentuated  by  a  recent  concession  arising  from 
Insurance  dispensing  :

Dear  Sib, — In  our  issue  of  September  20,  p.  55,  a  copy 
■of  which  I  send  you,  we  printed  a  copy  of  a  letter,  signed 
by  the  Surveyor  of  Customs  and  Excise  at  Whitehaven  on 
September  13,  1913,  No.  15191/1913,  to  F.  B.  Bennett,  Esq., 
Chairman  of  the  Cumberland  Pharmacists'  Association, 
regarding  the  use  of  mineralised  methylated  spirit  in  Insur- 
ance Act  prescriptions.  A  correspondent  now  asks  me  how 
a  chemist  who  is  not  licensed  to  retail  methylated  spirit 
stands  in  a  matter  of  this  kind.  Is  it  necessary  for  such  a 
chemist  to  take  out  a  licence  to  retail  methylated  spirit' 
you  are  aware  that  for  many  years  the  Board  'has  permitted 
the  use  of  methylated  spirits  in  preparing  certain  liniments, 
such  as  soap,  and  liniments  so  prepared  are  sold  by  practi- 
cally every  chemist,  whether  licensed  to  retail  methylated 
spirit  or  not,  and  presumably  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
Board.  I  presume,  therefore,  that  the  concession  extends  to 
lotions  in  which  mineralised  methylated  spirit  is  used  under 
authority,  but  it  would  be  of  service  to  dispensing  chemists 
generally  to  have  official  sanction  to  the  practice.

Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 

(Wales). 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  at  the  Raven 
Hotel,  Shrewsbury,  on  Tuesday,  October  14,  Mr.  A. 
Hagon  (Chairman)  presiding.  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Wool- 
cock  (London)  was  present  as  a  visitor,  and  the  members 
attending  were  Messrs.  Gratte,  A.  Enoch,  C.  G.  Calde- 
cott,  P.  J.  Ashfield,  J.  Lloyd-Jones,  M.  W.  Lloyd, 
Leo  Joseph,  J.  WT.  Adamson,  D.  Arnott,  W.  J.  Allen, 
F.  J.  Stanton,  Evan  Jones,  W.  Lloyd,  J.  Blower,  J.  L. 
Jenkins,  T.  Llewellyn,  and  James  B.  Francis  (Hon. 
Secretary).  The  Chairman  tendered  to  the  new  member, 
Mr.  Llewellyn  (Ogmore  Vale),  a  cordial  welcome  as  the 
representative  of  the  Mid-Glamorganshire  Association, 
which  Mr.  Llewellyn  acknowledged. 

Survey  of  Welsh  Position. — The  Hon.  Secretary  gave  a 
brief  survey  of  the  Welsh  position,  in  which  he  reported 
that  the  index-register  of  insured  persons  now  totals 
750,000  for  Wales  and  Monmouthshire.  Figures  were 
also  given  showing  the  numbers  of  patients  who  receive 
their  medicines  through  chemists  and  doctors.  The 
effect  of  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committees 
was  dealt  with,  after  which  cases  of  hardship  suffered 
by  Welsh  pharmacists  under  the  operation  of  the  one- 
mile  limit  were  laid  before  the  meeting,  and  it  was  urged 
that  intelligent  co-operation  between  chemists  and  medical 
men  would  probably  provide  a  remedy  for  some  of  the 
difficulties  mentioned.  It  was  also  recommended  that 
the  reconstitution  of  the  Welsh  Standing  Committee 
should  be  discussed  by  the  Associations. 

Tariff.  1914. — After  full  discussion  the  tariff,  as  pre- 
sented by  the  English  Standing  Committee,  was 
unanimously  accepted. 

Organisation. — Mr.  Woolcock  dealt  exhaustively  with 
reports  from  various  local  Associations,  and  the  new 
regulations  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1913,  were 
forecasted.    He  also  replied  to  .a  number  of  questions. 

Standing  Committee. — The  Chairman  made  a  state- 
ment as  to  the  constitution  of  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee and  its  relation  to  the  National  Committees.  It 
was  decided  to  Hold  the  next  meeting  at  Hereford. 

Pricing  oi  Insurance  Prescriptions. 

By  An  Official  Checker  (204/31.) 

Chemists'  agreements  with  Insurance  Committees  state 
that  the  chemist  shall  supply  with  reasonable  prompt- 
ness, on  the  signed  order  of  a  medical  practitioner  on 
the  panel,  or  his  deputy,  the  drugs  and  surgical  appli- 
ances mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  schedule.  Other 
statements  and  facts  should  never  be  forgotten,  e.g.  : 

All  drugs  and  appliances  shall  be  of  good  quality  and 
supplied  at  the  prices  referred  to  in  the  said  schedule, 
together  with  a  dispensing-fee  in  case  of  medicines  required 
to  be  dispensed.  In  the  case  of  any  drug  the  price  of  which 
is  not  mentioned  or  referred  in  the  said  schedule,  the  price 
shall  be  calculated  by  reference  to  the  scale  mentioned  or 
referred  to  in  the  said  schedule,  together  with  a  dispensing-  ' 
fee  calculated  as  aforesaid  where  dispensing  is  required. 

Dispensing  and  Dispensing-fees. 

There  appears  to  be  some  uncertainty  as  to  charging  or 
not  charging  dispensing-fees  on  some  liquids  in  the 
schedule.  Probably  the  best  definition  of  "dispensing" 
is  that  given  in  the  syllabus  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  examination ;  it  is  : 

"  To  weigh,  measure,  and  compound  medicine  according 
to  prescription,  write  the  directions,  and  finish  and  direct 
the  packages  of  compounded  medicine." 

Keep  this  in  mind.    Now,  the  schedule  to  the  tariff 
says  : 

"  Where  pills,  capsules,  powders,  tablets,  ointments,  sup- 
positories, and  plasters  included  in  this  list  are  ordered  un- 
compounded  no  dispensing-fee  is  charged." 

It  also  says  : 

"  Mixtures,  paints,  gargles,  lotions,  liniments,  and  all 
liquid  preparations  for  internal  and  external  use  up  to  and 
including  8  oz.  (dispensing-fee),  2d." 

Much  depends  on  what  is  meant  by  "preparations,"  but 
the  general  practice  seems  to  be  to  charge  a  dispensing- 
fee  on  all  the  tinctures,  all  the  spirits  (except  rectified 
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and  methylated),  all  the  syrups,  all  the  liniments,  extract 
of  mah  and  oil  (but  no  emulsion-fee),  and  lin.  pot. 
iod.  c.  sap.,  but  no  fee-  on  the  following  : 

Cod-liver,  castor,  olive,  almond,  linseed,  and  petroleum 
oils,  turpentine,  terebene,  glycerin,  lime-water,  fluid  mag- 
nesia, plain  extract  of  malt,  Lassar's  paste.  A  fee  is 
charged  for  confections  of  sulphur  and  pepper,  but  not  senna 
confection. 

When  the  prescription  comprises  only  drugs  in  the 
tariff  pricing  presents  no  difficulty,  but  when  the  doctor 
orders  drugs  or  combinations  not  in  the  tariff  some 
difficulty  arises  in  pricing  correctly. 

Stock  Mixtures 

are  perhaps  the  greatest  stumbling-block  in  this  respect. 
A  mixture  prescribed  bv  short  title  can  only  be  regarded 
as  a  single  drug  or  medicine  not  in  the  tariff,  and  the 
price  should  be  calculated  by  reference  to  the  scale  re- 
ferred to  in  the  schedule,  taking  its  price  from  a  price- 
list,  but  not  pricing  each  ingredient. 

Stock  mixtures  are  mixtures  which  are  prescribed  so 
frequently  that  it  is  convenient  to  keep  them  ready-made. 
They  may  be  kept  prepared  as  prescribed,  or  in  con- 
centrated form  so  that  one  part  diluted  with  water  makes 
the  mixture  as  prescribed.  These  mixtures,  originating  in 
the  large  hospitals,  have  been  largely  used  in  surgery 
practice.  After  the  Insurance  Act  the  dispensing  was 
largely  transferred  from  the  doctor  to  the  chemist,  but 
the  former  continued  to  prescribe  the  mixtures  which 
he  was  accustomed  to  use,  and  with  which  his  patients 
were  familiar  by  appearance,  taste,  and  effects;  the  only 
difference  being  the  stock  was  held  by  the  chemist  instead 
of  the  doctor.  Some  stock  mixtures  are  so  well  known 
that  they  are  never  prescribed  in  cxtenso,  but  always  by 
short  titles,  such  as  mist,  senna*  co.,  mist,  cretse,  mist, 
ferri  co.,  mist,  guaiaci,  and  the  other  B.P.  mixtures. 
These  are  quoted  in  the  drug-lists  at  per  lb.,  and  would 
be  correctly  priced  by  the  rule  of 

list  price  per  lb.       .  „  .  , 
 g—  =  price  per  fluid  oz. 

Other  mixtures  are  also  approved  which  have  become 
recognised  as  standard  formulas  such  as  the  hospital 
mixtures. now  incorporated  in  the  B.P.C.,  and  are  quoted 
in  the  lists  of  most  firms.  These  also  would  be  correctly 
priced  as  above.  Other  mixtures  have  been  so  much 
used  in  surgery  practice  that  firms  catering  for  doctors 
have  done  a  large  business  in  supplying  them  in  con- 
centrated form,  ready  for  use  by  simply  diluting  with 
water.  These  are  quoted  in  the  lists  per  lb.,  and,  being 
prescribed  by  title  only,  it  is  manifestly  the  proper 
way  to  price  these  from  the  rule  of 

list  price  per  lb.       .  a  .  , 
 — g— - —  —  =  price  per  fluid  oz. 

Many  stock  concentrated  mixtures  are  listed  by  several 
firms,  with  the  formula  identical  and  price  practically 
the  same.  These  would  be  equitably  priced  at  same 
figure  irrespective  of  maker.  Some  proprietary  stock 
mixtures  are  sold  by  firms  catering  for  doctors,  and  the 
formula  is  published  in  vendors'  list,  and  is  prescribed 
by  the  title  with  the  name  or  initials  of  firm  or  its 
number  in  the  makers'  list. 

These  would  be  naturally  priced  as  above. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  stock  mixtures  are  taken  to  be 
"  liquids,  the  specific  gravity  of  which  is  greater  than 
water."  This  is  lenient  treatment,  because  90  fluid  ounces 
of  mist,  expect,  stim.  1-7  purchased  from  a  wholesale 
house  was  found  to  weigh  only  6  lb. 

On  August  6,  after  a  long  discussion  in  private,  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  unanimously 
adopted  a  resolution  deprecating  the  use  of  local  formu- 
laries, considering  the  use  of  stock  mixtures  as  inimical 
to  the  efficacy  of  the  medicines  supplied  to  insured  per- 
sons. This  was  followed  by  a  circular  of  September  10 
reiterating  the  above  and  stating  that  the  opinions  of 
the  members  who  took  part  in  the  private  discussion 
might  be  summarised  as  follows  : 

(1)  The  system  of  administering  medical  benefit  by  aid  of 
formularies  and  "  stock  "  mixtures  is  a  continuation  of  the 


"  parochial  "  system,  which  it  was  the  object  of  the  Insur- 
ance Act  to  supersede. 

(2)  It  has  a  tendency  to  degrade  medicine  and  reduce  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  to  the  level  of  the  sale  of  goods. 

No  dispensing-fees  can  be  justified  under  such  a  system. 

(3)  It  is  not  what  the  public  was  promised  or  has  a  right 
to  expect  The  insured  should  be  educated  on  this  point 
and  judiciously  taught  to  realise  their  position  in  regard  to. 
Medical  Benefit. 

(4)  That  in  some  eases  where  it  is  impossible  to  resist  the- 
demand  for  "  stock  "  preparations  the  doctors  should  be  en- 
couraged to  treat  the  question  from  the  point  of  view  of 
stock  formula,  which  could  be  decided  upon  as  the  result  of 
conference  between  pharmacists  and  panel  doctors. 

London  may  be  given  as  an  example  of  a  county  in  which 
time-saving  in  writing  prescriptions  has  been  accomplished 
by  private  agreement  without  any  prejudice  to  the  legitimate 
work  of  dispensing  or  to  the  professional  fee  for  that  work. 

The  great  fact  to  bear  in  mind  in  any  compromise  of  this- 
kind  is  that  the  formula?  should  be  as  limited  as  possible., 
and  should  be  regarded  as  being  kept  solely  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  doctors  using  them. 

Notwithstanding  this  official  attitude  almost  every 
county  area  and  county  borough  has  adopted  a  formulary., 
ranging  from  a  manuscript  sheet  of  half-a-dozen  mix- 
tures to  a  morocco-bound  "  Pharmacopoeia  "  of  154  items 
(Walsall).  This  is  conclusive  evidence  of  a  demand  for 
stock  mixtures,  and  when  their  obvious  convenience  to 
the  prescriber  and  economy  in  time,  labour,  and  cost  to 
the  dispenser  is  considered,  it  is  not  surprising.  It  is 
notable  that  these  formularies  ought  to  receive  the 
sanction  of  their  respective  Insurance  Committees,  and 
until  this  has  been  done  they  cannot  be  officially  recog- 
nised. Their  multiplication  is  a  serious  matter.  I  agree 
with  Mr.  John  Noble  that  "  One  Pharmacopoeia,  one 
tariff  "  is  what  we  want. 

The  pricing  of  these  formulae  is  important,  and, 
although  some  may  advocate  that  each  formula  should 
be  priced  from  the  tariff  just  as  if  the  prescription 
were  written  out,  it  would  be  good  policy  to  adopt  a  col- 
lective price  somewhat  less  than  this,  because  pricing  in 
detail  mostly  gives  a  price  greatly  out  of  proportion  to 
value;  for  instance,  the  W.Q.  of  mist,  expect,  stim. 
1-7  mentioned  above  cost  Is.  8d.  per  lb.,  say,  l^d.  per  fl. 
oz.,  which  in  a  mixture  priced  in  detail  comes  to  7^d.,  or 
500  per  cent.  Unless  county  or  national  formularies  are 
adopted,  it  may  be  necessary  to  place  some  of  the  most 
commonly  used  mixtures  on  the  tariff  at  an  agreed 
price.  I  have  seen  one  tariff  which  quoted  mist.  alb. 
1-3  at  Id.  per  fl.  ounce. 

Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference   to   the   supply   of   medicines  and 

appliances.    See  also  Winter  Session. 

Aberdeenshire.— The  local  Medical  Committee  in  their 
last  report  announce  that  the  Scottish  Commissioners  have- 
approved  the  list  of  emergency  dressings  for  the  period 
ending  October  31,  and  that  it  has  been  agreed  to  adopt 
the  proposal  of  the  County  Pharmaceutical  Committee  that 
only  prescriptions  marked  "  Urgent  "  be  dispensed  after 
the  usual  business  hours.  The  terms  of  the  circular  on  pro- 
prietary medicines  had  also  been  agreed  to,  and  it  is  stated 
that  seruim  other  than  diphtherial  which  may  be  required 
may  bo  used  if  the  practitioner  consider  necessary,  but  "  in 
all  cases  practitioners  should  be  careful  in  prescribing,  so 
as  to  conserve  the  Drug  Suspense  Fund."  At  a  conference 
of  representatives  of  medical  practitioners  and  pharmacists 
in  the  county  and  burghs  it  was  decided  to  write  asking  the 
local  Insurance  Committees  and  the  Insurance  Commissioners 
what  steps  were  being  taken  to  safeguard  the  Drug  Sus- 
pense Fund  and  to  check  chemists'  accounts,  and  pointing 
out  they  repudiated  any  legal  liability  under  the  1911  and 
1913  National  Insurance  Acts  to  any  deduction  from  that 
fund  for  payment  of  checking  accounts,  as  such  deductions 
would  be  a  breach  of  their  contracts  with  the  Insurance 
Committees. 

Bath.  -The  Insurance  Committee  on  October  9  received 
a  report  from  the  Medical  Sub-Committee  stating  that  a 
deputation  from  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Association  had 
awaited  upon  them,  and  that  it  had  been  decided  to  recom- 
mend that  proprietary  preparations  be  not  prescribed  or 
supplied,  except  in  cases  of  emergency.  Mr.  Maber  ex- 
plained that  the  reason  for  the  recommendation  was  the 
fact  that  the  floating  sixpence  was  endangered.  The  recom- 
•ncnd.-ition  wns  adopted  without  comment.  A  resolution 
was  also  received  from  this  Sub-Committee  disapproving  of 
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the  Finance  Sub-Committee's  recommendation  that  the 
individual  amounts  paid  to  doctors  and  chemists  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Committee's  printed  minutes.  Letters  of  pro- 
test against  such  publication  were  read  from  the  local 
Medical  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  A  long  discussion 
ensued,  during  which  it  was  asked  what  useful  purpose  would 
be  served  by  the  publication  of  the  figures.  The  Chairman 
also  recalled  the  difficulties  of  getting  together  the  panels 
of  doctors  and  chemists,  and  6aid  he  was  reluctant  to  take 
any  step  in  direct  opposition  to  those  whose  goodwill  they 
sought  so  assiduously  nine  months  ago.  Nevertheless  a 
motion  in  favour  of  publication  of  details  was  carried  by 
fifteen  votes  to  thirteen. 

Birkenhead.— A  complaint  has  been  made  by  an  insured 
person  that  on  October  2,  the  early-closing  day,  he  could 
not  get  dispensed  a  prescription  issued  after  1  p.m.  owing 
to  all  the  chemists'  shops  in  the  vicinity  being  closed.  It 
is  asserted  that  six  pharmacies  were  visited,  and  that  not 
one  of  the  chemists  could  be  prevailed  upon  to  make  up 
the  prescription,  they  stating  that  for  doing  so  they  would 
be  liable  to  prosecution  under  the  Shops  Act.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  complaint  will  be  investigated. 

Blackburn. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
October  14  Mr.  Pemberton  moved  to  add  trusses  and  elastic 
stockings  to  the  list  of  surgical  appliances.  Mr.  R.  Lord 
Gilford  suggested  that  the  question  should  be  deferred  until 
the  Committee  had  had  a  full  year's  experience,  but  the 
resolution  was  carried  by  eleven  votes  to  nine. 

Buckinghamshire      \  out    of    the    objection  of 

chemists  to  the  "  Rep.  mist.,"  the  local  Medical  Committee 
has  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  meet  the  chemists'  repre- 
sentatives for  the  purpose  of  drawing  up  a  county  Phar- 
macopoeia.— At  the  Insurance  Committee's  meeting  on 
October  2  it  was  reported  that  the  Bucks  Phar- 
maceutical Association  had  protested  against  ihe  Com- 
mittee's decision  to  pay  a  fee  of  Is.  to  doctors  supplying 
emergency  medicines  (C.  ifi  I).,  September  27,  index  folio 
497).  It  was  decided  to  reply  that  the  matter  was  quite  a 
tentative  one  for  three  months. 

Burnley.— Among  the  decisions  arrived  at  by  the  local 
Medical  Committee  during  the  past  few  months  is  one  to 
send  notices  to  doctors  and  chemists  on  the  panel  that  pro- 
prietary drugs  could  not  be  supplied  to  insured  patients 
free  of  charge,  and  another  to  publish  a  local  Pharmacopoeia. 
It  has  also  been  decided  that  complaints  either  by  a  doctor 
or  a  chemist  with  regard  to  each  other,  should  be  made  to 
the  Medical  or  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  and  not  to  the 
Insurance  Committee. 

Burton-on-Trent.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  9  the  following  recommendations  of  the 
General  Purposes  Sub-Committee  were  adopted : 

1.  That  irregular  prescriptions,  6uch  as  "Rep.  mist.,"  cannot 
tie  recognised. 

2.  That  in.  future  no  stamped  patent  medicines  or  proprietary 
articles  are  to  be  ordered,  nor  will  they  be  paid  for  by  the  Com- 
mittee; and  no  proprietary  galenicals  or  drugs  should 'be  ordered 
which  can  be  prescribed  under  their  chemical  names  in  similar 
or  equally  effective  form,  but  will  be  surcharged  to  the  doctor. 
Mr.  W.  Lean  endeavoured  to  get  the  wording  of  the  first 
resolution  amended  so  as  to  prevent  the  doctors  writing 
"Rep.  mist.,"  but  the  original  motion  was  carried.  The 
second  resolution  gave  rise  to  considerable  discussion.  Another 
resolution  barring  the  use  of  the  local  dispensary  Formu- 
lary was  opposed  by  Mr.  Lean,  as  it  involved  alteration  in 
the  chemists'  contracts.  The  question  is  to  be  raised  when 
the  tariff  revisions  are  brought  forward  for  consideration. 

Cardiff.  —At  the  Insurance  Committee's  meeting  last 
week  it  was  stated  that  chemists  had  been  paid  2,757/.  dur- 
onfc*t7  first  Slx  months>  against  an  estimated  income  of 
<J,o50«.,  or  an  over  expenditure  of  107/.  A  large  number  of 
insured  persons  had  not  yet  chosen  their  panel  doctors,  and 
when  these  are  allocated  chemists'  accounts  are  bound 
to  show  an  upward  tendency.  The  Chairman  said  that  if 
the  accounts  for  the  next  six  months  were  of  the  same 
character  the  chemists  could  not  be  naid  in  full.  Dr 
J.  J.  E.  Biggs  said  both  the  chemists  and  doctors  have  an 
interest  in  economising  on  the  Drug  Fund.  He  suggested 
that  the  chemists  and  doctors  should  have  a  meeting  and 
come  to  an  understanding  on  the  subject  Dr  Biggs  re- 
marked  that  chemists'  charges  are  undoubtedly  high  and 
also  said  he  is  convinced  that  a  large  amount  of  money 
is  being  spent  on  the  chemists'  accounts  which  ought  not 
to  oe  spent.    The  Chairman  agreed  to  the  proposal. 

Croydon.— As  the  outcome  of  a  conference,  the  following 
principle  for  pricing  prescriptions  has  been  agreed  upon : 
t  hat  where  the  nnee  of  an  ingredient  in  a  prescription  bears 
the  terminal  value  of  id.,  that  value  shall  be  automatically 
increased  to  id.  and  where  the  amount  bears  the  terminal 
value  of  %d.  it  shall  decrease  to  i<7.  This  arrangement  is  to 
come  into  operation  as  from  July  15  last. 


Doncaster  chemists  have  been  paid  100  per  cent,  of 
their  Insurance  dispensing  accounts  for  July  14  to  August  13 
and  August  14  to  September  13. 

Dorsetshire.  -  The  annual  meeting  of  the  County  Phar- 
macists' Association  was  held  at  Poole  on  Wednesday, 
October  8,  chemists  from  Dorchester,  Weymouth,  Blandford, 
Sherborne,  Wimborne,  Parkstone,  and  Poole  being  present. 
The  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  W.  Cussons)  read  the  report  of  the? 
work  done  since  the  Association  was  founded  a  year  ago, 
and  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  B.  H.  Randall)  presented  his  state- 
ment of  accounts,  showing  18/.  2s.  bd.  and  21.  4s.  id.  balance- 
in  hand.  Mr.  R.  H.  Groves  (Blandford)  was  re-elected 
President.  Mr.  H.  Ayre  (Poole)  Vice-President,  Mr.  B.  H. 
Randall  (Wareham)  Hon.  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Cussons 
(Dorchester)  Hon.  Secretary.  Messrs.  W.  B.  Beach  (Brid- 
port),  A.  F.  Burnett  (Sherborne),  F.  Hancock  (Weymouth), 
T.  G.  Aitkin  (Parkstone),  and  T.  G.  Addis  (Wimborne)  were 
elected  as  the  Organisation  Committee,  and  Messrs.  W.  S.  N. 
Merrick  (Dorchester),  J.  A.  Haynes  (Parkstone),  and  J.  W. 
Cussons  as  the  Insurance  Committee.  All  the  members  of 
these  committees,  the  officers,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Sill  (manager 
for  the  Timothy  White  Co.,  Ltd.,  Dorchester,  as  repre- 
senting company  pharmacy)  were  nominated  by  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  required  by  the 
1913  Act,  and  the  Secretary  was  authorised  to  take  what- 
ever steps  should  be  necessary  for  the  election  when  the 
regulations  are  published.  Considerable  discussion  took 
place  as  to  the  new  tariff,  and  the  Association's  Insurance 
Committee  was  instructed  to  carry  on  the  negotiations  on 
behalf  of  the  Association.  Mr.  M.  T.  Evans  (Weymouth)  com- 
plained that  medical  men  are  still  interfering  with  Insurance 
patients'  free  choice  of  chemist.  The  Secretary  explained  that 
this  matter  had  been  brought  up  with  the  Medical  Associa- 
tion Executive,  that  the  county  clerk  had  twice  reminded 
the  medical  men  throughout  the  county  that  patients  should 
have  free  choice  of  chemist,  and  that  the  county  clerk  had 
promised  on  the  next  reprint  of  prescription-forms  to  make 
a  note  on  them  emphasising  this  fact.  After  considerable 
discussion  it  was  decided  that  the  Association  could  not 
take  any  further  steps  at  present.  The  National  Federa- 
tion of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  was  then  considered  on 
Mr.  Bailey's  circular,  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  was  com- 
plimented on  his  letter  on  this  subject  which  appeared  in 
the  C.  cC  D.,  September  13.  Opinions  were  generally  ex- 
pressed that  some  better  linking-up  of  the  present  organisa- 
tions is  desirable,  but  what  changes  are  necessary  should 
be  brought  about  through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  As 
the  hour  was  getting  late  it  was  decided  that  the  matter 
should  be  brought  up  for  discussion  again  at  the  next 
meeting. 

Dundee.- A  sub-committee  of  medical  practitioners,  ap- 
pointed in  consequence  of  the  encroachment  on  the  Drug 
Suspense  Fund  (2|cZ.  out  of  the  3(7.  available  for  the  first 
six  months  having  been  exhausted,  the  average  cost  per  pre- 
scription being  10£d)_,  has  reported  on  its  examination  of 
the  Insurance  prescriptions  dispensed  by  chemists.  They 
find  as  follows : 

That  some  practitioners  are  in,  the  habit  of  ordering  (a)  ex- 
pensive medicines.  (6)  excessive  quantities,  (c)  •'  multiple  'repeats  " 
on  one  prescription;. 

The  Sub-Committee  also  noticed  that  manv  prescription  forms 
were  unsigned,  that  the  use  of  the  carbon  interleaf  was  not 
adhered  to,  and  that  70  per  cent,  of  the  prescriptions  were  supplied 
to  women,  although  women  constituted  one-half  of  the  totaT 
number  of  insured  persons,  im  the  area. 

An  _ analysis  of  the  payments  showed'  that  out  of  thirty-three 
chemists  whoso  preseription,-form6  ranged  from  383  to  3  173  in 
number.  niimeteerL  were  below  the  average  (Wid.),  the  lowest  being 
7.3rf. :  of  the  others  three  were  above  Is.— namely  Is  2d 
Is.  Id.,  1*.  OJrf.  In  the  first  case  (Is.  2d.)  the  high  average 
was  due  to  having  dispensed  stock  vaccines,  and  many  "  multiple 
repeat "  prescriptions ;  in.  the  second  case  (Is.  1(/  )  to  having 
dispensed,  out  of  a  total  of  446  prescriptions,  119  for  liquid 
paraffin  and  extract  of  malt;  in  the  third  (Is.  Old  )  to  havinsr 
dispensed  a  greater  proportion,  of  prescriptions  much  above  the 
average  cost.  The  prescriptions  dispensed  bv  the  chemist  whose 
average  wee  Is.  OJrf.  were  examined,  and  it'  was  found  that  the 
large  majority  were  to  the  order  of  two  practitioners,  and  that 
a  comparison,  gave  the  following  results  :  Practitioner  4  ■  4?6  pre- 
scriptions, of  which  241  were  above  Is.,  an  average  of  Is  5d 
per  prescription.;  Practitioner  B. :  275  prescription.-,  of  which 
36  were  above  Is.,  an  average  of  1\d.  per  prescription,  In  the- 
first  ease  the  prescriptions  under  Is.  were  less  than,  half  the  total 
n.imher;  in  the  second  the  prescriptions  under  Is.  were  nearlr 
eight  times  as  numerous  as  thos?  over  Is. 

The  Sub-Committee  suggests  that,  without  infringing  the 
liberty  of  the  individual  practitioner,  efficient  medication 
might,  be  maintained  and  more  economy  exercised-  (1)  If 
where  a  substance  occurs  both  in  the  tariff  list  and  under 
a  proprietary  name,  the  tariff  name  were  systematically 
used;  (2)  if  less  quantities  were  ordered  when  there  was 
no  indication  for  prolonged  use;  (3)  if  the  practice  of  giving; 
multiple  repeat"   prescriptions  were  discontinued 
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E Edinburgh.— The  local  Medical  Committee  has  decided  to 
support  the  chemists'  claim  for  increased  dispensing-fees 
on  Insurance  prescriptions. 

Essex.— At  a  meeting  of  the  County  Association  of  Phar- 
macists, held  at.  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  on 
October  2,  the  resignation  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Holloway,  the 
•chemists'  representative  on  the  County  Insurance  Com- 
mittee and  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Association,  was  accepted 
with  regret,  the  President  (Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews)  being 
deputed  to  convey  the  vote  to  him.  It  was  unanimously 
-decided  to  nominate  Mr.  C.  Goode  as  Mr.  Holloway's  suc- 
•oessor  on  the  Essex  Insurance  Committee,  and  he  was  also 
appointed  Hon.  Secretary.  Mr.  Holloway  continues  his 
active  interest  in  the  Association  as  Hon.  Treasurer.  It 
was  decided  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the  county  chemists  at 
rthe  earliest  moment  after  the  new  Insurance  regulations 
have  been  issued. 

Exeter.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
'October  14  the  Finance  Sub-Committee  reported  that  the 
chemists'  accounts  for  the  second  quarter  ended  July  14, 
amounting  to  2722.  18.s.,  had  been  paid  in  full,  subject  to 
-the  bills  being  allowed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
The  prescriptions,  numbering  9,598,  are  being  checked  in 
London. 

Grimsby.— A  meeting  of  panel  chemists,  called  by  the 
'Grimsby  Pharmacists'  Association,  was  held  on  October  9, 
Mr.  J.  A.  Hawdon  presiding.  It  was  resolved  :  "  That  the 
'Grimsby  Insurance  Committee  issue  instructions  as  to 
what  patent  preparations  they  are  prepared  to  allow." 
Messrs.  Corr,  H.  W.  Colley,  Johnson,  Moore,  Mitchell, 
Richardson,  Sneath,  with  the  President  (Mr.  Hawdon)  and 
:3ecretary  (Mr.  Ashton),  were  appointed  members  of  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee, 
w  Hertfordshire.  —Mr.  D.  W.  E.  Barker,  Hon.  Secretary 
of  the  County  Pharmacists'  Association,  writes  pointing  out 
•that  the  6um  of  1.3292.  14s.  9d.  mentioned  in  our  last  issue 
■as  paid  to  chemists  was  not  for  the  six  months  ending 
July  15,  but  represented  payments  to  bring  the  amounts 
paid  on  chemists'  accounts  to  90  per  cent,  for  the  two 
•quarters.  The  total  claims  for  the  second  quarter  were 
only  1,1642.  18s.,  and  these  figures  probably  will  be  amended 
after  the  checker  has  examined  all  the  prescriptions,  this 
•work  not  yet  being  finished. 

leeds.— The  opening  gathering  of  the  members  of  the 
Leeds  Chemists'  Association  took  place  on  October  15  at 
the  Great  Northern  Hotel,  and  took  the  form  of  a  smoking- 
-eoncert.  The  President  (Mr.  G.  W.  Overend)  presided  over 
a  large  assembly.  A  long  musical  programme  was  gone 
•through,  and  the  gathering  was  successful  in  every  way. 

Mansfield.— Mr.  W.  A.  R.  Jesson  presided  at  a  meeting 
•of  the  Mansfield  Pharmacists'  Association  on  October  15, 
when  Insurajice  matters  were  discussed.  A  triplicate  pre- 
scription-book was  submitted  by  the  Insurance  Committee 
and  agreed  to.  It  comes  into  u6e  on  January  1.  The 
^Secretary,  as  representative  on  that  Committee,  reported 
that  "Rep.  mist."  prescriptions  are  stopped  by  the  Com- 
mittee, as  well  as  all  patents  and  proprietaries,  food,  medi- 
cated wines,  and  serums.  A  copying-fee  of  If?,  is  allowed 
up  to  October  15,  afterwards  only  on  prescriptions  contain- 
ing scheduled  poisons.  A  resolution  as  to  the  mile-limit 
will  be  considered  at  the  next  Medical  Committee  meeting. 
It  was  agreed  to  appoint  a  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
>of  twelve  members,  and  to  adopt  as  districts  those  of  Dis- 
trict Insurance  Committees;  also  to  ask  Boots,  Ltd.,  to 
nominate  one  member,  each  of  the  ten  districts  to  elect  its 
own,  and  Mansfield  the  twelfth.  If  any  district  does  not  elect 
its  own  member  the  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  local  chemists. 
The  appointments  so  far  are :  Mansfield,  Mr.  Pegg  and  Mr. 
Bell ;  Bingham,  Mr.  Cadge.  The  new  tariff  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Bailey's  suggestion  as  to  a  National  Pharmaceutical 
Federation  was  discussed,  and  considered  unnecessary  until 
the  Society's  scheme  is  proved  a  failure.  Half  a  guinea  was 
voted  to  the  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme  Testimonial,  and  Mr. 
J.  F.  Dickenson  was  recommended  again  as  Divisional 
'Secretary.  Finally,  it  was  agreed  to  support  the  Secretary 
in  opposing  the  adoption  of  a  county  Formulary. 

Monmouthshire.— The  Insurance  Committee  were  in- 
formed on  October  9  that  for  the  county  the  average  cost 
per  prescription  dispensed  by  chemists  was  8.154<Z.,  while 
for  the  quarter  ending  July  14  medical  practitioners  had 
made  up  224  prescriptions  at  an  average  cost  of  35.91(2. 
It  was  explained  that  the  great  disparity  between  the 
average  costs  was  due  to  the  prescribing  of  expensive  pro- 
prietary medicines. 

Newcastle  -  on  -  Tyne.  —  A  meeting  of  the  Panel 
•Chemists'  Association  took  place  in  the  Hotel  Metropole  on 
October  2.  Mr.  T.  Maltby  Clague  (President)  in  the  chair. 
The  attendance  was  large.  Mr.  Clague  stated  that  the  In- 
surance Committee  are  not  in  favour  of  allowing  a  dis- 


pensing-fee for  a  stock  mixture  where  ingredients  are  added. 
The  fee,  however,  is  to  be  pressed  for.  Mr.  Bailey's  Federa 
tion  scheme  was  discussed,  but  it  did  not  receive  support, 
as  the  meeting  preferred  to  be  guided  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  the  inauguration  of  such  a  scheme.  The  Associa- 
tion is  to  take  immediate  action  towards  preventing  the 
writing  of  prescriptions  for  "  Rep.  mist." 

Newport  (Mon.) — The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
■reported  to  the  Insurance  Committee  on  October  8  that,  as  a 
result  of  a  conference  between  representatives  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  and  the  local  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees, it  had  been  resolved  "  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee,  the  practice  of  marking  prescriptions  '  Repeat'  rs 
an  undesirable  one,  and  must  be  discontinued  "  :  also  that  unf  i! 
this  practice  be  discontinued  chemists  be  allowed  the  extra 
fee  of  one  penny  for  each  repeat  prescription  dispensed  by 
them.  The  clerk  (Mr.  Ivor  L.  Phillips)  said  that  consider- 
able inconvenience  had  been  caused  by  the  "  repeat  mix- 
ture" system.  He  had  received  a  letter  from  the  medical 
practitioners  saying  that  they  had  consented  to  the  abolition 
of  the  practice.  As  a  result  of  round-table  conferences  with 
the  chemists,  the  latter  had  agreed  to  give  up  the  Id.  for 
"  repeat  mixtures,"  and  the  doctors  had  agreed  to  dispense 
themselves  after  closing  hours.  [A  local  correspondent  writes 
stating  that  this  latter  statement  is  incorrect. — Ed.]  The 
clerk  said  that  the  agreement  made  between  the  chemists 
and  that  Committee  was  to  "dispense  prescriptions,"  and 
not  "  repeat  prescriptions."  Dr.  Brooke  Gratte:  What  is 
the  distinction  ?  The  Clerk :  It  is  for  the  Committee  to 
say  whether  a  "  repeat"  is  a  prescription  or  not.  Mr.  E.  A.1 
Charles  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  back  to  the  Sub- 
Committee.  Sir  Garrod  Thomas  did  not  think  that  there 
was  any  hardship  to  the  chemist  in  dispensing  a  "  repeat," 
provided  he  dispensed  the  original  prescription.  But  if  it 
was  previously  dispensed  by  another  chemist  he  could 
understand  the  difficulty.  The  Chairman :  That  has  hap- 
pened. A  chemist  has  searched  for  half  an  hour  for  the 
original  prescription,  and  then  discovered  that  it  had  been 
dispensed  by  another  chemist.  Dr.  Gratte  said  because  of 
that  the  doctors  have  agreed  to  do  away  with  the  "  repeat," 
but  this  would  be  hard  on  the  chemists,  as  they  would  have 
to  work  later  owing  to  the  time  taken  by  the  doctors  in 
writing  out  the  full  prescription.  Mr.  F.  L.  Smith  said 
the  chemist  was  under  no  obligation  to  make  up  "repeat" 
prescriptions;  the  Middlesex  authority  had  decided  that 
they  could  refuse  them.  There  had  been  cases  where  "  re- 
peat"  prescriptions  had  been  given  for  an  entirely  different 
illness.  Dr.  Gratte  disagreed  with  this  assertion,  but  the 
Chairman  said  it  was  a  fact.  Eventually  it  was  decided  to 
refer  the  matter  back,  also  the  recommendation  to  pay 
chemists  Id.  for  past  "repeat  "  prescriptions.  A  meeting  of 
the  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  October  15.  Mr.  A. 
Gratte  presided,  and  there  were  eight  members  present.  It 
was  resolved  that  the  Secretary  should  communicate  with  the 
clerk  to  the  Newport  Borough  Insurance  Committee  respect- 
ing the  charge  for  repeat  prescriptions,  and  with  Mr.  Wool- 
cock  asking  for  information  regarding  proprietary  prepara- 
tions. The  following  were  elected  as  a  Pharmaceutical 
Committee:  Messrs.  Gratte,  Phillips,  Benson,  Harries,  and 
Badgett.  Mr.  C.  C.  Giles,  the  present  Divisional  Secretary 
for  the  Monmouth  District  Boroughs,  was  again  nominated 
for  that  position.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Newport  Chamber  of  Trade  asking  the  Association  to 
become  affiliated,  but  no  action  was  taken. 

Norwich.— At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  local  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  last  week,  it  was  stated  that  a 
member  wrote  complaining  that  some  doctors  not  on  the 
panel  had  been  using  official  Insurance  prescriptions  for 
persons  who  had  made  their  own  arrangements.  The  Secre- 
tary pointed  out  that  the  matter  had  been  reported  to  the 
Insurance  Committee,  and  would  not  occur  again.  The  clerk 
of  the  County  Insurance  Committee  wrote  that  claims  had 
been  received  from  city  chemists  who  were  not  on  tho 
county  panel,  and  suggesting  that  these  should  join  before 
November  5.  It  was  agreed  to  do  so.  A  letter  is  to  be 
sent  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  complaining  that  cer- 
tain panel  doctors  are  sending  patients  to  special  chemists, 
and  asking  for  advice   on  the  matter. 

Peterborough.— The  Soke  of  Peterborough  Insurance 
Committee  were  informed  on  October  8  that  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  had  been  given  an  assurance  by  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  that  arrangements  had  been 
made  whereby  two  chemists  on  the  panel,  who  were  named, 
would  dispense  prescriptions  on  the  afternoons  of  Thurs- 
day, the  early-closing  day.  The  Commissioners  requested 
that  the  arrangement  be  made  known  to  insured  persons, 
and  the  doctors  are  to  be  asked  to  tell  patients  to  whom 
thev  give  prescriptions  on  early-closing  day  of  these 
facilities.  The  Insurance  Commissioners  also  asked  the 
Committee  to  submit  for  their  approval  particulars  of  the

terms  arranged  by  the  Committee  for  the  supply  of  drugs 
and  appliances.  After  discussion,  the  Committee  deferred 
the  matter  to  enable  the  local  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  to  confer  on  the  points  of  difference  which  have 
arisen  regarding  late  fees.  A  letter  was  read  from  Mr. 
W.  T.  Knight,  Ph.C,  who  wrote  complaining  of  a  panel 
doctor  recommending  insured  persons  to  go  to  a  certain 
chemist.  After  explanations  by  Drs.  Collins  and  Cane,  the 
Committee  decided  that  they  could  take  no  action.  The 
clerk  was  directed  to  return  certain  "  urgent  "  prescriptions 
dispensed  by  a  panel  doctor  with  a  request  for  a  proper 
account  for  submission  to  the  pharmaceutical  examiner  of 
the  chemists'  accounts. 

Roxburgh. —  On  October  2  Mr.  A.  Walker  (President)  and 
Mr.  W.  M.  Alexander  (Secretary),  on  behalf  of  the  Border 
Counties'  Chemists'  Association,  explained  their  views  re- 
garding dispensing-fees  on  Insurance  prescriptions  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Eoxburgh  local  Medical  Com- 
mittee. It  was  stated  that  in  England,  stock  mixtures  and 
pills  are  generally  prescribed,  wrhereas  in  Scotland  mix- 
tures are  more  concentrated  and  pills  have  to  be  prepared 
extemporaneously.  As  a  result,  Scottish  chemists  only 
receive  2d.  for  making  up  an  amount  of  medicine  for 
which  the  English  pharmacist  gets  td.  or  8c?.  with  refills. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  the  increased  dispensing-fees  sug- 
gested would  not  imperil  the  floating  sixpence.  The  Medical 
Committee  decided  to  support  the  Chemists'  Association  in 
their  demands. 

St.  Albans.— At  a  meeting  of  the  St.  Albans  and  Barnet 
Pharmacists'  Association,  held  on  October  2  at  St.  Albans. 
Mr.  E.  H.  Fisher  was  nominated  for  the  pest  of  Divisional 
Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Bailey's 
scheme  for  the  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
was  discussed,  but  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  matter  over 
for  the  time  being.  It  was  agreed  that  the  pharmacists  at 
present  representing  the  division  on  the  County  Association 
Committee  should  be  nominated  for  the  Statutory  Phar- 
maceutical Committee.  A  resolution  was  passed  deprecating 
the  writing  of  "  Rep.  mist.,"  and  another  suggesting  that 
doctors'  surgery  hours  should  be  half  an  hour  earlier. 

Salford.— The  Insurance  Committee  has  taken  offices  at 
241  Chapel  Street,  Salford,  to-  which  place  all  future  com- 
munications should  be  addressed. 

Shaw.  —In  consequence  of  a  complaint  reported  to  the 
District  Insurance  Committee  regarding  the  closing  of  phar- 
macies on  the  half-holiday,  chemists  are  to  be  asked  to 
make  such  arrangements  in  future  as  will  prevent  the 
closing  of  all  the  shops  at  once. 

Stockport — A  meeting  of  the  Stockport  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  on  October  8,  Mr.  R.  T.  Forbes  in  the 
chair.  _  Sixteen  members  were  present.  The  meeting 
pledged  itself  to  support  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  any 
Federation  scheme  wmich  they  may  bring  forward.  The 
following  were  elected  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  : 
Messrs.  Forbes,  Gee,  Nicholson,  Bowden,  Thompson,  Bann, 
Mills,  and  T.  L.  Bennett.  Mr.  A.  E.  Mills  was  re-elected 
Divisional  Secretary. 

Sussex.— The  East  Sussex  Insurance  Committee  on 
October  7  decided  that,  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  drugs 
to  persons  in  receipt  of  domiciliary  treatment  for  tuber- 
culosis, the  medical  adviser  should  prepare  a  tariff  to  be 
submitted  to  the  panel  Committee  of  Chemists,  and,  if 
approved,  to  draw  up  a  formal  scheme  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Commissioners. — At  a  meeting  of  the  West  Sussex  Insur- 
ance Committee,  on  October  10,  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
committee reported  that  a  letter  had  been  received  from 
the  Insurance  Commissioners  stating  that  they  would  not 
object  to  minor  modifications  in  the  existing  "drug  tariff, 
provided  the  doctors  concurred.  With  regard  to  material 
modifications,  such  as  a  fee  for  copying  prescriptions,  the 
Committee  should  consult  the  local  Medical  Committee,  and 
send  to  the  Commissioness  a  statement  of  the  latter's  views. 

West  Ham  .—  A  meeting  of  the  West  Ham  Association 
of  Pharmacists  was  held  at  Earl'ham  Hall,  Forest  Gate,  E., 
on  October  9.  The  question  of  statutory  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  was  held  over  until  the  regulations  are  issued 
by  the  Commissioners.  In  regard  to  the  pavment  of  the 
members  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  'argued  that, 
as  the  "  floating  sixpence  "  would  most  likely  be  already 
absorbed,  the  i<7.  per  insured  person  would  have  to  come 
out  of  the  pharmacists'  remuneration;  moreover,  that  the 
contribution  from  the  pharmacists  and  doctors  would  not 
be  justly  proportionate,  for  the  pharmacists  are  only  getting 
2s.  per  head,  whereas  the  doctors  receive  three  or  four 
times  as  much.  Therefore,  the  contribution  from  them  should 
be  greater  than  that  from  the  chemist.  The  auestion  of 
separating  the  work  of  the  Association  into  sections  dealing 
with  West  Ham  and  Essex  affairs  was  discussed,  and  various 
suggestions  were  made  for  dealing  with  the  matter,  which 
was  eventually  deferred  until  the  meeting  on  November  13.

Aberdeen.— Mr.  Andrew  Craig,  Hon.  President  of  the 
Aberdeen  Junior  Chemists'  Association,  gave  an  address- 
on  health  at  a  meeting  held  at  Robert  Gordon's  College 
on  October  9.    There  was  an  excellent  attendance. 

Belfast.— A  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  was  held  on  October  9 
in  the  Society's  room,  11  Waring  Street,  Belfast,  Mr. 
Samuel  Suffern  (President)  occupying  the  chair.  There 
was  a  good  attendance.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the- 
winter  session,  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  social  meeting 
once  a  month.  It  was  resolved  to  circularise  every  member 
of  the  trade  in  Ireland  with  a  view  of  increasing  the  mem- 
bership, and  the  support  of  the  Society  in  its  Parliamentary 
and  other  work  affecting  the  trade.  A  resolution  was  passed 
congratulating  Mr.  D.  A.  Perry  (Messrs.  Thos.  McMullan 
&  Co.)  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Wilson  (Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Haslett)  on 
the  occasion  of  their  marriages.

Correspondence 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  read,  freely  discussed, 
and  left  to  the  Secretary  to  bring  up  later  in  the  session. 
Thanks  concluded  the  proceedings. 

Dublin  Retail  Drug-  Association.— At  the  annuaf 
meeting  of  this  Association,  held  on  October  13.  the  following 
officers  were  elected  :  President,  Mr-.  R.  J.  Savage.  Ph.C. ; 
Vice-President,  Dr.  J  C.  McWalter,  M.A.,  M  D.,  B.L. ; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  R.  Middleton.  J. P.  ;  Hon.  Secretaries, 
Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes  and  Mr.  V.  E.  Hanna,  Ph.C. ;  Auditor, 
Dr.  J.  A.  Mitchell. 

London  Assistants.— There  was  .an  attendance  of  about 
fifty  at  the  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association 
at  the  Bonnington  Hotel,  Southampton  Row.  W.C.,  ore 
October  9.  Mr.  F.  W.  Crossley-Holland,  F.C.S.,  presided. 
The  subject  for  the  evening  was  a  paper  by  Mr.  James 
Grier,  M.Sc,  of  Manchester,  on  An  Assistant's  Quali- 
fication in  Pharmacy.  Mr.  Grier  began  by  showing 
that  Jacob  Bell  in  1842  included  the  London  Pharma- 
copoeia and  prescription-reading  in  his  outline  of  the 
Assistants'  examination,  which  corresponded  to  the  present 
Minor.  Bv  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  the  Minor  became 
the  qualifying  examination,  and  Mr.  Grier  said  he  f elf 
certain  that,  if  the  proposed  Assistants'  examination  included 
the  elements  of  practical  pharmacy,  history  would  repeat 
itself.  He  himself  is  not  in  favour  of  introducing  any- 
thing in  the  nature  of  dispensing.  Mr.  Grier  then  gave  art 
interesting  resume  of  the  many  educational  discussions  re- 
lating to  pharmacv  up  to  the  present  time,  and  pointed  out 
the  effect  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act.  1908,  and  of 
the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911.  in  relation  to  these.  He 
disagreed  with  the  suggestion  that  the  Intermediate 
examination  be  entirely  practical,  although  it  was  his  own 
suggestion  in  1902,  because  if  such  an  examination  entitled 
the  holder  to  dispense,  he  had  a  good  claim  to  act  as  a 
seller  of  poisons  or  fulfil  anv  other  provisions  under  the 
Pharmacy  Act.  The  historical  part  of  the  lecture  was 
rounded  off  by  reference  to  the  recent  Departmental  Com- 
mittee's report  on  Insurance  medicines.  Mr.  Grier  summed 
up  the  various  proposals  as  comprised  in  two  distinct  ideas: 
(a)  the  division  of  the  Minor,  and  (b)  the  institution  of 
an  Assistants'  examination.  These  are  not  necessarily 
identical.  He  had  some  idea  that  the  two  could  be  com- 
bined. The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  its  draft  scheme, 
suggested  that  for  the  Assistants'  Qualification  elementary 
prescription-reading,  posology,  and  pharmacy  should  be 
required.  He  suggested  that  somethine'  more  is  necessary  and 
that  the  combined  examination  should  include  (a)  elements 
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of  mathematics,  physics,  and  chemistry,  (6)  elements 
of  botany,  and  (c)  elements  of  pharmacy.  They  should  be 
able  to  bring  these  requirements  into  line  with  the  new 
Board  of  Education  regulations,  which  have  been  reorganised 
this  year.  In  the  latter  some  revolutionary  changes  have 
been  made,  which  Mr.  Grier  explained  in  detail.  For 
instance,  stages  one,  two,  and  three  and  Honours  are  now 
replaced  by  lower  and  higher  examinations.  The  chemistry 
examination  is  to  be  entirely  written,  but  the  questions 
will  be  such  as  6hall  make  laboratory  work  essential. 
A  general  examination  in  botany  is  no  longer  to  be  held. 
The  Board  is  also  prepared  to  endorse  the  class  examina- 
tions of  approved  institutions  following  the  part-time  classes 
provided  there.  He  thought  it  would  be  a  good  plan  if 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  took  the  hint  and  also  approved 
such  certificates,  as  the  Board  of  Education  certificate  in 
chemistry  would  cover  the  ground-work  in  this  subject  for 
the  Minor  examination.  Before  these  Board  of  Education 
certificates  are  granted  the  holder  must  show  he  has  taken 
a  preliminary  general  course,  which  apparently  is  to  be 
had  at  higher-grade  schools,  and  he  suggested  that  a  pre- 
liminary course  would  be  the  equivalent  of  the  elementary 
mathematics  and  physics  required.  In  summarising,  Mr. 
Grier  said  that  the  examination  itself  should  be  the  first 
part  of  the  qualifying  examination  to  be  taken  at  the  end 
of  apprenticeship;  it  should  serve  for  an  Assistants'  quali- 
fying examination,  and  the  approval  of  Board  of  Educa- 
tion certificates  would  enable  the  student  to  obtain  educa- 
tional facilities  at  his  own  door.  The  examination  should  be 
entirely  written,  and  conducted  under  the  aegis  of  the  local 
pharmaceutical  associations.    There  was  a  good  discussion. 

Manchester.— The  annual  conversazione  of  the  Micro- 
scopical Society  was  held  on  October  11  at  the  Muni- 
cipal School  of  Technology,  the  lecturer  for  the  evening 
being  Mr.  Charles  Turner,  of  the  Manchester  College  of 
Pharmacy.  Mr.  Turner  took  as  his  subject  The  Microscopy 
of  Manchester's  Water  Supply.  He  said  the  Manchester 
Corporation  Waterworks  Committee  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  being  able  to  provide  the  citizens  with  some  of 
the  purest  water  in  the  kingdom.  Such  organisms  as  are 
present  are  of  a  harmless  nature,  and  even  beneficial,  pre- 
venting as  they  do  the  accumulation  of  decaying  vegetable 
matter  The  lecturer  then  dealt  at  considerable  length 
with  the  various  organisms  he  had  found  in  the  drinking- 
water.  An  influx  of  water-fleas  about  two  years  ago  was 
described,  then  in  quick  succession  numerous  Rotiferae  (in- 
cluding Anurca  cochlcaris  and  Eritmia  tetrathrix),  Desmidiae 
(Arthrodismus  incus,  Dcsmidium  schwartzi,  and  Xanthidium 
antilopceum),  and  other  algae. 

Newcastle-on-Tyne.—  The  annual  meeting  of  the  New- 
castle-on-Tyne  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on 
October  8.  Mr.  Jas.  Gibson  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good 
attendance.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  Pescod),  in  his  report,  ably 
reviewed  the  work  of  the  year,  particularly  in  regard  to 
the  change  which  has  been  brought  about  by  the  National 
Insurance  Act.  The  Association  has  a  membership  of  120. 
The  Treasurer's  report  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of 
3?.  8s.  Sd.  The  election  of  officers  then  took  place,  and 
resulted  as  follows:  President.  Mr.  Jas  Gibson.  North 
Shields  (re-elected);  Vice-Presidents.

Women  Pharmacists'  Association.— The  ninth  annual 
meeting  of  the  members  was  held  in  the  Lecture  Theatre, 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C..  on  Friday  evening,  October  10. 
Miss  M.  E.  Buchanan  presided  over  the  biggest  meeting 
that  the  Association  has  ever  had,  Mrs.  Flora  Annie  Steel's 
lecture  on  "  Three  Indian  Women "  being  the  attraction. 
These  were  (to  give  them  their  English  equivalents)  Princess 
Fortunata  of  Rajput,  who  lived  many  centuries  before 
Christ ;  Queen  Content,  who  was  of  the  thirteenth  century ; 
and  the  Queen  of  Women  or  Light  of  the  World.  Mrs.^  Steel 
is  as  gifted  a  speaker  as  she  is  a  writer.  The  most  signifi- 
cant pharmaceutical  thing  about  the  meeting  was  the  differ- 
ence in  tone  (if  we  may  so  describe  it)  that  was  apparent : 
it  looked  as  if  women  pharmacists  (pharmaciennesthey  were 
called  forty  years  ago,  when  three  were  fighting  to  be 
registered  as  students  of  pharmacy)  had  come  into  their 
own.  Miss  Buchanan's  introductory  speech  resounded. 
She  said  that  at  the  present  time  there  is  a  very  great 
demand  for  women,  as  for  men,  as  dispensers  in  chemists' 
shops  and  otherwise  under  the  Insurance  Act,  and  the  Secre- 
tary had  asked  her  strongly  to  advise  qualified  women  to 
obtain  business  training  with  the  greatest  possible  speed. 
The  Association  has  two  hopes  arising  out  of  this  unexpected 
opening  for  women — one  a  positive  and  one  a  negative.  The 
positive  hope  is  that  women  have  made  known  that  they  are 
capable  of  doing  work  decently  in  such  a.  way  as  to  be 
trusted  by  the  public  and  their  fellow-men  pharmacists. 
The  negative  hope  is  that  women  are  not  going  to  undercut 
the  men  in  the  competition  caused  by  this  new  demand. 
After  Mrs.  Steel's  delightful  lecture  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
accorded  to  her  on  the  motion  of  Dr.  Crossley,  seconded  by 
Miss  Gilliatt.  and  the  large  company  adjourned  to  the  Ex- 
amination Hall,  where  cakes  and  fruit-salad  were  served 
with  lemonade  and  coffee. 
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TRADE  REPORT. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qaalities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Rttaii  ouyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

THE  general  markets  are  somewhat  depressed  this  week, 
and  the  tendency  of  values,  as  shown  in  our  table 
below,  is  downwards,  this  applying  especially  to  specula- 
tive produce,  such  as  shellac  and  cloves.  Menthol,  on 
the  other  hand,  appears  to  have  touched  bottom  for  the 
moment ;  in  fact,  at  the  close,  prices  show  an  important 
advance.  American  peppermint  oil  is,  if  anything,  on 
the  easier  side;  star-anise  oil  is  firmer  to  arrive. 
Bergamot  is  slightly  easier  in  primary  markets,  and 
both  lemon  and  orange  oils  are  cheaper.  Clove  oil  is 
2d.  lower,  and  sandalwood  the  turn  cheaper.  Among 
chemicals,  acetyl-salicylic  acid  is  2^d.  lower,  and 
strychnine  is  now  quoted  on  a  lower  basis  by  all  makers. 
Quinine  is  slightly  weaker  from  second-hanSs.  Potash 
chlorate  and  soda  are  unchanged  for  next  year's  con- 
tracts. Glycerin  (c.p.)  is  not  likely  to  alter  again  for 
a  considerable  period.  Among  drugs  in  the  private 
market,  Calabar  beans  are  firmer,  cevadilla,  condurango, 
and  valerian  xoot  being  lower.  Civet  is  much  dearer 
than  formerly.  Opium  steady,  with  the  immediate  future 
depending  on  the  result  of  the  autumn  sowings  now  taking 
place.  Tripoli  orange-peel  is  selling  at  extreme  rates. 
Euonymus-bark  is  dearer.  The  principal  changes  have 
been  as  under  : —

The  American  Consul  at  Hong-Kong  reports  as  follows 
on  the  Chinese  camphor  market :  Thera  has  been  some  in- 
crease in  shipments  from  Hong-Kong  this  year  over  last, 
including  a  renewal  of  shipments  to  the  U.S.A.,  but  the 
record  of  exports  in  1912  for  all  China  was  about  a  third 
below  that  of  the  previous  year,  which  in  itself  showed  a 
great  decrease  over  previous  years.  The  total  exports  of 
camphor  from  all  China  in  1911  are  reported  by  the  Chinese 
Customs  as  448,122  lb.,  while  the  total  exports  of  the  gum 
in  1912  are  reported  at  331,192  lb.  As  indicated  in  previous 
reports,  there  has  been  a  falling-off  in  the  production  in 
Fukien  Province,  where  the  production  was  the  forerunner 
of  the  great  Japanese  industry  in  Formosa.  The  revolution 
has  interfered  with  production  in  Fukien,  and,  to  a  great 
extent,  in  the  interior  shipping  through  the  Yangtze  Val- 
ley. While  the  exports  have  fallen  off,  the  actual  produc- 
tion is  much  larger  than  the  exports  indicate,  probably 
amounting  to  about  four  times  the  exports.  Even  with  the- 
trees  now  in  existence,  production  could  be  increased  im- 
mensely if  scientific  methods  wera  adopted.

This  long  period  of  in- 
activity is  affecting  holders,  who  are  beginning  to  get 
nervous  about  their  still  available  stocks,  and  try  to  force 
the  sale  by  soliciting  bids.  Business,  therefore,  is  entirely 
occasional.  For  guaranteed  pure  for  prompt  shipment 
13s.  1</.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  is  quoted.  New  crop  also  has  been 
lather  inactive;  although  there  is  an  easier  undertone,  it  is 
not  sufficient  to  materially  alter  quotations.  In  fact,  it  is 
.not  easv  to  find  reliable  growers  willing  to  engage  then- 
crop  for  forward  delivery,  and,  as  far  as  second-rate  for- 
ward sellers  are  concerned,  they  have  no  wish  to  repeat  last 
year's  experiences.  For  guaranteed  pure  new  crop.  January 
shipment  and  forward,  lis.  3d.  c.i.f.  is  quoted. 

Ill  connection  with  the  frequent  misbranding  of  lemon  oil  in 
She  United  States,  the  following  report  has  been  issued  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture :  "  Before  the  disastrous  earthquake 
in  Sicily,  Messina  lemon  oil  cost  about  75  cents  per  lb.  in,  this 
country.  Now  it  costs  about  $6  per  lb.  The  reason  for  this 
-enormous  advance  is  that  nearly  all  the  lemon,  oil  used  here  is 
produced  in  Italy,  and  the  storms  and  the  Sicilian  earthquake 
destroyed  the  crop  so  completely  that  it  hasi  never  recovered. 
The  result  has  been  that  American  dealers  in  lemon  oil  have  made 
an  extensive  use  of  the  oil  residue  after  the  best  parts  of  the 
■oil  were  used  to  make  lemon  extract.  This  would  be  a  legitimate 
proposition,  as  even  this  residue  contains'  flavouring  value,  if  it 
were  correctly  labelled.  However,  when  the  dealers  label  the 
residue  as  though  it  were  the  real  product,  a  fraud  is  perpetrated 
•on  the  public.  To  make  lemon  extract,  the  oil  is  shaken  up  with 
alcohol.  This  process  users  up  certain  constituents  of  the  oil 
and  leaves  certain  dregs,  which,  mixed  up  with  inferior  added 
products,  may  be  made  to  look  like  the  original  lemon  oil.  This 
inferior  product  absolutely  lacks  certain,  valuable  flavouring  con- 
stituents which  the  original  article  contained.  Certain  dealers 
in  this  reinforced  residue,  besides  misbranding  it,  have  asked  an 
advanced  price  for  it,  as  though  it  were  the  real  oil.  According 
"to  a  notice  of  judgment  just  issued  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  a  fine  of  $200  ha«  been  imposed  on  a  shipper 
of  misbranded  lemon  oil  who  shipped  into  New  York  a  quantity 
of  lemon  oil,  extract,  or  flavour  the  label  on  which  stated  that 
it  contained  34  per  cent,  of  oil  of  lemon.  Analysis  of  the  product 
showed  tl:at  it  did  not  contain  more  than  2.6  per  cent.  The 
•company  pleaded  guilty,  and  the  court  imposed  the  heavy  fine 
noted  above.    A  seizure  of  another  shipment  of  oil  of  lemon  which 


is  charged  to  have  been  adulterated  and  misbranded  has  also  just 
been  reported.  The  seizure  was  made  on  September  2  in  Boston, 
Mass.,  by  agents  of  the  Department.  Fourteen  copper  cans,  each 
containing  2S  lb.  of  the  so-called  '  Standard  Quality  Oil  of  Lemon,' 
have  been  seized.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  are  charged,  in  that 
it  is  labelled  '  Standard  Quality  Oil  of  Lemon.'  when  in  fact  it 
consists  of  washed  lemon  oil  reinforced  with  citral.  Washed 
lemon  oil.  as  explained  above,  is  merely  the  residue  left  after  the 
pure  lemon  oil  has  been  .shaken  up  with  alcohol  to  make  lemon 
extract.  Proceedings  for  the  condemnation  and  forfeiture  of  this 
alleged  '  Standard  Quality  Oil  of  Lemon  '  are  now  pending  in  the 
District  Court  at  Boston,  where  the  issue  will  be  tried  as  to 
whether  the  product  is  adulterated  and  misbranded  under  the 
pure  food  law." 

Linseed  is  quiet  at  recent  quotations.  Fair  Morocco 
has  been  sold  at  53s.  to  54s.,  and  fine  Dutch  at  55s.  per 
quarter. 

Morphine  is  in  easier  tendency,  average  wholesale  re- 
quirements of  hydrochloride  powder  offering  at  from 
7s.  bd.  to  7s.  9(7.  per  oz. 

Menthol. — Early  in  the  week  Kobayashi-Suzuki  had 
been  selling  at  14s.  to  13s.  9d.  per  lb.  on  the  spot,  but 
with  a  more  active  demand  prices  have  substantially 
advanced,  and  to-day  up  to  14s.  bd.  has  been  paid,  with 
15s.  asked  for  Kobayashi  at  the  close.

Matto  Grosso  ipecacuanha  is  about  steady, 
but  for  Cartagena  a  slight  reduction  was  accepted.  Kola 
is  more  plentiful,  but  buyere  ask  previous  prices.  Myrrh  is 
firm  for  good  Aden  sorts.  Japanese  oil  of  mint  sold  cheaply 
without  reserve.  Rhubarb  was  quiet,  but  steady,  and  for 
grey  Jamaica  sarsaparilla  a  decline  of  about  2d.  was  accepted^ 
while  red  Native  Jamaica  was  Id.  to  2d.  dearer.  Tinnevelly 
senna  is  very  scarce,  as  may  be  judged  by  the  meagre  offer- 
ings to-day.  Beeswax  generally  is  very  firmly  held.  The- 
following  table  shows  the  quantity  of  goods  offered  and 
sold  :

Japanese  Oil  of  Mint. 

Sir, — I  think  attention  should  be  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
Japanese  oil  of  mint  is  now  almost  universally  referred  to 
in  the  "Public  Ledger"  and  elsewhere  as  oil  of  pepper- 
mint ;  whereas  it  is  not  necessarily  oil  of  peppermint  at 
all.  Oil  of  peppermint  is  distilled  from  the  plant 
Mentha  piperita;  Japanese  oil  of  mint  may  be  drawn  from 
either  of  two  varieties  of  Mentha  arvensis  as  well  as  from 
Mentha  piperita  (as  mentioned  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia) ;  and  I  understand  that  the  Japanese  draw  their 
oil  from  one  or  both  of  the  varieties  of  M.  arvensis,  and 
not  from  M.  piperita.  It  is  important  that  this  difference 
should  be  realised.  The  Japanese  oil  might  be  commer- 
cially known  as  Oil  of  Japan  Mint.

Baby  Comforters. 

Sir, — I  notice  in  your  last  issue  that  attention  is  drawn 
to  certain  remarks  made  by  one  or  two  ladies,  when  speak- 
ing at  the  National  Union  of  Women  Workers'  Conference, 
on  the  subject  of  soothing-teats,  one  of  the  speakers  going 
so  far  as  to  say  she  "  felt  inclined  to  burn  down  all 
factories  in  which  soothing-teats  are  manufactured."  I 
was  more  than  pleased  to  see  a  leading  article  devoted  to 
this  subject  in  the  "Evening  News  "  of  October  8,  under 
the  title  of  "Poor  Baby."  The  writer  tears  to  pieces 
one  argument  put  forward  as  a  reason  that  the  "  dummy  " 
should  be  prohibited  by  law — namely,  the  fact  that  on 
analysis  one  of  these  comforters  contained  seven  million 
germs,  and  very  truly  replies  to  this  by  inquiring 
"  whether  the  Anti-Comforter  Brigade  ever  troubled  to 
take  the  census  of  the  germs  on  a  baby's  hands."  I 
think  it  might  interest  the  trade  to  know  that  some 
months  back  we  issued  a  small  circular  on  the  very  subject, 
in  defence  of  the  soother,  using  among  others  a  similar 
argument  to  that  contained  in  the  "Evening  News,"  and 
urged  that,  provided  a  reliable  soother  is  used,  more  good 
than  harm  results  from  same.  I  give  an  extract  from  the 
handbill  embodying  the  arguments  in  favour  of  the  com- 
forter : 

1st.  If  a  baby  uses  a  soother  it  must  of  necessity  breathe 
through  the  nose,  with  the  result  that  many  and  many  a 
cold  is  avoided,  as  a  child  cannot  use  a  soother  and  at  the 
same  time  draw  cold  air  into  its  lungs. 

2nd.  Doctors  complain  of  soothers  becoming  dirty,  and 
therefore  harmful,  but  it  is  the  nature  of  a  child  to  %-ut 
things  into  its  mouth,  and  a  mother  who  allows  her  child 
to  use  a  dirty  soother  would  be  equally  careless  as  to  the 
state  of  the  child's  fingers,  and  if  it  has  not  a  soother  it 
will  suck  its  fingers,  or  possibly  some  harmful  article,  such 
as  a  coin  or  piece  of  metal,  which  is  likely  to  produce  a 
sore  mouth. 

3rd.  The  mother's  health  has  to  be  considered,  and  any- 
thing which  will  soothe  and  quieten  the  child  must  oi 
necessity  affect  the  mother,  making  her  better  tempered, 
which  in  more  ways  than  one  reacts  upon  the  child.  It  is 
therefore  claimed  that  soothing-teats,  when  properly  used, 
are  helpful  rather  than  harmful ;  but  be  sure  and  get  a 
good  one. 

The  soothing-teat  trade  is,  of  course,  of  great  import- 
ance to  chemists,  and  I  feel  that  anything  that  can  be 
argued  in  its  favour,  in  face  of  so  many  unreasonable 
advocates  for  its  extinction,  will  be  welcome.  The  whole 
matter  6eems  to  be  a  question  of  cleanliness  on  the  part 
of  the  mother  or  nurse,  and  those  ladies  who  wax  warm  in 
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their  diatribes  over  a  most  useful  and  helpful  little  article 
would  do  well  to  pay  more  attention  to  advocating  clean- 
J'ness  as  a  first  necessity  in  the  rearing  of  healthy  children.

The  Lemon-oil  Market. 

The  Citrus  Oils  Co.,  writing  in  regard  to  our  article 
of  September  27,  index  folio  496,  say  that  the  writer  does 
not  seem  to  realise  that  prices  of  lemon  oil  reached 
20s.  per  lb.  in  June  1912,  not  on  account  of  the  efforts 
of  the.  "  bulls,"  most  of  whom  were  hit  by  the  rise,  but 
simply  on  account  of  the  damage  and  destruction  of  the 
California!!  crop  and  the  resulting  enormous  demand  for 
Sicilian  lemons,  while  the  production  of  lemon  oil  was 
only  50  per  cent,  of  a  normal  year.  But  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  next  year's  production  [?  this  season's. — Ed.],  provided 
no  extraordinary  damage  occurs,  should  be  twice  as  large 
as  last  year's,  while  the  high  price  will  undoubtedly  check 
consumption,  all  our  "  bulls,"  whose  strength  lies  only  in 
the  tricky  means  employed  by  them  in  their  co-operation, 
will  be  unable  to  maintain  prices  at  their  present  level. 
Their  favourite  argument,  as  to  the  large  demand  for 
fresh  lemons  expected  from  America,  is  worthless,  for 
that  demand  cannot  exceed  this  year's  when  the  entire 
American  crop  has  been  destroyed,  while  the  next  crop, 
unless  new  damage  occurs,  can  suffer  only  from  the  conse- 
quence of  last  year's  frost — i.e.,  it  can  either  be  a  short 
or  a  partial  crop,  but  not  an  entire  failure.  We  believe 
(the  company  conclude)  that  it  is  necessary  to  keep  on 
putting  our  views  before  buyers,  and  if  next  summer  the 
price  of  lemons  will  have  dropped  to  a  normal  level, 
they  will  recognise  on  which  side  the  truth  has  lain  and 
remember  it  the  more  they  are  bitten  by  purchases  at 
present  prices.  The  price  is  declining  fast,  and  with  a 
very  small  demand  for  fresh  lemons  and  the  present  high 
price  for  the  oil,  pressing  is  proceeding  very  fast  at  this 
advanced  season,  being  also  encouraged  by  the  rich  yield 
of  oil  in  this  year's  lemons 

"  Union  is  Strength." 

Sir, — With  your  permission,  I  fear  there  is  more 
genuine  dissatisfaction  with  the  working  of  the  National 
Insurance  Act  than  finds  expression  in  the  Press.  I 
believe  5  per  cent,  of  the  chemists  are  totally  indifferent 
towards  the  Act  (thanks  to  position  and  funds) ;  10  per 
cent,  are  lukewarm  in  the  matter ;  while  10  per  cent, 
adopt  a  benevolent  attitude  and  would  do  the  work  for 
"glory."  But  what  of  the  75  per  cent,  who  have  to  fall 
into  line  for  the  sake  of  their  bread  and  cheese  ?  As  one 
of  the  latter,  I'  am  wearying  already  of  the  pleasure  of 
supplying  goods  at  "cut"  rates,  on  the  deferred  pay- 
ment system,  with  deductions.  At  present  our  position 
is  akin  to  that  of  the  labourer,  who  "  had  only  to  carry 
the  bricks  and  mortar  up  the  ladders,  as  the  man  at  the 
top  did  all  the  work.''  The  doctors,  by  combination,  have 
achieved  their  desire  (and  I  understand  are  not  dissatis- 
fied, although  it  is  whispered  they  are,  later,  "out"  for 
better  terms),  their  accounts  were  settled  promptly  last 
quarter,  and  in  full,  while  the  chemists'  are  only  being 
settled  up  to-day.  We  congratulate  the  doctors ;  cer- 
tainly no  one  begrudges  them  the  results  of  their  efforts.' 
Presently  we  shall  be  asked,  nolens  valens,  to  sign  for 
another  year.  United  we  shall  be  able  to  say,  "  Yes ; 
certainly,  under  conditions."  As  we  are  we  must  again 
accept  the  crumbs  and  be  thankful.  Do  we  not  want, 
to-day  more  than  ever,  a  spirit  of  unity  amongst  us,  an 
enthusiastic  Pharmaceutical  Union,  embracing  every  in- 
dividual man,  woman,  and  youth  engaged  in  legitimate 
Pharmacy,  be  it  "Hall"  or  "Square,"  let's  call  it  "All 
or  none,"  and  for  pity's  sake,  if  not  for  our  own,  let  us 
stop  the  bickering  ?  To  this  end  I  am  prepared  to 
subscribe  annually  a  guinea,  with  the  hope  that  it  may 
induce  others  to  follow  suit  according  to  circumstances, 
with  the  object  of  promoting  an  active  Union  of  Phar- 
macists, affiliated,  if  preferred,  to  some  existing  society, 
capable  of  improving  the  status  of  its  hard-working 
members.

Does  it  depend 
upon  the  memory  of  the  clerk  who  orders  the  goods  to  know 
whether  they  are  already  on  order,  or  is  there  some  system 
of  preventing  duplication  other  than  searching  the  dupli- 
cate orders?  " — Si?nla  (14/10).    Suggestions  are  invited. 

Storing  Vegetable  Drugs. 

Victor  (24/3)  writes:  "Can  you  suggest  the  best  method 
of  storing  vegetable  drugs,  such  as  sem.  lini,  pulv.  lini, 
flor.  anthem.,  barks,  and  roots.  In  this  climate  (in  the 
Mediterranean),  even  if  these  drugs  are  stored  in  lever-lid 
tins,  after  a  few  weeks  the  linseed  is  a  collection  of  empty 
husks,  while  tho  flor.  anthem,  becomes  infested  with  black 
maggots  about  an  inch  long.  This  trouble  occasions  great 
loss  in  business,  and  I  should  be  glad  if  some  C.  <£•  D.  reader 
can  suggest  a  remedy." 


Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 


Bandages. — G.  T.  (213/12).— A  2^-in.  bandage  (not  on 
tariff)  is  charged  for  as  such,  according  to  length  (4  yd.  or 
6  yd.),  and  not  as  2-in.  or  3-in.  bandage. 

Dispensing-fee. — G.  T.  (213/12). — Yes,  charge  tariff  price 
and  nothing  else  on  listed  ointments.  "  Pulv.  acid,  boric, 
4  oz.,"  does  not  carry  a  dispensing-fee  as  one  powder. 

Scruples. — G.  T.  (213/12). — Charge  3j.  at  one-third  and 
9ij.  at  two-thirds  of  the  drachm  rate,  the  question  whether 
9ij.  is  nearer  3j.  or  3ss.  not  arising  in  this  connection 
at  all. 

Elixir  Acetomoephtn.e  et  Teepini. — G.  T.  (213/12). — Yes, 
charge  at  the  rate  of  4?d.,  as  this  is  a  liquid  with  a  specific 
gravity  heavier  than  water,  and  accordingly  the  divisor 
to  get  the  ounce  rate  from  the  pound  price  (3s.  6d.)  will 
be  9. 

Flat  Rates.— G.  T.  (213/12).— The  charge  for  sss.  of  tinc- 
ture at  a  flat  rate  is  £d.,  which  is  also  the.  price  for  quan- 
tities (such  as  m.24)  smaller  than  this.  The  price  for  ni80 
of  a  tincture  on  the  tariff  is  l^d.,  unless  by  special  arrange- 
ment quantities  under  jij.  are  not  charged  more  than  Id. 

Dispensing  during  Closing  Hours. — In  Doubt  (238/44). — - 
The  additional  facts  which  you  supply  do  not  affect  the 
reply.  The  chairman  of  an  Insurance  Committee  has  not  the 
power  to  compel  chemists  on  the  panel  in  his  district  to 
adopt  a  rota  as  to  opening  on  Sundays  and  early-closing 
days.  In  places  where  a  half-day  closing  order  for 
chemists'  shops  exists  it  is  illegal  to  open  the  shops  for  a 
specified  time  between  1  p.m.  and  12  midnight. 

Three  Years'  Dispensers. — Extractor  (242/53). — Assuming 
that  you  come  within  the  provisions  of  Section  15  (5,  iii)  of 
the  Act,  you  are  entitled  to  dispense  Insurance  prescriptions 
at  a  branch  without  qualified  supervision,  but  if  you  supply 
medicines  so  dispensed  and  containing  poison  you  infringe 
Sections  1  and  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  The  Insurance 
Act  is  careful  to  keep  the  supply  of  dispensed  medicines  in 
the  hands  of  registered  chemists,  and  does  not  abrogate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  anfl 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  pp.  211-242  and  pp.  4S7-4S9,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


E.  M.  (236/5). — Sale  op  Rectified  Spirit  by  Chemists. — 
See  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  239. 

Veritas  (281/17). — Oil  of  Juniper  is  not  a  scheduled 
poison,  and  we  have  not  heard  of  the  difficulty  that  you 
refer  to. 

A.  B.  C.  (6/16). — Partners  in  a  firm,  no  matter  how  small 
their  incomes,  are  not  required  to  insure  under  the  National 
Insurance  Act. 

Enquiry  (230/23). — Some  people  change  their  names  with- 
out any  notification  to  the  public,  but  the  proper  way  is  to 
do  it  by  deed  poll,  which  a  solicitor  can  carry  through  for 
you. 

D.  B.  D.  (273/6). — Managers  of  pharmacies  must  get  off 
one  day  weekly  from  1.30  p.m.  to  midnight.  If  they  are 
employed  in  the  shop  during  that  time  their  employers  are 
liable  to  prosecution.  Several  convictions  have  been, 
recorded. 

D.  D.  (2/16)  signed  a  lease  in  February  last,  and  sent  it 
to  his  landlord  to  be  stamped.  The  landlord  now  refuses 
to  hand  over  the  lease ;  can  he  be  compelled  to  give  it  up, 
or,  at  least,  to  supply  a  copy  of  it  ?  [If  only  one  document 
was  prepared,  it  is  the  property  of  the  landlord.  "  D.  D." 
should  have  arranged  for  a  duplicate  or  counterpart  of  the 
lease  to  have  been  handed  to  him  signed  by  the  landlord. 
If,  upon  request,  the  landlord  supplies  a  copy  of  the  lease  he 
is  entitled  to  charge  for  making  it.] 

Veritas  (232/18).— A  Half-holiday  Closing  Ordeb  made 
under  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  respecting  shops  in  which  medi- 
cines and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  are  sold,  applies 
to  drug-stores  as  well  as  registered  chemists.  If  the  closing 
order  does  not  state  any  special  conditions,  it  means  that 
the  shops  have  to  be  closed  absolutely,  but  the  condition 
of  Section  4,  Sub-section  7.  remains — that  is  to  say,  if  the 
occupier  supplies  any  article  required  in  the  case  of  illness 
he  is  entitled  to  submit  that  plea  in  the  event  of  prosecution 
for  infringement.

Gentian  (241/6). — Creosote  Carbonate  is  said  to  contain 
90  per  cent,  of  creosote.  It  will  be  safe  for  you  to  go  on 
that  equivalent,  but  the  carbonate  is  not  more  soluble  in 
alcohol  than  creosote  itself.  We  do  not  think  that  you  can 
produce  an  elixir  such  as  you  desire  with  it,  because  on 
dilution  of  any  alcoholic  solution  of  creosote  and  its  com- 
pounds with  water  precipitation  takes  place. 

TF.  /.  S.  (189/7).— We  cannot  add  further  to  the  infor- 
mation regarding  "  photoplasm "  which  we  gave  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  August  30,  index  folio  363,  but  perhaps  Mr.  Geo. 
Barlow,  the  discoverer,  could  enlighten  you  on  the  points 
you  mention. 

Winsbro  (202/5).— Waterproofing  Canvas  Case.— The  two 
processes  chiefly  employed  are  as  follows : 

1.  Dissolve  3  oz.  of  alum  and  4  oz.  of  lead  acetate  in 
1  gal.  of  water  and  soak  the  canvas  in  the  unfiltered 
liquid. 

2.  Dilute  1  part  of  aluminium-acetate  solution  (sp.  gr. 
1.050)  with  40  parts  of  water  and  place  the  canvas  in  this 
for  twenty-four  hours,  then  dry. 

The  aluminium-acetate  solution  referred  to  in  the  second 
recipe  is  intended  to  be  made  by  a  process  not  involving  the 
use  of  a  lead  salt — e.g.,  the  German  method : 

Aluminium  sulphate    5  oz. 

Acetic  acid  (36  per  cent.)       ...     5  oz. 

Calcium  carbonate    2  oz. 

Water  14i  oz. 

Dissolve  the  calcium  carbonate  in  the  acid  mixed  with 
3i  oz.  of  water,  and  the  alum  in  11  oz.  of  water.  Mix 
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the  two  solutions  and  allow  the  mixture  to  stand  ioi 
twenty-four  hours,  with  occasional  stirring.  Pour  off  the 
clear  solution  and  filter. 

Ice-cream  (Trinidad)  (219/72). — Vanilla-essence. — The 
kind  to  which  you  refer  is  best  made  by  the  employment  of 
a  preparation  such  as  "  vanoleum  "  made  by  the  Corrizo 
Extract  Co.,  New  York,  or  Mr.  Arthur  Whittaker,  Newton 
Heath,  Manchester.  One  pound  of  vanoleum  is  mixed  with 
2  gals,  of  water  to  form  vanilla-essence.  It  will  be  under- 
stood that  the  resinous  matter  immiscible  with  water  has 
been  previously  extracted.

Fastidious  (229/36).— Imitating  Sunburnt  Skin.— Some 
years  ago  it  was  suggested  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  that  Bismarck 
brown  could  be  employed  for  this  purpose.  It  is  soluble 
in  water,  and  could  be  removed  by  washing.  We  are 
afraid,  however,  that  the  colour  would  be  too  red.  We  sug- 
gest that  you  experiment  with  Bismarck  brown,  and  also 
with  scale-form  caramel.  Weak  tincture  of  iodine  is  some- 
times used.

V.  tli  F.  (208/36). — Jambul  Seeds. — We  assume  that  it  is  in 
regard  to  the  use  of  Jambul  seeds  as  a  remedy  for  diabetes 
that  you  require  references.  There  have  not  been  any  recent 
publications  on  this  matter,  although  the  chemical  side  was 
investigated  recently  in  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research 
Laboratories.  The  late  Mr.  Thomas  Christy  first  brought 
the  remedy  to  the  notice  of  the  medical  profession  in  this 
country,  and  in  1892  Mr.  Thomas  Stephenson  (Edinburgh) 
communicated  a  paper  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference, in  which  he  showed  that  it  is  the  fresh  seeds  that 
possess  the  most  activity  in  reducing  the  conversion  of  starch 
into  sugar.  It  is  recommended  to  make  a  liquid  extract 
of  the  fresh  seeds,  discarding  the  pericarps,  with  25  per  cent, 
alcohol;  until  about  three-fourths  of  the  product  is  obtained, 
setting  this  aside  and  exhausting  with  water,  finally  evapora- 
ting the  weak  percolate  to  small  bulk  to  make  up  the 
amount  represented  by  the  drug.  The- dose  of  the  seeds  is 
5  to  30  grains,  of  the  liquid  extract  g  to  2  drachms.  There 
have  been  occasional  references  to  the  remedy  in  the  medical 
journals,  which  confirm,  in  the  main,  the  efficacy  of  the 
drug,  but  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  a  few  years 
ago  it  was  stated  that  prolonged  use  of  jambul  brings  on 
gastric  disturbances. 

Tinning  (206/50). — Tinning  Process. — Excess  of  lead  is 
the  cause  of  the  dullness  in  the  tinning  resulting  from  the 
use  of  an  alloy  of  tin  and  lead.  You  do  not  state  the 
proportion  employed,  but  the  remedy  consists  in  reducing 
the  proportion  of  lead.  Mercury  is  useless  for  the  purpose 
on  account  of  its  volatility,  and  it  is  more  expensive  than 
tin  ;  it  is  employed,  however,  in  the  cold  tinning  processes, 
where  a  soft  amalgam  of  tin,  zinc,  and  mercury  is  rubbed 
into  the  cleaned  iron  plate.

E.  W.  JR.  (225/62).— Cotton-waste  and  saw-dust  are  the 
cheapest  absorbents  of  waste  oil — cotton-waste  would  pro- 
bably best  meet  your  requirements  of  being  non-messy. 

D.  C.  (224/56).— Books  on  Ueine  Analysis.— In  addition 
to  "  Practical  Methods  of  Urine  Analysis,"  there  are  the 
following  :  Heitzmann's  "  Urinary  Analysis  and  Diagnosis  " 
(Bailliere,  10s.  bd.);  Ogden's  "  Clinical  Examination  of  the 
Urine"  (Saunders,  12s.  bd,.) ;  Allen's  "Chemistry  of  the 
Urine"  (Churchill,  7s.  bd.). 

Soco  (22b jib)  and  0.  E.  cfc  Co.  (235/51).— Woem-eaten  Fue- 
nituee. — See  reply  in  C.  &  D.,  October  4,  index  folio  550. 
Treating  the  furniture  with  paraffin,  turpentine,  or  benzene 
is  usually  adopted,  beeswax  being  afterwards  employed  to 
fill  up  the  holes.  The  "  Sanitas "  Co.  recommend  the  use 
of  "  Sanitas-Okol "  diluted  with  from  fifty  to  a  hundred 
times  its  volume  of  water,  which  has  proved  efficacious. 

A.    G.   G.    (227/71).— Book  on  Making  Show-cards.— 
Miller's  "How  to  Make  Show-cards"  (Spatula  Publishing 
Co.,  4s.).    Several  articles  on  the  subject  have  been  published 
m  the  C.  &  D.—e.g.,  one  by  Mr.  Marfitt,  January  29  1910 
p.  168,  and  another  in  the  1913  Diary. 
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./.  O.  E.  (227/66).— We  have  not  heard  of  the  "  Luccaa  " 
treatment  of  nervous  ailments. 

Erin  (229/71). — We  have  no  complaint  from  Ireland  as 
to  scarcity  of  assistants.  The  trouble  is  in  Great  Britain, 
and  your  remarks  are  not  pertinent  to  it. 

J.  E.  F.  (237/30).— Aq.  Menth.  Pip.  Fort.— Perhaps  your 
doctor  means  the  concentrated  water.  For  this  you  will 
find  formulas  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  The  spirit 
in  the  water  will  give  the  lotion  the  cooling-  effect  desired. 

Boric  (227/50). — Facial  Massage-cream. — Thi6  resembles 
the  stearin  type  of  skin-cream,  some  good  formulae  for 
which  were  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  April  22,  1911,  index 
folio  592.  The  perfume  will  be  difficult  to  match,  especially 
if  your  customer  has  a  keen  sense  of  smell,  but  two  recipes 
are  given  for  perfumes  on  the  page  referred  to  above.  A 
few  experiments  on  the  lines  suggested  should  enable  you 
to  match  the  sample  fairly  closely. 

C.  K.  B.  (230/70).— Preventing  Mould  on  Gloves.— The 
final  dressing  of  glove-leather  should  have  incorporated  with 
it  salicylic  acid  or  benzoic  acid,  which  would  prevent  the 
development  of  moulds.  Gloves  should  be  stored  in  a  dry 
lace,  and  if  your  customers  shop  is  damp  the  gloves  should 
e  placed  in  a  show-case,  in  which  is  stored  a  vessel  of 
calcium  chloride  to  absorb  the  moisture.  If  this  is  not 
practicable,  storing  during  the  night  in  a  chest  with  a 
calcium-chloride  drying-chamber  should  be  tried.  A  good 
many  pairs  of  gloves  are  spoiled  annually  through  damp 
storage. 

Penso  (237/16).— Increasing  the  Disinfecting  Power  of 
Phenols.— The  only  suggestion  we  have  to  make  is  that 
you  try  the  effect  of  adding  oxalic  acid,  which  Hailer 
("Chemisches  Zentialblatt,"  1910,  1)  found  to  considerably 
increase  the  disinfecting  power  of  phenols. 

/.  G.  G.  (Bombay)  (235/57).— Extracting  Active  Principles 
of  Plants. — The  method  of  examining  vegetable  substances 
for  active  principles  is  laid  down  in  Dragendorff's  "  Plant 
Analysis,"  translated  by  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish.  The 
book  is  out  of  print,  but  a  copy  could  probably  be  obtained 
by  advertising  in  the  Coloured  Supplement,  'in  regard  to 
the  extraction  of  quinine  from  cinchona,  the  latest  process 
if  that  of  Van  Leersum,  which  was  published  in  the  C.  <£•  D., 
September  20,  index  folio  468. 

G.  B.  S.  (236/75).— Drying  a  Damp  Cellar.— By  exposing 
vessels  of  calcium  chloride  in  a  cellar  the  moisture  is  taken 
out  of  the  walls  and  the  dampness  of  the  cellar  removed. 
Calcium  chloride  in  the  crude  form  is  a  cheap  salt,  and 
should  be  employed  freely.  When  it  becomes  moist  it 
requires  to  be  heated  to  redness  to  restore  its  efficacy.  Quick- 
lime, which  is  also  used  for  drying  cellars,  is  dusted  on  the 
walls  and  a  large  heap  left  in  the  centre  of  the  cellar.  This 
method  is  particularly  good  when  the  walls  are  mouldy. 

Reading  (232/57).— Manufacture  of  Disinfectants.— 
Rideal's  "Disinfection  and  the  Preservation  of  Food" 
(Sanitary  Publishing  Co.,  15s.)  gives  general  information 
on  disinfectants,  but  the  recipes  given  in  the  chapter  on 
disinfectants  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  will  probably 
suit  your  purpose  better. 

E.  S.  E.  (201/32).— Theatrical  Rouge.— A  n  examination 
of  the  sample  of  "rouge  fin  de  theatre"  does  not  reveal 
the  agent  which  holds  it  so  loosely  together,  but  we  suggest 
that  a  trace  of  tragacanth  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  obtain 
the  same  effect. 

S.  C.  <£  Co.  (Cuba)  (236/6).— Purifying  Alcohol  from 
Formaldehyde.— As  you  do  not  desire  to  employ  heat  for 
purifying  the  spirit  which  has  become  contaminated  with 
alcohol,  we  suggest  the  following  methods,  which  vou  should 
try  on  relatively  small  quantities  of  the  spirit :  *  (1)  Shake 
with  calcium  hydroxide  or  bone-charcoal;  (2)  carefullv  add 
ammonia  with  a  view  of  decomposing  the  formaldehyde; 
(3)  add  shredded  gelatin  which  has  been  previously  soaked 
in  water,  and  from  which  excess  of  water  has  been  removed. 

Coffee  (237/23).— Preserving  Essence  of  Coffee.— It  is 
necessary  to  have  some  preservative  in  essence  of  coffee, 
otherwise  in  ordinary  use  the  preparation  becomes  mouldy 
after  the  bottle  is  opened  .and  before  all  the  contents  are 
used  up.  Alcohol  and  glycerin  have  been  suggested,  but  are 
objectionable,  hence  it  is  preferable  to  employ  salicylic  acid 
in  the  proportion  of  20  grains  to  the  gallon.  This  quantity 
represents  about  a  twentieth  of  a  grain  to  each  cup  o'f 
coffee,   and  the  minimum  medicinal  dose  is  given  in  the 

B.  P.  as  5  grains. 

A.  K.  E.  (229/64).— Bleaching  Hen's  Feathers.— The  alter- 
natives to  hydrogen  peroxide  are  oxidants  of  a  similar  kind, 
such  as  ozonised    ether  and  sodium    peroxide.      See  also 

C.  <L-  D.,  September  20,  index  folio  472. 


J.  C.  (New  Zealand)  (238/15). — Deodorising  Fish-oil.— 
The  increased  demand  for  fixed  oils  for  soap-making  has- 
directed  attention  to  methods  of  deodorising  fish-oils,  so  that 
they  can  be  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  soap.  The 
processes  follow  somewhat  those  employed  in  depriving 
cocoa-nut  oil  of  its  odour  (6ee  C.  &  1).,  October  11,  index 
folio  584),  especially  in  employing  heat  for  the  purpose. 
The  following  are  examples  of  processes  which  are- 
employed : 

Bohm.  (Vienna)  heats  the  fish  or  blubber  oil  in  an  open 
boiler  to  a  temperature  of  about  150°  C,  until  all  the 
water  has  been  evaporated.  The  oil  is  then  further 
heated  in  a  vacuum  boiler  to  a  temperature  of  from  350° 
to  40(J^  C  for  two  or  three  hours. 

Petersen  and  Holstcin  agitate  the  oil  with  a  mixture  of 
bone  charcoal  and  chalk  in  a  vacuum  and  simultaneously 
treat  with  superheated  steam. 

Welfling  employs  alcohol,  jets  of  oil  and  alcohol  being 
allowed  to  impinge  against  each  other.  The  oil  is  after- 
wards washed  with  hot  water  and  treated  with  fuller's 
earth  or  animal  charcoal. 

Van  dcr  Eeydcn  introduces  the  oil  into  a  vertical  steam- 
jacketed  cylinder,  and  heats  to  a  temperature  of  40°  C. 
Alcohol  is  then  injected  at  the  bottom  of  the  cylinder,  the' 
proportion  used  being  six  or  eight  times  the  volume  of 
the  oil.  The  alcohol  is  run  off,  the  oil  heated  to  70°  C, 
separated,  and  washed  with  hot  water.  The  oil  is  finally 
treated  with  fuller's  earth  at  a  temperature  of  75°  C.  to 
80°  C. 

An  electrical  process  is  also  employed  in  Belgium  in  which 
a  current  of  electricity  is  passed  over  thin  layers  of  oil  in 
an  atmosphere  of  hydrogen.  Hydrogen  is  absorbed  by  the 
oil,  and  the  melting-point  raised,  making  the  product  more 
suited  for  preparing  hard  soap. 

Bob ii r  (Turin)  (223/8).— Essence  of  Muscat  Raisins.— The 
formula  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  February  8,  index  folio  248, 
answers  your  requirements.   

F.  E.  R.  B.  (236/16). — Proportion  of  Shell  in  Cocoa. — 
Some  prosecutions  took  place  in  London  in  1910  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  regarding  the  proportion  of 
cocoa  shell  in  cocoa.  The  prosecution  alleged  that  cocoa 
should  contain  practically  no  shell,  but  in  the  case  upon, 
which  the  Magistrate  gave  his  decision  (see  C.  <£■  D.,  Decem- 
ber 31,  1910,  index  folio  954,  and  January  14,  1911,  index 
folio  43)  the  cocoa  was  stated  to  contain  18  per  cent,  of  the 
shell.  The  Magistrate  ruled  that  this  proportion  did  not 
prevent  the  product  from  being  cocoa  of  commerce. 

P.  B.  (231/44).— Cloudy  Beverage.— You  do  not  mention 
the  class  of  cloudy  beverage  you  wish  to  prepare.  In  the 
case  of  stone-ginger  beer  _  extract,  the  gingerin  and  oils 
employed  are  sufficient  to  give  the  desired  cloudiness. 

P.  E.  G.  (230/27).— Preserving  Tomato  Pulp.— Sterilising 
the  pulp  and  preserving  under  aseptic  conditions  is  theoreti- 
cally sufficient,  but  as  the  ideal  cannot  always  be  realised 
it  is  best  to  supplement  this  treatment  by  adding  ^  oz.  of 
salicylic  acid  to  the  hundredweight. 

G.  A.  M.  (230/66). — Fumigating  Orchid-houses. — The 
methods  of  fumigating  greenhouses  were  described  in  detail 
in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1910,  p.  217,  to  which 
you  should  refer,  as  we  have  not  space  in  this  section  to 
deal  with  the  matter  fully. 

C.  L.  T.  (229/56). — Developing  Cinematograph  Films.— 
See  C.  tt-  D.,  November  29,  1912,  index  folio  800.

MINOR  EXPERIENCES. 


P.  S.  F.  (223/39)  narrates  his  experience  of  the  London 
Minor  this  month  ae  follows: 

I  attended  at  Galen  Place  at  9.40  on  September  30,  and 
was  sent  to  Practical  Chemistry  first.  I  had  a  solution 
of  silver  nitrate  to  estimate  by  means  of  sodium  chloride, 
and  commenced  with  1  gram  in  the  usual  manner. 
This  used  200  c.c.  of  the  solution,  and  as  I  did  not  get 
a  satisfactory  indication  with  the  potassium-ehromate  indi- 
cator, a  fresh  start  was  made,  again  using  1  gram,  having 
obtained  from  the  chief  "  Inquisitor "  some  more  silver- 
nitrate  solution.  I  was  more  successful,  returning  the 
strength  as  about  1.37  gram  in  100  c.c.  I  then  turned  my 
attention  to  the  salt,  which  was  a  sample  of  milk  of  sulphur, 
to  find  the  impurities.  I  proceeded  to  boil  with  hot  water 
and  take  the  resulting  filtered  solution  through  the  group- 
tests.  Calcium  and  potassium  were  found.  Another  por- 
tion was  treated  with  weak  hydrochloric  acid,  with  a  few 
spots  of  nitric  acid.  Calcium  and  potassium  were  found,  as 
before.  .Arsenic  was  tested  for  and  found,  using  Fleitman's 
and  Siebold's  tests.  The  acid  radicles  identified  were 
chloride  and  a  sulphate.  The  apparatus  provided  was  of  a. 
very  good  quality,  and  the  solutions  all  clear  and  bright. 

Dispensing.— My  paper  was  : 

(1)  Send  4  oz.  of  cod-liver  oil  emulsion.

Several  candidates  asked,  "  Shall  I  use  hydrochloride  or 
alkaloid  for  the  suppositories?  "  The  examiner  replied,  "  I 
want  you  to  do  just  as  you  would  do  in  your  own  phar- 
macy." I  made  them  by  dissolving  the  alkaloid  in  a  little 
oleic  acid.  One  thing  was  supplied  which  I  had  not  seen 
before — i.e.,  ol.  theobrom.  finely  shredded  almost  to  a 
powder.  This  was  a  great  help  in  making  the  suppositories. 
I  came  out  at  4.15  p.m.  feeling  glad  to  be  free. 

The  following  day  a  notice  came  to  attend  the  oral 
examination.    At  this 

Pharmacy  came  first.  Here  I  was  asked  questions  on  the 
preparation  of  the  B.P.  waters,  the  examination  of  cherry- 
laurel  water,  the  strength  of  two  or  three  extracts,  arid 
the  preparation  of  alcoholic  extract  of  belladonna.  I  was 
also  shown  a  Bunsen  water-pump,  a  separator,  and  a  frac- 
tionating column. 

Chemistry. — I  was  asked  to  write  a  list  of  all  the  sodium 
salts  I  knew.  Could  I  prepare  them  all?  Did  I  know  any 
process  for  making  bicarbonate  of  soda  ?  What  are  methane, 
ethane,  ethylene,  and  acetylene?  What  is  the  continuous 
process  for  making  ether?  How  is  hydrocyanic  acid  made 
and  estimated  ?  Glycerin :  how  is  it  obtained  in  soap- 
making? 

■  Botany.— I  was  given  a  slide  showing  the  tracheids  with 
bordered  pits  seen  in  pinewood.  I  was  also  given  a  snap- 
dragon to  describe,  classify,  and  put  in  its  Natural  Order 

Prescription-reading.— The  calculation  related  to  1  gal. 
of  liq.  hyd.  perch,  ten  times  B.P.  strength,  giving  the 
quantity  of  mercuric  chloride  in  grams.  Also  a  prescrip- 
tion to  translate  into  Latin.  One  ingredient  was  mercuric 
chloride.  This  I  translated  as  hydrargT  chloridi,  and  the 
examiner  asked  what  this  meant.  I  told  him  calomel,  and 
regretted  that  I  had  not  put  "  perchloridi."  One  pre- 
scription for  reading  into  English  I  made  a  hash  of.  This 
contained  pil.  calomel,  and  coloc.  3j\,  elaterium  gr.  j.,  gly- 
cerin. 5j.,  aquam  ad  3ij.  How  would  I  make  this?  f  told 
him  by  rubbin°r  down  the  pill-mass  with  a  portion  of  the 
glycerin,  the  elaterium  with  another  portion,  making  up 
to  bulk  with  the  water.  He  told  me  the  doctor  would  be 
very  cross  if  I  did  this,  and  asked  me  if  it  would  not  be 
better  to  make  into  pills. 

Materia  Medica.— Guaiacum  resin  was  shown.  How  ob- 
tained? Cinnamon:  how  are  the  trees  cult:vated?  Two 
kinds  of  benzoin:  constituents  of  the  different  kinds? 
Benzoic  acid  :  how  obtained  ?  I  was  also  shown  cutch  kino, 
catechu,  and  some  fresh  belladonna-leaves  (these  I  'failed 
to  recognise).  Did  I  not  think  they  were  henbane-leaves? 
I  said,  "  No,"  and  described  a  henbane-leaf.  The  examiner 
also  asked  me  whether  I  thought  they  were  digitalis-leaves. 
He  then  asked  me  the  characteristics  of  a  belladonna-leaf. 
I  then  "  tumbled  "  to  the  fact  that  the  leaves  in  question 
were  belladonna-leaves. 

I  went  and  sat  down,  and  a  few  minutes  after  was  called 
up  and  congratulated  bv  the  President  upon  having  been 
able  to  satisfy  the  examiners.

OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  recently  adopted! 
a  method  of  distributing  special  information  to  the  news- 
papers for  publication,  with  the  view  of  educating  the  public 
regarding  adulteration  and  other  important  matters  coming 
under  the  scope  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Ther 
Department  recently  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  good  deal 
of  Bombay  mace  sold  for  Batavia  mace,  and  labelled 
"  Ground  mace,  blended  Bombay."  The  wording  of  the- 
label  protects  the  seller  from  action  by  the  authorities,  and 
the  object  of  the  Department  is  to  teach  the  public  that 
Bombay  mace  has  practically  no  flavour  and  is  useless  as  a 
spice.  Ground  Bombay,  mace  is  no  better  as  a  spice  than 
an  equal  quantity  of  tasteless  vegetable  matter.  In  the 
case  of  the  unground  mace  it  is  easy  to  detect  the  difference, 
owing  to  the  tastelessness  of  the  Bombay  variety. 

The  Wonderful  Success  of  the  Parcel-post  in  ther 
United  States  has  surprised  nearly  every  section  of  the  com- 
munity. It  enables  the  country  merchant  to  receive  orders 
by  telephone  and  ship  the  goods  within  the  first  zone  for 
5c.  for  the  first  pound  and  lc.  for  each  additional  2  lb. 
or  fraction  thereof.  The  first  zone  includes  the  territory 
within  the  local  delivery  of  any  post-office.  The  second  zone 
includes  the  territory  within  a  radius  of  150  miles  from  any 
given  post-office,  and  the  rate  for  the  second  zone  is  now 
5c.  for  the  first  pound  and  lc.  for  each  additional  pound  or 
fraction  thereof.  The  limit  of  weight  has  been  increased' 
from  11  to  20  lb.  Druggists  who  handle  parcel-post  busi- 
ness are  feeling  the  strain  and  extra  work  put  upon  them, 
and  complain  that  they  are  not  receiving  proper  compensa- 
tion for  their  work.  In  addition  to  this  ground  for  com- 
plaint, it  should  be  stated  that  drug-store  sub-stations  are- 
busy  during  seven  days  in  the  week  selling  postage-stamps, 
issuing  money-orders,  and  performing  other  postal  services 
for  the  public.  The  proprietors  have  felt  for  some  years 
that  they  have  not  been  properly  recompensed  for  the  large- 
amount  of  work  entailed,  and  the  burden  of  the  parcel- 
post  seems  to  be  the  last  straw  which  may  break  the  camel's- 
back.
